MUSH    AND  MELODY.' 


[From  the  Australian  edition  of  the  St.  Jacobs  Oil  Family  Calendar  and  Book  of  Health  and  Humor  for  18SG.] 

LATELY  I  have  been  giving  a  good  deal  of  attention  to  health — o 
other  people.  The  gentle  reader  will  notice  that,  as  a  rule,  the

I  do  not  say  this 
boastfully.  I  simply  desire  to  call  the  attention  of  our.  growing  youth 
to  the  glorious  possibilities  that  await  the  ambitious  and  enterprising  in 
this  line. 

Starting  out  as  a  poor  boy  with  few  advantages  in  the  way  of  disease, 
I  have  resolutely  carved  my  way  up  to  the  dizzy  heights  of  fame  as  a 
chronic  invalid  and  drug-soaked  relic  of  other  days.  I  inherited  no 
disease  whatever.  My  ancestors  were  poor  and  healthy.  They  be- 
queathed me  no  snug  little  nucleus  of  fashionable  malaria  such  as  other 
boys  had.  I  was  obliged  to  acquire  it  myself.  Yet  1  was  not  discouraged.  The  results  have  shown  that  disease  is 
not  alone  the  heritage  of  the  wealthy  and  the  great.  The  poorest  of  us  may  become  eminent  invalids  if  we  will 
only  go  at  it  in  the  right  way.  But  I  started  out  to  sty  something  on  the  subject  of  health,  for  there  are  still  many 
common  people  who  would  rather  be  healthy  and  unknown  than  obtain  distinction  with  some  dazzling  new  disease. 

Noticing  many  years  ago  that  imperfect  mastication  and  dyspepsia  walked  hand-in-hand,  so  to  speak,  Mr.  Gladstone 
adopted  in  his  family  a  regular  mastication  scale  ;  for  instance,  thirty-two  bites  for  steak,  twenty-two  for  fish,  and  so 
forth.    Now  I  take  this  idea  and  improve  upon  it.    Two  statesmen  can  always  act  better  in  concert  if  they  will  do  so. 

With  Mr.  Gladstone's  knowledge  of  the  laws  of  health  and  my  own  musical  genius,  I  have  hit  on  a  way  to  make 
eating  not  only  a  duty,  but  a  pleasure.

The  Cauliflower  Chant,  the  Vermicelli  Waltz,  the  Mush  and  Milk  March,  the  sad  and  touchful  Gooseberry  Tart 
Refrain,  the  gay  and  rollicking  Oxtail  Soup  Galop,  and  the  melting  Ice  Cream  Serenade  will  yet  be  common 
musical  names. 

Taking  different  classes  of  food,  I  have  set  them  to  music  in  such  a  way  that  the  meal,  for  instance,  may  open 
with  a  Souj:>  Overture,  to  be  followed  by  a  Roast  Beef  March  in  C,  and  so  on,  closing  with  a  kind  of  Mince  Pie  La 
Somnambula  pianissimo  in  G.  Space,  of  course,  forbids  an  extended  description  of  this  idea  as  I  propose  to  carry 
it  out,  but  the  conception  is  certainly  grand.  Let  us  picture  the  jaws  of  a  whole  family  moving  in  exact  time  to  a 
Strauss  waltz  on  the  silent  remains  of  the  late  lamented  hen,  and  we  see  at  once  how  much  real  pleasure  may  be 
added  to  the  process  of  mastication.

A  solution  has  recently  been  offered  to  the  trade  called  Phospho- 
Citric  Acid,  the  properties  of  which  will  no  doubt  interest  Analyst  Poisonou9 
metals  were  entirely  absent,  and  so  also  were  free  sulphuric,  hydrochloric,  nitric* 
and  acetic  acids.  The  solution  was  clear  and  colourless.  The  quantity  of  phos- 
phoric acid  in  a  small  bottle  'halt-pint)  will  amount  to  *95  groin,  which  E  found  to 
he  the  case  in  a  sample  of  lemonade  made  with  the  above.  The  flavour  anil 
anpearanec  were  quite  as  good  as  tiiat  made  with  the  organic  acids.  There  is  no 
reason  why  this  article  should  not  he  used  in  this  highly  diluted  form  as  the  acid 
flavouring  of  lemonade  ami  other  mineral  waters. 

JAMES  NAPIER'S  REPORT,  July  30,  1884. 

T  examined  camples  for  poisonous  metals,  espcctallv  arsenic,  lead,  anil  copper, 
but  could  nut  find  the  slightest  traca.  Free  sulphuric,  hydrochloric,  nitric  and 
acetic  acids  were  also  absent ;  indeed,  no  free  acid  exist-;  hut  phosphoric  and  citric. 
From  analysii  and  careful  examination  .1  am  of  Opinion  that, as  a"  article  to  super- 
sede tartaric  and  citric  acids  in  mineral  waters,  phospho-citrie  is  in  many  respects 
•uperi«r  to  those  acid*.  As  is  well  known,  it  is  almost  an  impossibility  to  obtain 
tartaric  and  citric  acids  free  from  lead,  so  that  this  article,  having  no  metallic  con- 
tamination, is  purer  than  those  acids.  I  see  no  reason  why  the  use  of  phosphoric 
acid,  in  a  highly  diluted  form,  will  not  prove  beneficial  and  be  much  more  superior 
to  tartaric  and  citric  acids.  As  phosphoric  acid  is  a  necessary  constituent  of  the 
body,  whilst  tartaric  and  citric  are  entirely  ahsent,  it  is  certainly  an  advantage  to 
use  it,  as  it  supplies  a  very  important  ingredient  to  the  system  and  one  which  is  too 
often  obtained  in  insufficient  quantities.  The  lemonade  was  entirely  free  from 
metallic  contamination  and  fungoid  growth,  had  a  bright  appearance,  was  par- 
ticularly clear,  and  had  a  very  agreeable  flavour.  I  have  no  doubt  but  Phospho- 
ci trie  A*dd  will  be  much  used,  as  it  is  well  suited  for  its  intended  purpose,  i.e.,  to 
supersede  citric  and  tartaric  acids  in  mineral  waters.

The  results  of  prolonged  tryptic  (pancreatic)  digestion,  as 
has  been  frequently  pointed  out,  are  substances  like  leucin, 
tyrosin,  hypoxanthin,  and  asparaginic  acid  on  the  one  hand 
(which  are  produced  in  the  seeds  of  some  plants),  and  indol, 
skatol,  phenol,  volatile  fatty  acids  on  the  other.  These  last 
are,  of  course,  met  with  in  the  faeces,  and  it  may  be  observed 
that  some  of  the  above  products  are  present  in  pancreatic 
solutions*     The  undesirability  of  administering  these  has 


*  Their  [enzyme]  solutions,  if  kept  for  a  long  time,  gradually  lose 
their  properties,  and  undergo  more  or  less  decomposition  (Landois  and 
StirliusO. 

Sir  William  Roberta  very  properly  asserts  of  solutions  of  the  pancreas 
that  they  are  "extremely  perishable  -they  pass  quickly  into  putrefaction." 
Speaking  of  the  various  means  employed  to  overcome  this  vital  obstacle 
to  their  acceptance,  he  adds  :  "  These  preservatives  hare  a  pronounced  taste 
which  it  is  impossible  to  get  rid  of.'' 


become  so  palpable,  that  their  first  recommendations  have 
been  followed  by  a  re-action,  and  even  their  projectors,  if  we 
mistake  not,  have  relinquished  their  former  claims  (except 
nominally)  in  favour  of  dry  preparations  like  the  original 
genuine  Zymine  or  Extractum  Pancreatis  (Fairchild). 

There  may  very  properly  be  stated  an  important  proposition, 
thus: — No  peptonising  agent  which  will  not  allow  the  milk 
ivhe?i partially  peptonized  to  be  boiled  without  being  curdled 
should  be  resorted  to. 

When  food  has  been  over-peptonised  there  is  no  demand 
whatever  made  on  digestion,  and  it  is  very  natural  for  the 
digestive  functions  then  to  become  obsolescent.  Sir  William 
Roberts  took  four  kittens,  eight  weeks  old,  and  fed  two  of 
them  on  fully  peptonised  milk  for  20  days,  and  the  other  two 
on  natural  milk  :  "  the  percentage  increase  of  weight  was 
very  nearly  alike  in  all  four  animals."  The  peptonised  milk 
was  then  exchanged  for  some  half-peptoni6ed,  and  the 
kittens  at  once  lost  weight.  The  real  nutrient  value  of  a 
food  would  seem  to  be  best  ascertained  by  administering  it 
for  a  more  protracted  period  :  otherwise  error  may  creep  in. 
For  example,  Dr.  Lusk  and  others  assert  of  condensed  milk 
that  children  seem  at  first  to  thrive  and  grow  fat  upon  it,  but 
develop  symptoms  of  rickets  at  the  end  of  the  first  year. 

As  it  is  yet  an  open  question  whether  peptones  are  "  avail- 
able for  tissue  formation"  as  well  as  for  "purposes  of 
metabolism,"  V on  Ziemssen  says:  "A  relatively  small  addi- 
tion to  the  food  of  unaltered  albumen  would  be  necessary  in 
order  to  obviate  the  waste  of  albumen  in  the  body."  In 
partial  peptonisation  the  required  conditions  obtain,  and  any 
dangers,  as  marasmus,  debility,  subsequent  dyspepsia,  etc., 
are  guarded  against. 

Enzymes  in  solution,  are  to  be  avoided.  By  using  any 
peptonising  agent  where  boiling  may  not  be  employed,  all 
the  security  from  undesirable  digestive  products  and  germs 
of  disease  in  milk  that  is  afforded  by  excessive  heat  is  lost. 
Besides  this,  as  peptonisation  is  apt  to  proceed  slowly  at  the 
usual  temperature  indoors,  the  questionable  mode  of  feeding 
peptones  (if  nothing  worse)  may  be  unwittingly  adopted. 
The  older  and  healthier  the  child,  the  less  will  be  the  degree 
of  peptonisation  required.  In  Fairchild's  Peptonising 
Powders  (the  only  genuine  Peptonising  Poivders)  none  of  the 
above  dangers  or  objections  obtain.

Sir  John  Lubbock  has  re-introduced  his  bill  for  limiting 
the  hours  of  labour  of  the  young  in  shops.  He  proposes  to 
prohibit  any  young  person  from  being  employed  in  a  shop  for 
more  than  twelve  hours  in  one  day.  For  this  purpose  "  young 
persons"  are  defined  as  being  those  between  the 
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thirteen  and  eighteen,  and  a  "  shop "  includes  retail  and 
wholesale  shops  and  warehouses  in  which  assistants  are  em- 
ployed for  hire,  but  not  licensed  public-houses  or  refreshment 
houses  of  any  kind.  For  an  infringement  of  the  measure  the 
penalty  is  to  be  a  fine  of  lZ.,and  offences  are  to  be  prosecuted 
in  the  same  way  as  under  the  Factory  and  Workshop  Act  of 
1878. 

Of  the  2,000  fires  that  occur  annually  in  London,  the  causes 
of  400  are  unaccounted  for.  Captain  Shaw  has  lately  written 
a  very  able  memorandum  to  the  Corporation,  in  which  he 
discusses  the  difficulties  of  appointing  an  official  body  charged 
with  the  duty  of  investigating  the  circumstances  attending 
fires.  He  thinks  such  investigations  would  cost  at  least  an 
average  of  501.  each,  and  he  does  not  think  it  would  be  pos- 
sible to  make  a  selection  of  the  fires  in  which  investigation 
should  be  undertaken.  So  that  100,000?.  would  be  required 
from  the  rates  to  begin  with.  Then  he  points  out  that  the 
inquiry  would  often  involve  great  injury  to  persons  who  might 
be  quite  innocent  of  incendiarism,  but  whose  affairs  would 
have  to  be  ruthlessly  exposed.  In  the  course  of  his  note  he 
mentions  that  the  term  "  sufferer  "  is  applied  by  firemen  to 
the  owner  of  property  damaged  or  destroyed  by  fire,  and  the 
term  "customer  "  to  those  who  have  had  more  than  one  fire. 

* 

Sir  Lyon  Playfair,  who.  includes  among  his  dignities 
that  of  honorary  membership  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society, 
has  been  appointed  Vice-President  of  the  Privy  Council  in 
the  new  Government.  The  society  has  long  needed  a  friend 
in  that  quarter.  Twice  in  ten  months  they  have  been  rather 
severely  mauled  by  the  Privy  Council,  and  of  late  they  have 
approached  that  body  with  much  less  jauntiness  than  in 
former  times.  The  Vice-President  of  the  Council  has  not 
much  influence  over  its  medical  and  pharmaceutical  policy, 
and  Sir  Lyon  Playfair  will  not  be  likely  to  get  recent  decisions 
reversed.  But  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  he  may  have  some 
opportunity  of  restoring  amicable  relations  between  officials 
on  whose  amicable  co-operation  some  of  the  prosperity  of 
pharmacy  may  depend. 

Our  reports  this  month  include  several  sad  cases  of  deaths 
by  taking  poison  in  mistake  for  medicine.  There  is  a  case  at 
Paignton  of  belladonna  liniment  being  given  for  a  cough 
mixture.  The  servant  who  gave  it  did  not  turn  up  the  light 
because  she  was  "  sure  the  bottle  containing  the  draught  was 
on  the  drawers,  and  the  liniment  on  the  mantelpiece.''  At 
Paddington  a  woman  took  aconite  liniment  "from  a  pocket 
spirit  bottle  "  instead  of  cough  mixture.  The  American  case 
of  dispensing  morphia  for  quinine  is  reported  at  length. 
There  has  been  an  inquest  at  Battersea  on  a  youth  who  died 
apparently  from  the  effects  of  laudanum,  and  the  jury  find 
that  this  was  given  in  mistake  for  an  aperient  draught.  The 
chemist  "is  committed  for  manslaughter.  An  earnest  effort 
should  be  made  to  render  such  accidents  as  these  impossible.

Nitroglycerine,  it  appears,  and  not  carbolic  acid,  was  the 
poison  which  the  Privy  Council  wished  to  have  added  to  the 
Schedule  in  a  recent  communication.  We  too  hastily  cre- 
dited the  Privy  Council  with  so  much  regard  for  the  lives  of 
Her  Majesty's  lieges  when  we  supposed  they  had  decided  to 
take  measures  against  the  sale  of  carbolic  acid  "  in 
lemonade  bottles,"  as  seems  to  have  happened  in  London  a 
few  days  since  according  to  evidence  adduced  at  an  inquest. 
The  Pharmaceutical  Council  have  timidly  approached  the 
Privy  Council  again  on  this  subject.  We  are  thankful  for 
that ;  but  they  have  a  right  to  be  bold  and  earnest  in  this 
matter.  Not  only  have  they  the  right,  it  is  their  bounden 
duty.  Had  they  devoted  to  this  question  a  tithe  of  the  atten- 
tion they  gave  to  their  unfortunate  by-laws,  they  themselves 
would  have  won  credit,  and  many  valuable  lives  might  have 
been  spared. 


The  Twentieth  Annual  Chemists'  Ball,  which  was  held  as 
usual  at  Willis's  Rooms,  on  January  27,  presented  the  features 
familiar  to  those  who  habitually  visit  this  scene  of  revelry. 
It  might  have  been  noted,  however,  that  some  of  those  who 
danced  at  the  earlier  balls  now  contented  themselves  with 
looking  on.  Mr.  Carteighe  took  the  chair  at  the  supper,  and 
proposed  the  toast  "  Success  to  the  Chemists'  Ball."  The 
fifth  Junior  Pharmacy  Ball  is  announced  for  February  26,  at 
the  Freemason's  Tavern.  Mr.  W.  II.  Kerr,  9  New  Bond  Street, 
is  the  honorary  secretary.

Terebene  is  the  popular  medicine  of  the  moment.  Dr 
Murrell  published  an  article  in  the  British  Medical  Journal 
of  December  12,  in  which  he  stated  that  he  had  obtained 
excellent  results  in  cases  of  winter  cough  by  the  use  of  pure 
terebene.  The  dose  he  advises  is  from  5  to  20  minims  on 
sugar.  He  also  administers  it  as  a  spray,  from  one  to  two 
ounces  to  be  diffused  and  inhaled  every  week.  Terebene,  he 
finds,  also  relieves  flutulence  and  acidity,  and  combined  with 
equal  parts  each  of  oil  of  cubebs  and  oil  of  santal  wood, 
mixed  with  liquid  vaseline  and  used  in  an  atomising  appa- 
ratus, he  has  found  to  yield  excellent  results,  not  only  in 
winter  cough  but  also  in  post-nasal  catarrh,  as  well  as  in 
improving  the  tone  of  the  voice.  Terebene  is  a  molecular 
modification  of  the  spirit  of  turpentine,  and  is  usually  obtained 
by  acting  on  turpentine  by  5  per  cent,  of  concentrated 
sulphuric  acid  and  distilling  repeatedly.  It  is  a  product  very 
similar  to  sanitas.  It  will  be  noticed  .that  several  drug 
houses  make  prominent  announcements  of  terebene  in  their 
advertisements  this  month.

We  understand  that  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Linnamn 
Society  will  be  shown  a  very  fine  specimen  of  the  coca- 
plant,  bearing  a  quantity  of  red  berries.  This  coca-plant 
shows  a  remarkable  likeness  to  the  cacoa-plant  (Theobroma 
cacao),  which  accounts  for  the  peculiar  smell  of  cocoa  some- 
times adhering  to  parcels  of  coca-leaves,  and  which  on  some 
occasions  has  led  to  their  refusal  by  buyers,  who  were  under 
the  impression  that  this  smell  had  its  origin  in  some  form  of 
sophistication.  A  firm  of  London  druggists  have  received  a 
consignment  of  coca  seeds,  which  are  intended  for  shipment 
to  the  colonies,  where  there  is  some  talk  of  raising  coca  plan- 
tations. Hopes  are  entertained  that  a  successful  cultivation 
in  Ceylon  or  other  parts  would  drive  the  South  American 
coca  out  of  the  European  market,  as  in  that  case  the 
American  growers  would  be  able  to  obtain  a  comparatively 
better  price  for  it  from  the  natives  than  they  could  realise 
here.

From  a  short  note  on  "  Mortality  Incident  to  Public 
Life  "  in  the  last  number  of  the  Asclepiad  we  learn  that  the 
recent  election  is  responsible  for  other  calamities  than  the 
election  of  the  Parnellite  eighty-six.  Six  deaths  are  reported 
as  directly  traceable  to  the  "  election  fever."  But  these  deaths, 
says  Dr.  Richardson,  are  as  nothing  compared  with  the 
physical  injury  leading  towards  death  that  has  been  produced. 
I  should  say  that  few  of  the  men  who  have  taken  an  active, 
not-  to  mention  a  violent,  part  in  the  recent  election,  have 
passed  unscathed.  Every  one  has  lost  something  beyond  the 
ordinary  natural  loss  of  vitality,  and  many  have  sustained 
injuries  from  which  they  will  never  recover. 

There  is  another  evil  connected  with  the  electioneering 
excitement  and  vital  failure,  an  evil  remote,  no  doubt,  but 
most  important.  During  those  days  of  commotion  hundreds 
of  human  beings  of  the  future  received  their  first  implanta- 
tion of  life,  many  of  whom,  begotten  of  the  election  fever, 
will  inherit  an  aptitude  for  nervous  aberration  which  will 
influence  them  through  the  whole  of  their  mortal  careers. 

The  results  of  the  present  election,  owing  to  the  tension  of 
political  strain,  have  been  worse  than  could  have  been 
expected.  And  what  for  ?  Numbers  of  enfeebled  and  un- 
certain hearts  have  been  sent  into  the  House  ;  numbers  of 
anxious  and  wearied  minds  ;  numbers  of  men  who  might  well 
exclaim,  Hail,  St.  Stephen  s  !  those  who  wish  to  die  salute 
thee !  But  how  much  of  knowledge,  wisdom,  and  true 
statesmanship  will  develop  there  under  the  sleepless,  excited, 
restless  labour  is  a  question  which  the  physiologist  will  of  all 
men  be  the  last  to  answer  hopefully. 
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Improved  Mucilage. 

The  use  of  crystallised  aluminium  sulphate  has  been 
recommended  as  a  valuable  addition  to  solution  of  gum 
arabic.  The  adhesive  property  of  the  mucilage  is  said  to  be 
so  greatly  increased  as  to  render  it  capable  of  joining 
together  wood,  glass,  or  porcelain.  The  formula  is  as 
follows

The  Analyst  records  an  excellent  test  by  Professor  Curt  man 
for  detecting  minute  quantities  of  nitric  acid,  pyrogallic  acid 
being  found  to  be  a  most  delicate  reagent. 

It  has  long  been'  known  that  nitric  acid  forms  a  deep 
brown  substance  with  pyrogallic  acid,  which  possesses  an 
intense  colouring-power.  This  property  can  be  utilised  in 
the  detection  of  nitric  acid  in  drinking-water,  and  is  better 
than  diphenylamine,  as  ^  milligram  of  nitric  acid  can  be 
readily  detected  by  it  in  a  litre  of  water.  To  the  sample 
under  examination  a  small  quantity  of  pyrogallic  acid  is 
added— less  than  1  milligram  to  each  cubic  centimetre  of 
water  is  sufficient— and  then  10  to  12  drops  of  concentrated 
sulphuric  acid  are  cautiously  dropped  into  the  test-tube,  so 
as  to  form  a  separate  layer  at  the  bottom  of  the  tube.  If 
nitric  acid  be  present  a  brown  coloration  becomes  visible  at 
the  junction  of  the  two  liquids,  or  a  yellow  one  if  only  a  very 
minute  quantity  of  nitric  acid  be  present.  In  repeating  the 
above  instructions  a  certain  precaution  is  desirable.  The 
sulphuric  acid  must  be  absolutely  pure,  as  it  happens  fre- 
quently that  enough  nitric  acid  is  present  to  give  the  colora- 
tion. Also  nitrites  must  be  absent,  the  reagent  showing 
their  presence  as  well  as  that  of  nitrates. 


A  Chemical  Metaphor. 

We  came  recently  upon  the  following  quotation,  and  regret 
that  the  exact  reference  has  been  mislaid.  It  will  serve  to 
explain  the  discrepancies  with  regard  to  the  record  of  facts 
exhibited  by  independent  and  conscientious  observers. 

"  There  is  truth — essential  and  absolute  ;  and  there  is  also 
iron ;  but  there  is  a  Smithiate  of  truth,  as  there  is  an 
oxide  of  iron."  That  is,  slightly  to  expand  the  idea,  Smith 
seeks  after  truth,  but  unconsciously  presents  his  own  version, 
just  as  the  iron  remains  the  genuine  substance,  but  in  a 
varied  form.  To  this  may  be  added  the  old  axiom,  •'  There 
is  nothing  more  misleading  than  figures,  except  facts,"  which 
may  be  interpreted  in  the  same  manner. 


The  Late  Mr.  W.  H.  Baigent. 

The  obituary  notice  of  the  past  month  includes  the  name 
of  William  Henry  Baigent,  for  many  years  an  assistant  with 
Messrs.  Godfrey  &  Cooke,  of  Southampton  Street,  Strand. 
He  took  pride  in  being  one  of  the  associates  of  the  Society 
admitted  before  July  1,  1842.  Originally  remarkable  for 
great  simplicity  of  life  and  for  an  unusual  frugality,  he  no 
sooner  retired  from  business  than  he  devoted  himself  to 
public  City  affairs  and  to  works  of  benevolence,  chiefly  in 
connection  with  the  Haberdashers'  Company,  of  which  he 


became  Master,  lie  was  credited  with  bcit)^  an  unrivalled 
maker  of  the  "  Ungnentum  Hydrargyri  Nitratis,"  which  he 
prepared  according  to  a  formula  which  he  sedulously  kept 
secret.  The  ointment  by  his  process  presented  a  delicate 
citrine  colour,  and  a  consistence  which  other  skilled  phar- 
macists invariably  failed  to  rival.  Its  keeping  properties 
seemed  unlimited.

THE  usual  monthly  meeting  was  held  on  February  3,  Mr. 
Carteighe,  president,  in  the  chair.    All  the  members  of 
the  Council,  except  Mr.  Squire,  were  present. 

The  lot  for  the  retiring  members  of  Council  was  taken, 
after  some  remarks  on  the  absurdity  of  making  the  selec- 
tion in  this  manner  had  been  made  by  Mr.  Savage  with  the 
support  of  Mr.  Richardson.  Both  recognised,  however,  that 
the  system,  being  in  accordance  with  an  Act  of  Parliament, 
could  not  be  altered.  The  President  said  that  the 
elections  had  not  been  very  revolutionary  in  late  years. 
Those  who  had  received  the  confidence  of  the  members 'in 
former  years  had  generally  been  re-elected.

The  Registrar's  Report, 

exhibiting  the  numerical  strength  of  the  Society,  was 
submitted. 

Rejection  of  the  By-laws. 

A  letter  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Privy  Council,  dated 
January  28,  1886,  was  read.  The  writer  said  he  was  directed 
by  the  Lord  President  to  state,  in  reply  to  the  communica- 
tions from  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  in  reference  to  the 
proposed  alterations  in  the  by-laws,  that  his  Lordship  was 
advised  that  the  alterations  could  not  be  properly  confirmed 
by  the  Privy  Council. 

The  letter  went  on  to  say  that,  as  the  Lord  President  was 
advised,  the  members  of  the  society  in  special  general  meet- 
ing had  no  right  to  propose  amendments  to  the  by-laws 
which  were  submitted  to  them,  but  had  the  right  to  have 
each  by-law  submitted  to  them  separately,  and  could  not  be 
required  to  accept  or  reject  the  ju-opositions  of  the  Council 
en  bloc ;  that  if  the  by-laws  had  not  been  submitted  sepa- 
rately to  the  Society  they  could  not  properly  be  confirmed  by 
the  Privy  Council. 

The  Lord  President  was  further  advised  that  the  Council 
have  not  the  power  to  amend  a  proposed  by-law  at  either  the 
second  or  third  reading  thereof — they  can  only  confirm  it ; 
that  if  by-laws  had  been  passed  by  the  Council  contrary  to 
this  provision,  they  could  not  properly  be  confirmed  by  the 
Council. 

Lastly,  it  was  added  that  by-laws  which  impose  any 
precedent  conditions  upon  persons  who  tender  themselves 
for  examination  under  the  provisions  of  the  Pharmacy  Act, 
1868,  are  contrary  to  Section  VI.  of  that  Act.  Reasonable 
regulations  for  securing  order  and  efficiency  in  the  examina- 
tion itself,  or  for  enabling  the  examiners  to  have  proper 
material  before  them  to  satisfy  them  as  to  the  qualifications 
of  the  persons  before  them,  would  not  be  regarded  as 
opposed  to  that  section  so  long  as  such  regulations  should 
not  prevent  free  access  to  the  examinations. 
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Discussion  on  this  letter  was  taken  in  committee,  after 
Mr.  HAMPSON  had  protested  against  that  course  being  taken, 
and  it  was  afterwards  resolved  that  the  letter  should  be 
referred  to  the  By-laws  Committee  for  consideration  and 
report. 

Benevolent  Fund. 

A  grant  of  15?.  to  the  widow  of  a  member,  and  one  of 
101.  to  the  widow  of  a  registered  chemist  and  druggist,  were 
recommended  and  agreed  to. 

Scotch  Affairs. 

The  appointment  of  an  assistant-se cretary  for  Scotland  in  the 
place  of  Mr.  MacEwan  was  the  subject  of  a  letter  from  Mr. 
J.  B.  Stephenson,  honorary  treasurer  in  Scotland,  complain- 
ing of  the  manner  in  which  the  appointment  of  Mr.  Hill  had 
been  effected ;  of  a  resolution  passed  at  a  meeting  of  the 
Council  of  the  North  British  Branch,  sent  officially  through 
Mr.  Mac  E wan,  protesting  against  the  procedure  of  the 
Council  of  the  Society  in  selecting  a  person  to  fill  the  office 
rendered  vacant  through  the  resignation  of  Mr.  MacEwan, 
without  consulting  the  body  passing  the  resolution  ;  and  of  a 
resolution  passed  by  the  Board  of  Examiners  in  Scotland 
expressing  regret  that  the  Board  should  not  have  been  con- 
sulted in  regard  to  the  appointment. 

The  Council  considered  these  letters  in  committee,  and 
afterwards  resolved  unanimously  that  the  communications 
lie  on  the  table. 

It  was  then  resolved  unanimously  : — 

That  Mr.  John  Rutherford  Hil1,  of  Edinburgh,  be  appointed  an 
assistant  secretary  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  to  conduct 
the  Society's  business  in  Scotland,  at  a  salary  of  150/.  a  year  and 
apartments  in  the  Society 's  house. 

Extension  of  Premises. 

The  Library  Committee  reported  correspondence  which 
had  passed  with  the  Duke  of  Bedford's  agent  relative  to  the 
lease  of  the  two  adjoining  houses  (15  and  16  Bloomsbury 
Square).  They  could  not  obtain  possession  of  these  until 
Lady  Day,  1889,  but  possession  of  some  back  premises  could 
be  had  at  once.  It  was  recommended  that  these  properties 
should  be  secured,  and  the  Council  agreed. 

Herbarium  Prize. 

Some  modifications  were  agreed  to  with  reference  to  the 
announcement  of  this  prize  offered  by  the  Council,  the  object 
being  to  lengthen  the  time  allowed  for  collection  to  eighteen 
months,  and  to  encourage  the  competition  of  smaller  col- 
lections. 

Infringements  of  the  Pharmacy  Act. 

The  solicitor  reported  on  twenty  cases  in  hand.  F.  Shep- 
perley,  70  Prescot  Road,  Fairfield,  Liverpool,  and  Thomas 
Close,  45  Corporation  Road,  Middlesborough,  had  paid 
penalties  before  trial ;  and  verdicts  for  penalties  and  costs 
had  been  obtained  in  actions  heard  against  Arthur  Gough, 
389  New  Chester  Road,  Rock  Ferry,  and  J.  W.  Bush, 
46  Waterworks  Street,  Hull. 

The  Poison  Schedule. 

On  the  recommendation  of  the  Law  and  Parliamentary 
Committee  the  Council  agreed  to  propose  to  the  Privy 
Council  the  addition  of  the  following  substances  to  the 
Poisons  Schedule  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868 : — 

Part  I. 

Nitroglycerine  and  its  medicinal  preparations. 
Digitalin  and  its  preparations. 
Preparations  of  savin. 

Part  II. 

Soluble  oxalates. 
Nitrobenzol  and  its  preparations. 
Lobelia  and  its  preparations. 
Indian  hemp  and  its  preparations. 

It  was  also  recommended  that  the  attention  of  the  Privy 
Council  should  be  directed  to  the  large  number  of  cases  of 


poisoning  by  carbolic  acid,  and  suggesting  again  the  advisa- 
bility of  placing  this  also  in  Part  II.  of  the  Schedule. 

The  President  explained  that  nitroglycerine  was  the 
substance  referred  to  by  the  Privy  Council  in  a  recent  com- 
munication, their  attention  having  been  called  to  this  article 
by  high  authorities.  The  sale  of  nitroglycerine  in  any  form 
without  a  special  license  is  contrary  to  the  Explosive  Acts, 
but  the  authorities  who  had  charge  of  that  Act  did  not  wish 
to  use  it  to  prevent  the  legitimate  sale  of  nitroglycerine  in 
medicinal  preparations.  The  Pharmaceutical  Council  thought 
it  desirable  to  suggest  the  addition  of  the  other  poisons 
(which  had  been  included  in  the  Privy  Council's  Poisons 
Bill  of  last  year)  to  the  schedule.  They  did  not  name 
carbolic  acid  in  their  list,  because  the  Privy  Council  had 
already  declined  to  sanction  its  addition,  but  they  thought  it 
right  to  direct  the  attention  of  the  Privy  Council  to  the 
large  number  of  deaths  resulting  from  its  use. 

Mr.  Radley  expressed  satisfaction  with  this  mention  of 
carbolic  acid. 

Legacy  to  the  Benevolent  Fund. 
A  letter  had  been  received  from  Mr.  W.  C.  Herring  stating 
that  the  late  Mr.  J.  B.  Herring  had  left  the  sum  of  501.  to 
the  Benevolent  Fund. 

Examinations. 

The  Scotch  Board  of  Examiners  reported  that  on 
January  20,  21,  26,  27,  and  28  they  had  examined  three 
candidates  for  the  Major,  of  whom  one  passed  ;  and  sixty- 
four  candidates  for  the  Minor,  of  whom  twenty-three  passed. 

The  College  of  Preceptors  reported  that  they  had 
examined  280  candidates  for  the  Preliminary,  of  whom 
145  passed.  Fifteen  certificates  in  lieu  of  this  examination 
had  also  been  received. 


Ilbarmaceuftcal  Soaefir  of  Ireland 


THE  monthly  meeting  of  the  Council  was  held  on  February  3> 
the  President,  Mr.  J.  E.  Brunker,  M.A.,  in  the  chair. 

Dispensary  Appointments. 

Among  the  correspondence  read  was  a  letter  from  Mr. 
Thomas  R.  Connolly,  of  Dundalk,  who  called  attention  to  the 
circumstances  under  which  a  recent  appointment  of  a  dis- 
penser to  Dundalk  Dispensary  had  been  made.  The  writer 
staled  that  the  office  of  apothecary  to  Dundalk  Dispensary 
having  become  vacant,  he  sent  in  an  application.  The 
election  was  held  on  January  13.  The  Committee  refused  to 
entertain  his  application,  on  the  ground  that  he  was  not 
properly  qualified  to  fill  the  post,  and  elected  a  licentiate  of 
the  Apothecaries'  Hall  without  a  division.  This  the  writer 
submitted  was  contrary  to  a  letter  of  the  Local  Govern- 
ment Board  published  in  the  calendar  of  the  Society,  which 
stated  that  any  pharmaceutical  chemist  could  hold  the  post 
of  apothecary  to  a  workhouse  or  dispensary.  The  appoint- 
ment, Mr.  Connolly  stated,  had  not  yet  been  sanctioned,  and 
he  had  written  to  the  Local  Government  Board  stating  the 
facts. 

The  President  said  he  was  rather  surprised  by  this  com- 
munication, as  it  disclosed  a  course  of  action  totally  different 
from  what  they  had  been  accustomed  to  in  Dublin,  where  the 
letter  of  the  Local  Government  Board  making  such  appoint- 
ments open  to  licentiates  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  had 
been  frequently  acted  on.  He  wrote  to  Mr.  Connolly,  and 
obtained  from  him  a  newspaper  containing  a  report  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  Dispensary  Committee  at  the  election. 
This  stated  that  on  the  day  of  the  election  the  Committee 
"  met  for  the  fifth  time,  and  in  the  fifth  month,  to  elect  a 
compounder  in  the  room  of  Dr.  Scott.''  Mr.  O'Reilly,  who  was 
first  called,  stated  that  he  was  a  licentiate  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society,  but  not  registered  under  the  Medical  Acts,  and 
that  he  was  not  a  licentiate  of  the  Apothecaries'  Hall,  Dublin.

Mr.  Connolly,  in  reply  to  similar  questions,  gave  similar 
answers.  Mr.  Flood,  in  reply  to  questions,  stated  that  he  is 
a  licentiate  of  the  Apothecaries'  Hall,  and  registered  as  an 
apothecary  under  the  Medical  Acts.  The  Committee  elected 
Mr.  Flood,  and  in  so  doing  appeared  to  have  been  guided  by 
the  following  letter  of  the  Local  Government  Board,  which 
appeared  in  the  newspaper  containing  the  report  of  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  Committee  :— 

January  11 , 1886. 

Sin,— I  am  directed  by  the  Local  Government  Board  to  acknowledge  the 
receipt  on  the  8th.  inst.  of  your  letter,  without  a  date,  relating  to  the  office 
of  apothecary  to  the  Dundalk  Dispensary  district,  and  in  reply  to  your 
inquiry  I  am  to  state  that  a  sealed  order  of  the  Local  Government  Board 
at  present  in  force  provides  for  the  appointment  of  an  apothecary,  and  as 
long  as  that  order  remains  in  force  only  a  qualified  apothecary  is  eligible 
for  the  office. 

It  appeared  to  him  (President)  that  that  letter  had  been 
written  in  forgetfulness  of  the  Board's  circular,  appearing 
year  after  year  in  the  Society's  calendar,  and  issued  on 
March  24,  1877,  to  clerks  of  unions  throughout  Ireland, 
opening  these  appointments  in  workhouses  and  dispensaries 
to  licentiates  of  the  Society.  Accordingly  he  had  thought  it 
•desirable,  without  waiting  for  the  present  meeting  of  the 
Council  to  address  a  letter  to  the  Local  Government  Board, 
which  detailed  the  circumstances.  To  that  letter  he  received 
a  reply  which  raised  the  matter  to  the  lofty  region  of 
•departmental  red  tape.    It  was  as  follows  : — 

January  26, 1886. 

Sir, — I  am  desired  by  the  Local  Government  Board  for  Ireland  to 
■acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  22nd  inst.,  respecting  a  letter 
which  was  written  by  direction  of  t  he  Board  to  theDundalk  Dispensary  Com- 
mittee on  the  subject  of  the  appointment  of  an  apothecary  for  that  dis- 
trict, and  in  reply  I  am  to  state  that  the  privilege  referred  to  by  you 
permitting  persons  duly  qualified  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  to  act  as 
compounders  of  medicine  in  workhouses  and  dispensaries  has  not  been 
withdrawn ;  but  in  the  case  of  dispensaries  where  a  sealed  order  is  in 
rforee,  authorising  the  appointment  of  an  apothecary  only,  a  pharma- 
ceutical chemist  cannot  be  elected  except  the  original  sealed  order  be 
previously  withdrawn  or  amended,  which  is  only  done  on  application  to 
the  Board  to  that  effect.  No  such  desire  has  been  expressed  by  the 
Dundalk  Dispensary  Committee.  I  am,  &c,

From  this  it  would  appear  that  a  sealed  order  must  have 
been  issued  directing  the  appointment  of  an  apothecary  only 
to  the  dispensary  in  question. 

Dr.  Collins  remarked  that  perhaps  the  entire  circum- 
stances of  the  case  were  not  yet  before  the  Council.  They 
all,  doubtless,  recollected  what  passed  in  Sir  Dominic 
Corrigan's  time  about  this  very  matter.  It  was  quite 
possible  that  the  Dundalk  Dispensary  Committee  had  not 
sought  to  have  the  sealed  order  rescinded  because  they  wanted 
■to  have  an  apothecary  who  could  act  in  the  absence  of  their 
iphysician  or  surgeon,  in  accordance  with  a  practice  which 
to  some  extent  prevailed  in  infirmaries  and  hospitals.  A  man 
who  had  received  a  medical  education  might  very  fairly  be 
preferred  to  a  pharmaceutical  chemist  under  such  circum- 
stances. 

The  Vice-President  :  I  suppose  it  is  perfectly  open  to 
them  under  any  circumstances  to  elect  an  apothecary  ccetiris 
paribus. 

The  President  :  Yes,  but  not  to  have  excluded  these  two 
candidates.  I  gather  from  the  report  of  their  proceedings 
that  the  Dispensary  Committee  knew  nothing  about  the  sub- 
ject. Their  object  was  to  appoint  a  compounder,  but  they 
were  totally  at  sea  as  to  what  was  required.  Under  the 
■circumstances,  however,  I  do  not  see  that  we  have  power  to 
do  anything  more.  We  cannot  knock  our  heads  against  the 
Local  Government  Board. 

The  Vice-President:  Is  it  possible  to  get  this  sealed 
■order  rescinded  1 

The  President  :  No ;  it  can  only  be  done  on  motion  of  the 
local  Committee. 

Dr.  Collins  :  Send  the  letter  down  to  Mr.  Connolly,  and 
let  him  move  to  have  it  done. 

Mr.  Simpson  :  Does  he  mention  whet  her  it  was  an 
apothecary  or  a  dispenser  that  was  advertised  for  ?• 

The  President  :  I  have  not  seen  the  advertisement. 

Mr.  Simpson  :  If  they  advertised  for  an  apothecary  it 
would  make  the  matter  exclusive. 


The  Vice-President  :  They  would  have  had  no  right  to 
do  anything  else,  according  to  the  sealed  order. 

Mr.  Wells  remarked  that  the  proviso  in  the  circular  was 
that  a  pharmaceutical  chemist  might  hold  the  ofiice  of  an 
apothecary,  but  should  not  prescribe  for  patients. 

Dr.  Collins  remarked  that  the  view  of  the  Apothecaries' 
Hall  was  in  favour  of  appointments  of  this  nature  being  open 
to  pharmaceutical  chemists,  because  they  knew  that  their 
own  licentiates  did  not  want  to  spend  their  time  in  com- 
pounding medicines. 

The  Vice-President:  We  ought  to  protect  our  licentiates 
as  much  as  we  can.  Is  it  in  our  power  to  take  any  action  in 
reference  to  this  sealed  order  ? 

Dr.  Collins  :  There  are  about  1.000  dispensaries  in  Ireland, 
and  in  most  of  them  the  medical  man  is  also  compounder  and 
dispenser — in  fact,  he  does  everything. 

Mr.  Hodgson  was  of  opinion  that  the  Council  should  take 
this  matter  up  seriously. 

Mr.  Wells  :  If  the  matter  were  brought  before  the  Local 
Government  Board  might  they  not  withdraw  the  sealed 
order  1 

The  President  :  According  to  their  letter,  they  make  that 
altogether  dependent  on  the  wishes  of  the  local  body. 
Mr.  Hayes  moved — 

That  the  President  and  Vice-President  do  wait  on  the  Secretary  of  the 
Local  Government  Board,  and  explain  the  case  of  the  Dundalk 
Dispensary,  with  a  view  to  having  the  difficulty  adjusted. 

Mr.  Hodgson  seconded  the  motion,  which  was  unanimously 
agreed  to. 

Examination  Paters. 

A  letter  from  the  Registrar,  Mr.  Ferrall,  asked  what  he  was 
to  do  with  the  old  examination  papers.  His  practice  had 
been  to  give  them  to  applicants  on  their  enclosing  a  penny 
stamp.  He  believed  it  was  usual  for  other  examining  bodies 
to  give  their  examination  papers  away. 

Dr.  Collins  :  We  allow  our  candidates  to  take  away  the 
examination  papers  that  are  given  to  them,  but  we  do  not 
supply  the  old  papers  to  others. 

The  Vice-President  :  The  Intermediate  examination 
papers  are  all  published. 

The  President  :  And  so  are  those  of  the  Universities  and 
of  the  English  Society. 

Dr.  Montgomery  :  I  think  ours  should  be  published  in 
our  calendar. 

It  was  directed  that  the  probable  cost  of  this  course  should 
be  ascertained. 

The  Examinations. 

Reports  were  received  from  the  examiners  in  the  Pre- 
liminary and  the  Final  examinations  for  January.  From 
these  it  appeared  that  at  the  Preliminary  examination  six 
candidates  out  of  seven  had  failed  almost  entirely  from  their 
not  having  been  up  to  the  mark  in  writing  from  dictation. 
The  candidate  who  scored  the  highest  marks  in  the  other 
subjects  was  one  of  those  rejected.  At  the  examination  for 
the  licence  six  candidates  presented  themselves,  of  whom 
three  passed.  The  possible  total  of  marks  was  300,  and  the 
gentlemen  who  passed  were: — Mr.  J.  P.  Sexton,  197  ;  Mr.  J.  J. 
O'Sullivan,  180;  and  Mr.  J.  J.  Pierce,  167. 

Dr.  Montgomery  was  elected  on  the  Law  Committee  in  the 
room  of  Mr.  Harrington,  deceased. 

Mr.  Huston  Lancashire,  of  25  High  Street,  Belfast,  was 
elected  a  member  of  the  Society. 


Euphorbia  Heterodoxa. — The  Euphorbia  helerodoxa,  a 
native  of  Brazil,  possesses  a  resinous  active  principle,  con- 
tained chiefly  in  the  juice,  which  exerts  a  peculiar  destructive 
action  upon  certain  neoplasms.  The  juice  of  this  plant  has 
the  reputation  among  the  natives  of  curing  cancer.  Dr. 
Landowski  has  experimented  with  it  in  chancroids,  epethe- 
liomata,  syphilitic  vegetations,  and  found  it  to  possess  a 
powerful  escharotic  effect,  with  a  dissolving  action  upon 
organic  tissues,  resembling  a  combination  of  a  powerful 
caustic  with  a  papaine.  The  remedy  is  applied  with  a  brush, 
and  the  tumour  dressed  with  vaseline  containing  boric  acid. 
Dr.  M.  de  Santa  Cruz  has  found  that  the  resin  possesses  the 
same  properties  as  the  juice,  and  is  permanent,  while  the 
juice  quickly  deteriorates. 
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South  London  School  ok  Pharmacy. 

The  distribution  of  prizes  to  the  successful  competitors  at 
the  examinations  of  the  above  School  took  place  on  January  16. 
The  chair  was  occupied  by  the  Rev.  S.  Bache  Harris,  vicar  of 
St.  James's,  Kennington,  and  amongst  those  present  were 
Mr.  Gent- Davis,  M.P.,  Mr.  George  Hill  (of  the  Metropolitan 
Board  of  Works),  Mr.  J.  Ince,  F.C.S.,  and  other  ladies  and 
gentlemen. 

After  a  short  speech  from  the  chairman,  Mr.  Baxter, 
secretary  of  the  institution,  in  presenting  the  prizes,  said  the 
medallists  had  shown  themselves  diligent,  attentive,  and, 
besides  that,  they  possessed  those  qualities  so  essential  to 
pharmacists  wishing  to  get  on  in  life — that  was,  politeness. 
That  which  was  a  virtue  in  most  cases  was  an  especial  virtue 
in  theirs,  because  it  would  enable  them  to  sell  people  what 
they  did  not  want.  (Laughter.) 

The  successful  competitors  were  :— 

Senior  Chemistry. — Medal,  Thomas  C.  Barkas. 

Junior  Chemistry. — Medal,  Alfred  H.  Evans  ;  certificate,  John  P. 
Bllerington. 

Botany. — Medal,  Thomas C.  Barkas;  certificate,  W.  R.  Wheeler. 
Materia  Medica. — Medal,  Albert  G.  Atherton  ;  certificate,  J.  Askew. 
Pharmacy  and  Dispensing. — Medal,  John  P.  Ellerington  ;  certificate, 
A.  H.  Evans. 

Mr.  Gent-Davis,  M.P.  for  Kennington,  presented  the 
secretary's  prize,  awarded  to  the  "  best  all-round  man,"  to 
Mr.  Nurse,  accompanying  the  presentation  with  a  few 
graceful  words  of  encouragement  and  commendation.  The 
Pridmore  prize  for  botany  was  gained  by  Mr.  Parsons. 

Mr.  Ince,  F.C.S.  (school  examiner),  after  referring  to  the 
excellent  work  accomplished  in  the  school  under  the  direction 
of  Dr.  Muter,  reminded  the  students  of  the  fact  that  the 
object  of  that  school  was  not  so  much  to  work  them  up  in  an 
exclusive  way  as  to  direct  their  studies,  so  that  they  should 
be  able  to  economise  their  time  and  attain  the  best  results 
from  the  teaching  of  men  who  had  delved  and  investigated  in 
the  same  fields  before  them.  They  must  not  be  content  with 
this.  They  must  study  on  their  own  account,  and  then,  by 
consistent  and  persistent  effort,  they  were  certain  of  ultimate 
success. 

A  few  other  speeches  followed,  and  the  proceedings  were 
ended  by  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  chairman. 


James  Hunter  Knox,  aged  34,  a  medical  man,  of  16 
Royal  Terrace,  Green  Street,  Upton,  Essex,  was  found  dead 
in  bed  on  February  4.  Medical  evidence  at  the  inquest 
showed  that  death  was  caused  by  an  overdose  of  morphia, 
some  of  which  was  proved  to  have  been  in  the  possession  of 
the  deceased.  The  jury,  after  a  long  inquiry,  returned  a  ver- 
dict of  "  Suicide  during  temporary  insanity." 

Messrs.  S.  Maw,  Son  &  Thompson's  Cricket  Club  held 
their  annual  dinner  at  the  Holborn  Restaurant  on  January  29, 
the  chair  being  occupied  by  the  president,  Mr.  J.  Banks,  and 
the  vice-chair  by  Mr.  C.  Holdsworth,  vice-president.  In  reply 
to  the  toast,  "  Success  to  the  Club,"  the  honorary  secretary, 
Mr.  R.  Leng,  read  the  annual  report,  which  showed  that 
during  the  past  season  out  of  eighten  matches  played  ten 
had  been  won,  five  drawn,  and  only  three  lost. 

Suicides  by  Carbolic  Acid. — A  girl  named  Margaret 
Brown,  of  Hammersmith,  aged  15,  committed  suicide  on 
February  7.  The  girl  was  discovered  in  an  insensible  condi- 
tion, with  a  bottle  containing  strong  carbolic  acid  solution 
by  her  side.  She  was  conveyed  to  the  vVest  London  Hospital, 
where  every  means  of  restoration  was  promptly  used,  but  the 
girl  died  soon  after  her  admission. — Another  case  was  re- 
ported last  month.  A  man  named  William  McGowan,  a 
butcher  of  St.  Giles's,  had  purchased  from  Nixey's,  drysalters, 
in  Moor  Street,  threepennyworth  of  carbolic  acid.  This 
seemed  to  be  a  case  of  suicide  during  insanity,  and  such  was 
the  verdict  of  the  jury  ;  but  the  point  to  be  observed  was  that 
the  deceased  was  found  lying  across  the  bed  fully  dressed, 
and  at  his  side  a  lemonade  Lottie  half  full  of  carbolic  acid, 
some  of  which  he  had  drunk,  as  there  were  the  marks  of  it 


round  his  lips,  which  also  smelt  very  strongly  of  it. — On  Feb.  4 
the  Camberwell  Coroner  held  an  inquest  on  the  body  of  Mr. 
Nathan  D.  Cook,  aged  61,  of  Upper  Norwood,  who  was  found 
dead  in  Nunhead  Cemetery.  In  his  clothes  were  found  a 
corkscrew,  with  a  cork  attached  labelled  "  carbolic  acid,"  and 
a  case  which  had  contained  a  bottle  of  that  poison.  Some 
distance  off  the  bottle  was  found  empty.  Medical  evidence 
left  no  doubt  that  death  was  due  to  poisoning  by  carbolic 
acid.  After  some  consultation  the  jury  returned  a  verdict  of 
"  Suicide  while  mentally  deranged." 

Suicide  by  Chlorodyne. — On  February  4  the  South- 
wark  Coroner  held  an  inquest  at  Guy's  Hospital  on  the  body 
of  Emma  Millicent  Gamman,  aged  45,  residing  at  Brockley, 
who  committed  suicide  at  the  Terminus  Hotel,  London 
Bridge.  Evidence  showed  that  deceased  had  passed  through 
trouble  and  had  suffered  a  reverse  of  fortune.  For  years  she 
had  been  haunted  with  the  fear  that  she  was  going  out  of 
her  mind.  She  went  to  the  hotel  and  engaged  a  sitting-room 
and  said  that  she  had  been  travelling  and  wanted  a  few 
hours'  rest.  The  chambermaid  did  not  return  to  the  room 
till  10.30  P.M.,  when  she  found  her  insensible  on  the  couch. 
There  was  a  tumbler  on  the  table  with  a  white  sediment  in 
it,  and  a  small  bottle  on  the  table.  Mr.  R.  M.  Ward,  house 
surgeon  at  Guy's  Hospital,  deposed  to  the  pulseless  and  livid 
condition  of  the  deceased  when  he  first  saw  her.  On  the 
table  he  saw  a  bottle  labelled  Davenport's  chlorodyne,  which 
had  contained  2^  oz.,  but  was  quite  empty.  The  seal  had 
been  freshly  broken  and  lay  detached  on  the  table.  He, 
therefore,  inferred  that  she  had  swallowed  the  whole  of  it. 
An  ordinary  dose  would  vary  from  10  to  30  drops,  and  he 
thought  so  large  a  quantity  could  not  have  been  taken  inad- 
vertently, for  the  purpose  of  procuring  sleep.  She  never  re- 
covered consciousness,  and  expired  at  4  a.m.  the  next  morn- 
ing. The  jury  returned  a  verdict  of  "  Suicide  during  tem- 
porary insanity." 

Aconite  Liniment  taken  in  Mistake.  —  Elizabeth 
Jolly,  aged  70,  wife  of  a  carpenter,  residing  at  Paddington, 
suffered  from  a  severe  cough  and  cold,  for  which  she  had 
procured  a  mixture  from  a  dispensary  in  Church  Street.  Her 
husband,  who  had  long  suffered  from  rheumatic  pains  in  the 
knees,  was  in  the  habit  of  rubbing  his  knees  with  a  liniment 
which  was  brought  him  by  a  lady  who  visited  him  from 
Manningham,  in  the  West  Riding  of  Yorkshire.  He  was  un- 
aware of  the  nature  of  the  application,  which,  however, 
assuaged  his  pain.  The  liniment  resembled  in  colour  the 
medicine  his  wife  took,  and  was  in  a  pocket  spirit  bottle, 
which  bore  no  label  or  outward  indication  of  the  character 
of  its  contents.  On  Sunday  night,  February  7,  the  deceased, 
having  her  back  turned  to  her  husband,  suddenly  exclaimed, 
"  Good  God !  I  have  taken  the  wrong  stuff  and  poisoned  my- 
self." She  had  drunk  her  husband's  liniment  in  mistake  for 
her  cough  and  cold  mixture.  A  doctor  was  immediately 
fetched,  but  she  expired  within  a  few  minutes  of  his  arrival. 
At  the  inquest  held  by  Dr.  Danford  Thomas  on  February  10, 
Mr.  Jolly  said  the  lady  who  gave  him  the  liniment  said  she 
had  used  it  herself  for  rheumatic  pains  and  found  relief 
thereby.  The  coroner  thought  it  was  strange  how  she  had1 
been  able  to  procure  so  large  a  quantity  of  so  deadly  a 
poison  ;  and  in  the  result  the  jury,  while  finding  that  death 
was  due  to  misadventure,  added  a  rider  cautioning  the  lady 
who  supplied  the  preparation  of  aconite  in  a  common  spirit 
bottle  without  a  label  against  the  danger  of  such  a  proceed- 
ing, and  expressing  their  opinion  that  "  such  drugs  should 
not  be  supplied  to  the  public  unless  in  proper  bottles,  pro- 
perly labelled,  and  under  medical  advice." 

Laudanum  or  Black  Draught.— On  January  30  Mr.  A. 
Braxton  Hicks  opened  an  inquiry  at  the  Star  and  Garter, 
Church  Road,  Battersea,  regarding  the  death  of  Edward 
Gritton,  17,  a  barrister's  clerk,  lately  residing  at  62  Eland 
Road,  Shaftesbury  Park,  Battersea.  William  Gritton,  a 
bookseller  and  father  of  the  deceased,  stated  that  on  the 
previous  Monday  and  Tuesday  his  son  had  been  up  for  the 
Civil  Service  examination.  On  the  first-mentioned  day  he 
told  witness  that  he  had  purchased  some  mixture  at  Gill's, 
the  chemist's,  and  that  he  was  to  take  it  on  the  Tuesday 
when  he  returned  from  his  examination.  When  he  came 
home  on  the  26th  he  seemed  in  good  spirits.  He  took  the 
medicine,  and  a  few  minutes  later  said  he  felt  very  funny, 
his  eyes  became  dull,  and  he  seemed  sleepy.  Thinking  that 
the  medicine  had  upset  him,  witness  advised  him  to  lie 
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down  on  the  sofa,  which  he  did.  His  sister  afterwards 
told  witness  that  the  deceased  was  making  a  snoring  noise, 
and  upon  visiting  him  he  found  that  to  be  the  case.  His 
efforts  to  arouse  him  being  futile,  he  sent  for  a  doctor,  who 
asked  to  see  the  bottle  which  the  lad  had  drunk  out  of. 
Three  medical  men  eventually  attended,  but  the  lad  died  on 
January  27.  He  had  procured  the  medicine  because  he  was 
a  little  out  of  sorts.  He  had  no  other  medicine.  Frank 
Gritton  deposed  that  after  his  brother  had  taken  the  dose  he 
said  he  felt  queer,  whereupon  the  witness  smelt  the  bottle. 
The  contents  smelt  precisely  the  same  as  the  bottle  now 
produced,  and  labelled  "Laudanum."  The  deceased  had 
not  to  his  knowledge  purchased  medicine  at  any  other 
chemist's.  Mr.  Charles  Kiddington  Gill  said  he  was  a 
registered  chemist  and  a  member  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Great  Britain,  practising  at  26  Grayshott  Road, 
Shaftesbury  Park  estate.  On  the  evening  of  January  25  the 
deceased  came  to  his  shop  and  asked  for  something  for  an 
irritation  of  the  skin.  The  witness  gave  him  an  aperient 
draught  out  of  the  proper  bottle.  Opium  was  kept  distinctly 
apart  from  that  bottle.  His  laudanum  bottle  and  his 
aperient  draught  bottle  each  held  a  quart.  He  was  certain 
he  poured  the  draught  out  of  the  right  bottle.  Dr.  Henry 
Pelham  Webb,  of  1  Leathwaite  Road,  Clapham  Common, 
deposed  that  when  he  saw  the  deceased  he  was  insensible. 
He  died  in  the  witness's  presence.  Upon  making  a  post- 
mortem examination  he  found  all  the  organs  healthy,  but 
congested.  In  his  opinion  death  was  due  to  the  action  of 
a  narcotic  poison.  The  inquiry  was  adjourned  till  the 
12th  inst.,  when  on  the  evidence  of  Dr.  Stevenson  the  jury 
returned  a  verdict  of  manslaughter  against  Mr.  C.  K.  Gill, 
who  was  committed  for  trial  on  the  coroner's  warrant,  but 
admitted  to  bail.

Notes  written  for  The  Chemist  and  Druggist. 

Temperance  Drinks. — At  the  Police  Court,  on  the  7th 
ult.,  Thomas  Rusconi,  confectioner,  of  Paradise  Street,  was 
summoned  by  the  Inland  Revenue  authorities  for  selling  by 
retail  two  half-pint  bottles  of  port  and  two  of  sherry  with- 
out a  licence;  and  George  Turley,  Charles  Wall,  and  John 
Hanman  were  summoned  for  supplying  wine  wholesale. 
The  wines  in  question,  which  were  labelled  "  Temperance 
Wines,"  had  been  purchased  by  Rusconi  from  the  traveller 
who  represented  Messrs.  Turley,  Wall  &  Co.  The  price  retail 
of  the  port  was  &<l.  per  bottle  and  the  sherry  8a!.  Rusconi 
said  he  had  been  assured  by  Messrs.  Turley's  traveller  that 
■there  was  no  necessity  for  a  licence,  and  that  the  wines  con- 
tained absolutely  no  spirit.  The  port  was  warranted  as 
lunfermented  and  free  from  alcohol.  Many  persons  who  pro- 
fessed temperance  principles  largely  consumed  this  particular 
drink,  but  on  analysis  the  port  wine  was  found  to  contain 
174  per  cent,  of  proof  spirit  and  the  sherry  19  6  per  cent., 
which  was  very  much  stronger  than  the  ordinary  champagnes. 
It  was  stated  that  another  customer  of  Messrs.  Turley  &  Co. 
had  been  previously  convicted  for  selling  wines  of  this 
■character.  Mr.  Turley  had  been  more  than  once  cautioned 
by  the  Excise  about  selling  these  wines.  The  prosecution 
■did  not  press  for  a  heavy  penalty  against  Rusconi,  who  was 
therefore  fined  only  Is.  and  costs.  The  summonses  against 
Wall  and  Hanman  were  dismissed,  in  consequence  of  Mr. 
Turley's  statement  that  they  were  not  his  partners,  and  Mr. 
Turley  was  fined  10/.  and  costs. 

A  belief  is  gaining  ground  among  business  men  in  Bir- 
mingham that  there  are  some  indications  of  an  improvement 
in  trade,  and  that  the  commercial  prospects  of  1885  are 
brightening.  Like  the  agriculturist,  the  Birmingham  trades- 
man is  a  chronic  grumbler,  but  it  is  to  be  noted  that  the 
•outcries  against  the  times  are  by  no  means  so  loud  and  bitter 
as  they  were. 

The  chemist  who  has  added  extractive  dentistry  as  an 
auxiliary  to  his  business,  as  recommended  in  a  Chemist  and 
Druggtst  Diary  of  the  past,  informs  us  that  during  the  past 


year  he  performed  upwards  of  1,100  extractions  ;  and  another 
chemist,  acting  upon  the  same  advice,  reports  that  more  than 
700  teeth  were  extracted  by  himself  and  his  assistant  during 
the  year  1885. 

The  usual  monthly  meeting  of  the  Midland  Counties 
Chemists' Association  was  held  at  the  Grand  Hotel,  on  the 
evening  of  February  4.  An  interesting  paper  was  read  by 
Mr.  F.  H.  Alcock,  F.C.S.,  on  "  Ipecacuanha."  Councillor 
Barclay,  President,  took  the  chair.  It  was,  without  doubt, 
the  severity  of  the  weather  which  caused  the  attendance  not 
to  be  so  good  as  could  be  desired. 

The  prosecution  of  two  unqualified  men  (reported  elsewhere), 
trading  as  chemists  in  this  town,  by  the  Chemists  and  Drug- 
gists' Trade  Association,  will  give  satisfaction  to  the  trade 
generally.  Although  the  fines  inflicted  were  nominal,  they 
may  have  some  deterrent  effect  upon  others  trading  illegally. 
It  will  be  by  the  Trade  Association  using  more  stringent 
efforts  to  put  down  illegal  trading  that  it  will  receive  more 
practical  support  than  at  present. 

The  Midland  Counties  Chemists'  Association  held  their 
15th  Annual  Ball  in  the  Birmingham  Town  Hall  on  the 
evening  of  January  21,  which  proved  to  be  in  all  respects  the 
best  success  which  the  Association  has  scored  in  the  history 
of  its  reunions.  About  400  guests  were  present,  including 
several  scientific  luminaries  of  the  town  and  neighbourhood. 
During  the  assembling  of  the  company  an  organ  recital  was 
given,  and  afterwards  Messrs.  Synyer  &  Gilmer's  band  played 
for  dancing,  which  was  kept  up  with  zeal  until  an  early  hour 
next  morning.  The  demand  for  tickets  was  so  great  that  it 
was  deemed  necessary  to  advertise  in  the  local  papers  "  that 
all  the  tickets  were  sold,  and  no  further  application  could  be 
entertained."  Some  lucky  purchasers  of  tickets  are  said  to 
have  sold  them  again  for  twice  their  first  value.  It  is  mooted 
that  a  suggestion  be  made  for  the  next  ball  to  be  held  on 
two  consecutive  nights;  a  few  have  suggested  that  Bingley 
Hall  might  be  fitted  up  to  entertain  all  in  one  evening. 

At  the  first  annual  meeting  of  the  members  of  the  Birming- 
ham and  District  Mineral-water  Makers'  Association,  held  at 
the  Grand  Hotel  on  January  20,  it  was  moved  by  the  Chairman 
(Mr.  F.  C.  Arnold)  that,  considering  the  recent  excise  prosecu- 
tions in  the  town  with  iegard  to  what  were  supposed  to  be 
non-alcoholic  drinks,  the  Society  should  appoint  an  analyst, 
to  whom  all  members  could  send  liquor  for  analysis.  The 
motion  was  seconded  and  carried. 

Mr.  Whittles,  chemist  and  druggist,  of  the  Lozells,  has 
patented  a  neat  metal  case  about  three  inches  long,  two  inches 
broad,  and  one  inch  deep,  easily  carried  in  a  pocket,  and  con- 
taining a  bottle  of  ammonia  for  use  in  cases  of  bites,  stings, 
or  in  faintness,  material  for  forming  a  compress  for  staunch- 
ing the  flow  of  blood,  bandages  for  securing  the  compress  in 
position,  tape  to  act  as  a  tourniquet,  waxed  silk  for  securing 
a  severed  artery,  plaster,  surgical  and  safety  pins,  &c,  in  fact, 
everything  necessary  for  the  immediate  dressing  of  wounds 
and  relief  of  a  sufferer  until  medical  aid  can  be  procured. 
It  forms  a  complete  pocket  ambulance,  and  will  be  valued  by 
many  besides  cyclists.  It  is  named  the  "  Nyd  "  case,  from 
the  old  Saxon  word  "  nyd,"  signifying  "need."  Mr.  Whittles 
has  been  favoured  by  a  command  from  the  Prince  of  Wales 
to  forward  half-a-dozen  cases  to  Sandringham,  and  H.R.H. 
has  expressed  his  approval  of  the  simplicity,  yet  great  utility, 
of  the  invention. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Society  of  Public  Analysts, 
on  Wednesday,  January  13,  in  Burlington  House,  Dr.  Alfred 
Hill,  Birmingham,  was  re-elected  President. 

On  February  1  Mr.  B.  Weekes  (Deputy  Coroner)  held  an 
inquest  on  the  body  of  Arthur  George  Taylor,  aged  nine 
months,  whose  parents  live  at  127  Ryland  Street.  The  mother 
stated  that  the  child  had  been  weakly  from  birth.  It  had 
been  attended  by  Dr.  Moyles.  About  a  fortnight  ago  the 
deceased  was  again  taken  ill,  and  witness  got  some  medicine 
from  a  chemist  for  him.  Afterwards  the  child  became  worse, 
and  a  doctor  was  sent  for,  but  before  he  arrived  the  child  died 
of  convulsions.  Dr.  Moyles  said  that  he  saw  the  child  after 
death,  and  was  of  opinion  that  it  died  from  exhaustion;  but 
that  had  medical  aid  been  procured  earlier,  life  might  have 
been  prolonged.  He  had  seen  the  medicine  given  to  the 
mother  for  the  child  by  the  chemist.  It  was  of  a  neutral 
nature,  not  being  calculated  to  relieve  the  child  or  to  in- 
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juriously  affect  it.  The  Deputy  Coroner  called  the  attention 
of  the  jury  to  the  trafficking  in  medicines  by  unqualified 
persons,  especially  in  the  case  of  infants.  He  thought  it 
■was  a  question  which  might  properly  be  taken  up  by  the 
medical  associations.  A  verdict  of  "  Death  from  exhaustion  :' 
was  returned.  After  a  consultation,  the  foreman  said  the 
ury  were  of  opinion  that  the  mother  showed  some  neglect  or 
want  of  knowledge,  and  that  the  chemist  exceeded  his  duty 
in  prescribing  for  so  serious  a  case.  Mr.  Weekes  :  I  agree 
with  you  in  your  verdict,  gentlemen. 

William  Bowkett  (50),  commercial  traveller,  48  Farborough 
Street,  Alexander  Park,  Manchester,  has  been  committed  for 
trial  from  the  Birmingham  Police  Court  on  a  charge  of  em- 
bezzling various  sums  of  money,  to  the  extent  of  208/.,  from 
his  employers,  Messrs.  Bird  &  Son,  manufacturing  chemists, 
Moore  Street. 


BATH. 

Fire. — A  fire  has  occurred  on  the  premises  occupied  by 
Mr.  Toone,  chemist.  It  originated  in  some  drawers  in  the 
shop  counter,  but  from  what  cause  is  not  ascertained.  Con- 
siderable damage  was  done  to  the  stock. 


BELFAST. 

Poison  and  the  Policy.— On  February  6  at  the  Belfast 
Police  Court,  Henry  Gordon  and  five  other  members  of  his 
family  summoned  the  local  agent  of  the  Legal  Life  Insurance 
Company  for  the  recovery  of  10/.  due  on  the  death  of  their 
father  on  the  first  of  last  month.  The  policy  contained  a 
clause  that  in  case  of  suicide  the  policy  would  become  void 
and  the  premiums  forfeited.  In  this  case  death  resulted 
from  poison  self-inflicted,  and  the  coroner's  jury  found  a 
verdict  of  "  Suicide  by  poisoning  while  in  a  state  of  unsound 
mind. "J  The  defendants  therefore  refused  to  pay.  The  Bench 
decided  on  the  evidence  submitted  that  death  resulted  from  a 
mistake,  and  gave  a  decree  for  the  full  amount  with  costs. 


BURTON-ON-TRENT. 

An  idea  of  the  state  of  trade  here  may  be  inferred  froTi  the 
following.  One  chemist  has  closed  one  of  his  branch  esta- 
blishments ;  another,  it  is  rumoured,  has  disposed  of  his  to  an 
unqualified  man.  With  the  unqualified  men  it  seems  to  go 
still  harder,  there  being  a  report  that  one  of  them  entertained 
two  legal  gentlemen  for  a  few  days  at  Christmas. 


CHESTERFIELD. 

The  Sister  Professions.  —  Before  the  Chesterfield 
County  Bench,  on  January  9,  John  Edward  Slaughter, 
surgeon,  Bolsover,  was  charged  with  assaulting  Thomas 
Thornly,  chemist  and  druggist,  of  the  same  place,  on  the 
5th  ult.  Defendant  did  not  appear,  but  the  officer  who 
served  the  summons  said  that  Mr.  Slaughter  admitted  to  him 
that  he  had  struck  the  complainant,  who,  he  said,  had  grossly 
insulted  him.  Complainant  stated  that  as  he  was  going 
into  the  Angel  Inn,  Bolsover,  about  half-past  nine  at  night, 

the  defendant  rushed  out,  said,  "  Now,  you  little  ,  what 

have  you  got  to  say  about  me  now  ? "  and  struck  him  on  the 
side  of  the  head  with  his  open  hand.  The  Bench:  What  gave 
rise  to  the  assault  ?  Complainant :  It  was  quite  a  private 
affair.  Defendant  appeared  to  be  sober.  George  Adsetts, 
landlord  of  the  Angel  Inn,  corroborated  the  complainant's 
statement,  adding  that  in  a  small  place  like  Bolsover  it  was 
very  undesirable  that  the  doctor  and  chemist  should  be  at 
variance.  The  Bench  :  A  man  in  defendant's  position  ought 
to  know  better  than  to  use  such  language.  He  will  be  fined 
21.,  including  the  costs,  or  be  committed  for  fourteen  days  in 
default  of  payment. 


CORK. 

Mysterious  Death  of  a  Chemist's  Assistant.  —  An 
inquest  was  held  at  the  Morgue,  Cork,  on  Tuesday, 
February  2,  on  the  body  of  George  Davidson,  aged  22, 
chemist's  assistant,  who  died  under  peculiar  circumstances 
on  Sunday  morning.  The  deceased  was  a  Scotchman  and 
had  been  in  the  employment  of  Mr.  Lester,  pharmaceutical 
chemist,  Patrick  Street,  Cork.    It  appears  that  the  deceased 


lived  in  the  house.  He  retired  to  bed  in  the  best  of  health' 
and  spirits  on  Saturday  night.  He  rose  about  half-past 
eight  and  complained  of  being  unwell,  and  stated  that  he 
would  go  down  to  the  shop  for  the  purpose  of  taking  some 
medicine.  Mr.  White,  an  employe  in  the  establishment,, 
went  down  a  short  time  after  and  found  him  on  the  floor. 
He  was  not  dead  at  the  time,  but  died  immediately.  Dr. 
Pearson  made  a  post-mortem  examination,  and  stated  that  he 
died  from  poisoning.  Oxalates  were  found  in  the  stomach, 
and  it  was  supposed  deceased  had  taken  oxalic  acid  io> 
mistake  for  Epsom  salts.  The  coroner  said  there  was  no  doubt 
that  death  resulted  from  poisoning,  but  how  it  had  been 
administered  there  was  no  evidence  to  show,  and  suggested 
that  the  jury  should  return  a  verdict  to  that  effect,  which 
was  done  accordingly. 


HAWICK. 

Pharmaceutical  and  Chemical  Association. 

The  February  meeting  of  the  Association  was  held  on  the 
evening  of  February  8.  The  chair  was  occupied  by  the 
President,  Mr.  M.  Dechan,  F.C.S. 

The  Secretary  read  a  paper  by  one  of  their  former  members, 
Mr.  J.  A.  Hislop,  now  of  Belfast,  on  the  "  Materia  Medica  of 
the  Animal  Kingdom  of  the  B.P.  1885."  The  products- 
alluded  to  were  musk,  which,  it  was  stated,  is  frequently 
mixed  with  dried  blood,  a  sophistication  which  is  difficult  to- 
detect;  milk,  sugar  of  milk,  fel  bovinum  purif.,  suet,  and  pre- 
pared lard.  In  connection  with  the  latter  Mr.  Hislop  stated 
that  lard  heated  with  a  small  quantity  of  nitric  acid  till 
nitrous  fumes  are  evolved  would  have  formed  a  much  better 
base  than  soft  paraffin  in  making  ungt.  hyd.  nit.  dil.  Animal 
soap,  pepsin,  and  cetaceum  were  described  as  to  their  pre- 
paration, characters,  and  uses.  The  egg  was  also  referred  to, 
and  the  utility  of  albumen  for  the  purposes  of  clarifaction, 
&e,  fully  described.  Isinglass,  cod-liver  oil,  honey,  can- 
tharides,  cochineal,  and  the  leech  were  all  in  turn  jassed 
under  review.  Two  kinds  of  cochineal  were  met  with,  he 
said,  in  commerce— the  silver  and  the  black.  The  former- 
were  supposed  to  be  the  female  insect  before  fecundation, 
and  was  the  most  esteemed  of  the  two.  It  was  of  a  reddish- 
grey  colour,  furrowed  on  the  back,  and  the  furrows  lined  with 
down.  Black  cochineal  was  the  female  insect  after  fecun- 
dation. In  order  to  obtain  good  cochineal  they  should  not- 
be  plunged  into  boiling  water,  as  was  sometimes  done,  but 
should  be  heated  in  a  stove,  the  former  process  extracting, 
a  quantity  of  colouring  matter  before  the  insect  is  taken  out 
of  the  water. 

The  Chairman,  in  proposing  a  vote  of  thanks  to  Mr.  Hislop* 
said  :  With  reference  to  silver  and  black  cochineal,  the  latter 
was  cochineal  which  had  been  plunged  into  the  boiling 
water.  This  was  often  dusted  with  baric  sulphate,  so  as  to- 
give  it  the  appearance  of  the  grey,  and  also  to  increase  its. 
weight,  but  the  adulteration  could  quite  readily  be  detected, 
in  the  ash. 

Mr.  Maben,  in  seconding  the  vote  of  thanks,  referred  to 
the  fact  that  spent  coffee  was  sometimes  mixed  with  musk 
as  well  as  dried  blood,  but  the  latter  was  a  more  scientific, 
adulterant.  He  had  himself  proved  some  years  ago  that- 
citrine  ointment  could  be  diluted  with  lard,  provided  the- 
latter  were  mixed  with  a  little  nitric  acid  in  the  cold,  and 
the  weak  ointment  kept  good  for  an  indefinite  period.  The 
objection  to  this  was  its  acidity,  and  though  Mr.  Hislop's pre- 
paration might  not  be  open  to  this  charge,  at  least  to  such 
an  extent,  still,  he  did  not  think  it  could  be  better  in 
appearance  than  the  official  ointment,  which  was  really  a 
beautiful  preparation,  though  he  had  lately  been  thinking 
that  the  paraffins  were  very  unsatisfactory  as  bases  for  all. 
ointments  whatsoever,  owing  to  their  not  been  readily 
absorbed  by  the  tissues.  Several  other  remarks  were  passedf 
on  the  paper,  and  the  vote  of  thanks  cordially  awarded. 


LEEDS. 

An  enterprising  dentist  has  sent  to  the  Leeds  Mercury  an 
advertisement  which  he  wishes  "  for  a  year  or  more  upon, 
contra  terms."  In  other  words,  in  return  for  a  free  use  of 
their  advertising  columns,  he  will  give  them  "  a  transferable 
credit  note  equivalent  to  the  cost,  available  for  self  or  friends, 
to  supply  artificial  teeth  or  dental  services."    A  charming 
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prospect  truly ;  but  they  were  glad  to  reply  that  "  dental 
services  "  were  not  a  pressing  necessity  of  their  journal,  and 
unless  the  would-be  advertiser  could  manage  to  draw  the 
teeth  of  some  of  their  more  or  less  pronounced  enemies,  he 
would  have  much  the  best  of  the  proposed  bargain. 


LIVERPOOL. 

Liverpool  Chemists'  Association. 

At  a  meeting  held  on  January  28  Mr.  Conroy  showed  a 
Brazilian  plant,  "  Pichi,"  reputed  to  be  of  use  in  the  form  of 
liquid  extract  for  kidney  and  urinary  diseases.  The  botanic 
name  is  "Fabriana  imbricata,"  of  the  N.  O.  Solanace.e. 

Mr.  A.  C.  Abraham,  in  pursuance  of  the  subject  brought 
before  the  Association  at  the  previous  meeting  by  Mr.  J.  S. 
Ward,  gave  his  experience  regarding  a  sample  of  "  Lupulin  " 
which  he  had  examined.  He  treated  the  sample  with  water, 
and  by  the  process  of  elutriation  separated  the  glands  from 
7,000  grains  and  found  them  to  weigh  4,580  grains.  The 
soil  or  sand  remaining  weighed  1,400  grains,  while  by 
evaporating  the  water  used  in  elutriating  he  obtained  an 
extract  weighing  332  grains.  This  left  688  grains  un- 
accounted for. 

Mr.  Abraham  also  read  a  paper  on  the  new  B.P.  process  for 
the  manufacture  of  ext.  rhamni  Purshianse  liq.  He  had 
found  it  work  on  the  whole  satisfactorily.  Mr.  Abraham 
wound  up  an  interesting  paper  by  condemning  the  excessive 
"  fashionable  "  rage  for  percolation  as  a  means  of  exhausting 
drugs. 

Mr.  Conroy  said  his  experience  had  been  unfavourable 
with  regard  to  the  process  for  ext.  rhamni  Pursh.  liq. 
given  in  the  new  B.P. 

L)r.  Symes  agreed  with  Mr.  Abraham  with  regard  to 
percolation. 

At  the  next  meeting  Mr.  B.  Samner  will  read  a  note  on  the 
use  of  cocaine  hydrochlorate  as  a  remedy  for  sea-sickness. 

Beeach  of  Promise. — At  the  Assizes,  on  the  9th  inst., 
Mr.  Robert  Birkett,  a  retired  chemist  of  Morecambe,  now 
practising  as  a  dentist,  30  years  of  age  and  a  widower,  was 
sued  for  breach  of  promise  of  marriage  by  Miss  Ada  Barker, 
of  the  same  town.  A  verdict  was  given  for  the  plaintiff  with 
damages  1003. 


MANCHESTER. 

An  Effect  of  Cutting  Prices. — A  correspondent  says : 
The  old  saying  "  The  nearer  the  church  the  farther  from 
grace  "  is  well  exemplified  here.  You  go  to  the  makers  of  a 
certain  noted  toilet  requisite  for  which  you  pay  Is.  6tl.,  but 
crossing  the  way  and  going  into  Lewiss  immense  establish- 
ment you  get  the  same  article  for  Is.  This  seems  to  puzzle 
i the  public  immensely,  and  it  is  amusing  to  stand  against 
Lewis's  window  where  the  article  is  shown  and  hear  the 
icornments  passed. 

NOTTINGHAM. 

Sale  of  Laudanum  by  a  Grocer. — Police  Prosecu- 
tion.— At  the  Shire  Hall,  on  February  1,  Matthew  James, 
sgrocer,  Ruddington,  was  summoned  for  selling  laudanum,  he 
pot  being  duly  qualified  and  registered  as  a  chemist.  The 
(blerk  to  the  magistrates  (Mr.  Pagett)  informed  the  Bench  that 
lit  was  not  advisable  to  proceed  with  the  charge  as  it  stood, 
.(because  it  would  be  necessary  to  send  it  to  a  superior  Court, 
[t  was  therefore  proposed  to  proceed  against  the  defendant 
■tor  selling  the  laudanum  without  properly  labelling  it.  The 
Ipffence  was  alleged  to  have  been  committed  on  January  9. 
'Police  sergeant  Grosvenor   stated  that   on  January  10  he 
ileceived  information  that  Elizabeth  Taylor  had  died  suddenly, 
ithe  doctor  told  him  he  suspected  she  had  died  from  laudanum- 
!|boisoning.     He  ascertained  that  deceased  had  purchased 
laudanum  from  the  defendant.     He  saw  the  latter,  who 
Admitted  that  this  was  the  case.    An  inquest  w£.s  held,  and 
ijhe  jury  returned  a  verdict  of  "Death  from  an  overdose  of 
ludanum."     The  defendant,  in    his   evidence   before  the 
oroner,  said  he  sold  the  deceased  3  oz.  of  laudanum  on  the 
th.    The  defendant  now  admitted  that  the  laudanum  had 
een  supplied  by  him.    It  was  labelled  "poison"  but  the 
ame  of  Mr.  Dennis  was  on  the  bottle,  and  not  the  defen- 
ant's.    He  had  been  in  the  shop  eleven  years,  and  had  sold 
<  rugs  six  or  seven  years.    The  same  had  been  sold  by  his 


predecessor  for  forty  years  without  interference.  Defendant 
called  Messrs.  Dennis  &  North,  chemists  and  druggists,  whose 
evidence  was  to  the  effect  that  it  was  a  great  convenience 
for  grocers  to  be  allowed  to  sell  drugs  in  country  places 
where  there  was  no  resident  qualified  druggist.  For  cattle- 
sprains  and  rheumatism  laudanum  was  very  useful.  They 
always  understood  it  was  only  necessary  to  put  a  conspicuous 
label  "poison  "  on  the  bottle  as  a  caution.  A  fine  of  30s.  was 
imposed,  the  Bench  remarking  that  probably  the  defendant 
had  committed  the  offence  through  ignorance  of  the  pro- 
visions of  the  statute. 


NEWCASTLE-OX-TYNE. 

Sad  Death  of  a  Chemist. — On  January  21  an  inquest 
was  held  on  the  body  of  William  Low  Mair  (26),  chemist, 
who  died  on  January  19th.  Deceased,  who  was  stated  to 
belong  to  Edinburgh,  had  been  discharged  from  his  situation 
with  Messrs.  Inman's,  New  Bridge  Street,  Newcastle,  for 
drunkenness,  and  was  in  impecunious  circumstances.  Mair 
shared  a  room  at  28  Clarence  Street  with  a  fellow-lodger, 
who,  coming  home  in  the  morning  of  the  19th,  twice  tried  to* 
wake  him,  but  failed  to  do  so.  Later  in  the  morning  deceased's 
landlady  sent  a  friend  to  call  Mair,  who  was  found  dead. 
There  were  several  bottles  by  the  bed-side  which  had  not 
been  seen  before.  One  was  a  beer-bottle,  another  was  labelled 
concentrated  essence  of  camphor,  another  was  three-quarters 
full  of  methylated  spirit,  and  a  fourth  was  an  empty  and  un- 
labeled medicine-bottle.  Either  the  camphor  essence  or  the 
spirit  might  have  caused  death.  The  jury  returned  a  verdict 
of  "  Found  dead  in  bed,"  and  were  unable  from  the  evidence 
to  decide  whether  death  was  due  to  poisoning  or  to  natural 
causes. 


PAIGNTON. 

The  Wrong  Medicine.— An  elderly  lady,  Mrs.  Emma 
Stockdale,  of  Paignton,  was  accidentally  poisoned  on 
February  4,  owing  to  being  given,  by  her  servant,  the  wrong 
medicine.  Deceased  was  suffering  from  an  attack  of 
bronchitis.  The  servant  went  to  her  mistress's  room  about 
10.30.  At  the  time  the  lamp  was  barning  low,  the  room 
being  nearly  in  darkness.  The  servant  gave  the  deceased  her 
brandy-and-water  and  her  draught,  which  she  took  from  a 
bottle  off  the  drawers.  Immediately  Mrs.  Stockdale  said  she 
had  taken  the  wrong  medicine  and  was  poisoned,  and  asked 
for  some  hot  water,  which  was  given  her,  and  she  vomited. 
When  the  lamp  was  turned  up  the  servant  discovered  that  the 
deceased  had  taken  some  belladonna  liniment,  instead  of  the 
right  draught.  Medical  aid  was  at  once  called  in,  but 
deceased  died  about  three  hours  afterwards.  At  the  inquest 
held  on  Saturday  the  servant  stated  that  she  did  not  turn  up- 
the  lamp,  as  she  was  sure  that  the  bottle  containing  the 
night  draught  was  on  the  chest  of  drawers  and  the  liniment 
on  the  mantelpiece.  A  verdict  of  "Accidental  poisoning"' 
was  returned. 


PLYMOUTH. 

Mr.  Black  has  been  appointed  Resident  Dispenser  at  the 
Plymouth  Royal  Eye  Infirmary  in  the  place  of  Mr.  George 
Baynton,  who  from  illness  and  infirmity  retires,  after  thirty- 
five  years'  faithful  service,  and  has  been  granted  an  annual 
pension  of  85/. 

Mr.  John  Martin,  chemist,  of  Ridgway,  Plympton  St. 
Maurice,  has  become  a  partner  in  the  firm  of  Loye  &  Co.,. 
chemists  and  tea  dealers,  89  Treville  Street,  Plymouth,  in  the 
place  of  Mr.  John  Marsh,  who  retires. 


SOUTH  SHIELDS. 

A  Chemist's  Mistake. — At  the  South  Shields  County- 
Court  on  February  4,  William  Morris  and  his  wife  sued 
Messrs.  Mason  &  Co.,  chemists,  King  Street,  for  damages 
sustained  by  them  in  consequence  of  injuries  to  the  female 
plaintiff  through  the  defendants  having  negligently  supplied 
her  with  tincture  of  iron  instead  of  tincture  of  rhubarb,  for 
which  she  had  asked.  For  the  defence,  it  was  contended 
that  Mrs.  Morris  was  supplied  with  the  article  she  asked  f o- . 
Judgment  was  given  for  the  plaintiffs  for  51.  and  costs. 
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SCOTLAND. 

( Special  Correspo nde nee.) 

The  failure  of  Mr.  Gilbert  Farie,  pharmaceutical  chemist, 
Bridge  of  Allan,  is  gazetted.  Some  months  ago  Mr.  Farie 
met  his  creditors  and  offered  7.5.  6d.  per  11.  It  is  understood 
that  house-property  investments  are  at  the  bottom  of  the 
difficulties. 

Mr.  William  Sinclair,  wholesale  druggist,  Aberdeen,  has 
been  sued  for  aliment  by  a  daughter-in-law,  whose  husband 
is  still  alive.  In  the  evidence  given  in  the  Court  of  Session, 
it  came  out  that  Mr.  Sinclair  had  advanced  300/.  to  the 
pursuer  and  her  three  children,  who  are  all  earning  wages. 

On  January  19  a  man  named  David  Kirk,  belonging  to 
Cupar  Fife  and  residing  in  Dundee,  was  removed  to  the 
infirmary  there  in  a  comatose  condition.  He  had  taken  a 
large  dose  of  laudanum,  from  which  he  ultimately  recovered. 

Mr.  William  J.  Campbell,  chemist  and  druggist,  is  about  to 
start  business  in  Hilltown,  Dundee. 

The  death  is  announced  of  Mr.  William  Keid,  chemist  and 
druggist,  Guthrie  Port,  Arbroath. 

Mr.  Thomas  Black,  chemist  and  druggist,  will  shortly  com- 
mence business  in  Dunbar. 

Scotch  fish-dealers  have  just  discovered  that  boracic  acid 
is  an  excellent  thing  for  the  preservation  of  fresh  fish  ! 

A  sea  captain,  named  Banks,  arrived  in  Kirkcaldy  from 
Glasgow  late  on  the  evening  of  January  26,  and  put  up  at 
the  National  Hotel.  He  was  found  dead  in  the  parlour  an 
hour  after  his  arrival.  The  cause  of  his  death  is  not  stated, 
but  a  quantity  of  laudanum  was  found  on  his  person. 

Accidental  Poisoning, — Mary  Marshall,  a  child  two  or 
three  months  old,  daughter  of  a  seaman  residing  at  Reikis, 
near  Carronshore,  died,  on  the  morning  of  January  27,  from 
the  effects  of  a  dose  of  laudanum  administered  by  mistake 
the  previous  night  by  the  mother. 

Co-operative  stores  are  so  successful  in  Perth  that  ordinary 
shopkeepers  have  resolved  upon  a  system  of  boycotting. 

The  School  Board  of  Dundee  have  resolved  to  teach  prac- 
tical chemistry  in  the  Flavis  Academy,  a  secondary  school 
recently  established. 

Some  soreness  has  been  created  at  Montrose  by  the  action 
of  the  local  secretary  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  in  that 
town,  in  reducing  prices  of  patent  medicines  to  the  10V. 
scale,  without  giving  any  previous  intimation  to  the  rest  of 
the  chemists. 

Edinburgh. 

The  last  act  of  the  Leith  methylated  spirit  case  was 
recently  performed :  the  spirit  was  transferred  to  the  public 
sewer.  The  direct  result  of  this  was  an  invasion  of  rats  to 
the  houses  in  the  neighbourhood.  Evidently  Leith  rats  are 
not  so  fond  of  duty-free  spirit  as  are  some  Glasgow  people. 

Martin  Tucker,  a  young  man  who  had  had  some  words 
with  his  father,  tried  to  mend  the  breach  with  vermin-killer. 
He  lives  to  regret  the  action. 

Mr.  Charles  Billing  has  opened  another  aerated- water 
establishment  in  Frederick  Street.  Probably  the  sunny  South 
may  be  more  congenial  than  the  North,  where  he  was 
"cornered." 

Mr.  William  Duncan,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  the  popular 
Secretary  of  the  Assistants'  Association,  has  been  appointed 
apothecary  and  teacher  of  pharmacy  to  the  Royal  Dispensary, 
in  succession  to  Mr.  J.  Rutherford  Hill. 

Business  Transfers.— Mr.  Sydney  Keith,  late  of  Dandie, 
Newby  &  Dandie,  Perth,  has  purchased  the  business  of  the 
late  Mr.  Alexander  Napier,  69  South  Clerk  Street. — Owing  to 
the  unsatisfactory  state  of  the  late  Mr.  T.  T.  McCulloch's 
affairs,  it  has  been  found  necessary  to  part  with  his  business, 
which  has  been  purchased  by  Mr.  G.  L.  McGibbon,  who  for  a 
number  of  years  was  London  representative  of  Messrs.  J.  F. 
MacFarlan  &  Co.  The  business  in  West  Maitland  Street  is  a 
good  one,  and  is  situated  in  the  heart  of  a  colony  of  consult- 
ing medical  practitioners. 

Messrs.  Duncan,  Flockhart,  &  Co.  have  secured  a  large 
space  in  the  forthcoming    Industrial  Exhibition  for  the 


manufacture  of  aerated  waters.    Other  local  manufacturing 
chemists  are  to  show  off  their  strong  points. 

The  Chemists'  Ball  was  a  great  success  on  the  14th  ult. 
Though  essentially  a  junior  pharmacy  ball,  a  goodly  number 
of  seniors  were  present,  and  appeared  to  be  as  supple  as  the 
younger  men.  The  ball  was  also  honoured  witli  the  active 
presence  of  Mr.  Joseph  Thomson,  the  African  explorer,  whose 
interest  in  pharmacy  appears  to  be  of  a  substantial  nature. 
The  company  sat  down  to  supper  at  midnight.  The  single 
toast  of  the  evening,  "  Success  to  the  Edinburgh  Chemists' 
Ball,"  was  given  by  Mr.  II.  Belljse  Baildon.  The  committee 
are  to  be  congratulated  on  the  completeness  of  their  arrange- 
ments, and  special  praise  is  due  to  Mr.  R.  L.  Hendry, 
convener,  and  Mr.  John  Brown,  M.C.,  for  their  masterly 
management. 

For  stealing  half-a-sovereign  from  an  Edinburgh  chemist, 
by  the  familiar  process  known  as  "  ringing  the  changes,"  a 
young  lad  has  received  21  days'  imprisonment. 

Dr.  Angus  Macdonald,  a  well-known  and  successful  Edin- 
burgh physician,  has  died  from  an  attack  of  pleurisy. 

The  Edinburgh  Chemists'  Assistants'  and  Apprentices' 
Association  held  its  second  open  meeting  on  February  3 
Mr.  J.  Rutherford  Hill,  President,  occupied  the  chair,  and 
there  was  a  large  attendance  of  members  and  their  friends, 
including  two  ladies.  A  capital  programme  was  provided, 
but  the  first  item  proved  to  be  so  interesting  that  the  whole 
evening  was  devoted  to  it.  This  consisted  of  a  lecture  and 
microscopic  demonstration,  by  Mr.  J.  M.  MacFarlane,  D.Sc, 
F.R.S.E.,  on  "  Insectivorous  Plants."  The  subject  was  treated 
in  a  most  interesting  and  fascinating  manner  by  the  lecturer, 
and  he  fully  illustrated  his  remarks  by  diagrams  and  reference 
to  the  microscopic  objects  shown.  In  thanking  Dr.  Mac- 
Farlane, the  chairman  referred  to  the  fact  that  this  was  the 
first  occasion  in  the  history  of  the  Association  that  it  had  called 
in  outside  aid.  It  had  done  so,  not  because  of  internal  weak- 
ness, but  because  it  was  to  the  advantage  of  members  to  hear 
important  subjects  treated  by  those  who  were  authorities. 

Glasgow. 

It  is  not  generally  known  that  Messrs.  Cooper  &  Co.  employ 
a  qualified  chemist,  who  has  a  well-equipped  laboratory,  and 
a  large  staff  of  workers  under  his  charge. 

The  Mineral  Water  Trade  of  Gl  asgow  held  their  annual 
soiree  and  ball  on  January  27. 

Eye  Infirmary. — During  1885,  13,545  cases  have  been 
under  treatment,  of  which  857  were  house  patients.  The 
directors  have  resolved  to  erect  an  addition  to  the  Berkeley 
Street  Infirmary,  which  will  give  60  additional  beds. 

The  Methylated  Spirit  Case. — At  the  Justiciary 
Appeal  Court  on  February  1,  the  objection  offered  on  be- 
half of  the  Inland  Revenue  authorities  that  the  appeal  by 
Dr.  Hunter  ought  to  have  been  taken,  not  to  the  Justiciary 
Court,  but  to  the  Exchequer  Court,  was  sustained. 

Mr.  P.  J.  Hudson,  of  Liverpool,  has  obtained  an  injunction 
in  the  Glasgow  Sheriff's  Court,  against  Brown  &  Co.,  drysalters, 
of  South  York  Street,  prohibiting  them  from  using  a  colour- 
able imitation  of  his  label  for  "  extract  of  soap." 

Mr.  H.  J.  Cosgrove  has  commenced  business  at  104  High 
Street,  Dumfries.  His  establishment  was  fitted  by  Messrs. 
Evans,  Sons&  Co.,  of  Liverpool. 

SHEFFIELD   AND  DISTPICT. 

(Special  Correspondence. ) 

Your  announcement  of  a  bi-monthly  issue  of  your 
journal  is  highly  approved  by  your  numerous  subscribers  in 
this  locality.  You  will  certainly  secure  a  large  increase  of 
subscribers. 

The  Sheffield  coroner  has  been  making  some  severe  remarks 
about  unqualified  medical  practitioners.  He  lamented  in 
unmeasured  terms  (which  met  with  the  approval  of  the  jury) 
that  nothing  can  be  done  to  protect  the  people  who  are 
unable  to  protect  themselves.  "  He  had  done  all  in  his 
power  to  prevent  it.  He  had  several  times  written  to  the 
Medical  Council,  but  without  any  result,  and  he  had  given  up 
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hopes  of  inducing  them  to  take  any  steps.  This  practice  of 
dosing  people  ought  to  be  put  a  stop  to."  These  remarks 
induced  the  Hon.  Local  Sec.  of  the  Association  of  Members  of 
the  Koyal  College  of  Surgeons,  England,  to  write  to  the  press 
pointing  out  the  helplessness  of  medical  societies  in  attempt- 
ing to  guide  public  opinion  as  to  the  merits  of  educated  and 
uneducated  practitioners,  and  suggesting  that  the  municipal 
authorities  should  print  quarterly  lists  of  all  registered 
practitioners  in  the  borough,  and  exhibit  them  in  prominent 
public  places.  Another  correspondent  writes  suggesting  that 
the  society  Dr.  Weddell  represents  should  do  this  themselves. 
Is  this  suggestion  of  any  use  to  chemists  1 

Mr.  Frank  Mason,  chemist,  High  Street,  Rotherham,  was 
summoned  on  the  4th  inst.  for  the  non-payment  of  Poor  Kates 
amounting  to  151.  The  reason  Mr.  Mason  gave  for  not  paying 
the  rate  was  that  it  was  incorrect,  and  complained  of  being 
assessed  unequally  compared  with  his  neighbours.  The 
Bench  adjourned  the  case  for  a  week. 

Mr.  G.  Wright,  late  assistant  with  Messrs.  Roper's  successors, 
in  the  Park,  has  succeeded  to  the  business  of  Mr.  Peter  Smith, 
Chesterfield. — Mr.  C.  H.  Robinson,  Bamford,  has  purchased 
and  will  shortly  re-open  the  shop  at  154  Cemetery  Road. 
Mr.  Learoyd,  who  first  purchased  this  business,  has  been 
allowed  to  rescind  his  bargain  owing  to  some  hitch  in  the 
arrangements  with  the  landlord. — Mr.  R.  H.  Hoyles  sailed  for 
Bombay  on  the  9th  inst.,  and  takes  with  him  the  good 
wishes  of  all  his  Sheffield  friends.  He  has  taken  an  appoint- 
ment to  which  he  had  been  recommended  by  Dr.  Attfield. — 
Mr.  Grierson — although  he  now  holds  an  exalted  position  in 
the  School  of  Pharmacy — may  be  congratulated  as  the  first 
student  from  the  Sheffield  Association  to  pass  the  Minor 
examination. — Mr.  Watson,  chemist,  Angel  Street,  has  had 
his  plate-glass  window  smashed  by  a  shying  horse  running 
with  his  head  against  it. 

There  is  an  opportunity  for  the  local  Pharmaceutical  Asso- 
ciation to  render  a  good  service  to  the  public,  if  some  of  its 
prominent  members  will  devote  their  attention  to  the  lead  in 
the  Sheffield  water-supply.  One  of  our  leading  physicians 
has  read  a  paper  before  the  Sheffield  Medico- Chirurgical 
Society,  revealing  the  existence  of  a  very  grave  danger 
affecting  the  health  of  the  public  at  large.  This  cry  of 
"  danger  in  the  tap  and  poison  in  the  pipe "  has  produced 
quite  a  scare.  If  Dr.  Thomas'  conjecture  be  right — that  the 
water  becomes  contaminated  with  lead  during  its  passage  i 
from  the  mains  to  the  house — it  is  difficult  to  understand  how 
his  remedy  of  using  calcium  carbonate  or  charcoal  at  the 
filter-beds  at  the  reservoirs  and  the  adoption  of  carbon  filters 
at  home  will  be  of  any  service  in  eliminating  the  lead. 

The  ceremony  of  opening  the  Technical  School  took  place 
on  the  1st  inst.,  in  the  presence  of  quite  a  bevy  of  scientists. 
The  school  is  said  to  be  one  of  the  most  perfect  of  its  kind  in 
existence.  Messrs.  Cubly  &  Preston  have  fitted  up  the 
laboratories,  &c.  The  same  firm  have  on  hand  the  fitting  up 
of  an  additional  sixty  or  eighty  benches  at  the  Central  Higher 
School. 

The  annual  supper  of  the  local  Society  was  held  on  the 
3rd  inst.  at  the  Freemasons'  Hall.  Upwards  of  fifty  guests 
assembled,  and  the  social  gathering  of  the  year  passed  off 
very  successfully.  The  musical  talent  provided  was  beyond 
the  average.  Mr.  Henry  George  proposed  the  toast  of  "  The 
Local  Association,'' and  the  gratifying  announcement  was  made 
of  a  donation  from  Messrs.  Evans,  Lescher  &  Webb  of  five 
guineas  towards  the  funds  of  the  Society.  Mr.  Newsholme 
announced  that  he  would  give  a  president's  prize  to  the  best 
all-round  student  in  the  School  of  Pharmacy.  Mr.  Ellinor, 
in  replying  to  "  The  Trade  Association  "  alluded  to  your  article 
on  the  registering  of  "  Condy's  fluid  "  title,  which  he  described 
as  being  "  infamous  and  disgusting.''  It  is  only  fair  to  add 
that  his  adverse  criticism  of  your  journal,  together  with  his 
allusion  to  ironmongers  and  insinuation  of  the  non-interest  of 
the  proprietors  of  The  Chemist  and  Deuggist  in  the 
pharmaceutical  body, met  with  numerous  expressions  of  dissent, 
and  only  served  to  give  a  further  revelation  of  the  position  of 
the  Society  he  was  pleading  for. 

So  far  from  being  gratefully  received,  the  grant  which  the 
Pharmaceutical  Council  have  made  to  the  local  Society  would 
seem  to  have  caused  a  rankling  in  some  breasts.  The  com- 
munication which  accompanied  the  cheque  does  not  appear 
to  have  been  received  in  the  humble  spirit  in  which  an 


offspring  should  receive  a  parent's  address,  and  its  lecturing 
tone  is  deeply  resented. 

This  dialogue  was  overheard  in  a  patent  medicine  vendor's 
and  cutting  stores  within  200  yards  of  the  President's  esta- 
blishment in  the  centre  of  the  town. — Lady  Customer :  "  I 
want  a  few  Epsom  salts  if  you  please.''  Assistant:  "Yes 
marm ;  thank  you  ;  how  many  would  you  like  ?  Will  one 
pound  be  sufficient  ? "  LadyC:  "Oh  dear  no!  I  only  want 
a  small  quantity.  How  do  you  sell  them/"  Assistant: 
"  One  penny  per  pound."  Lady  C. :  "  Then  I  will  take  one 
pound. ' 


Sheffield  Pharmaceutical  and  Chemical  Society. 

Annual  Supper.—  The  members  of  the  above  Society 
held  their  annual  supper  on  February  3  in  the  Freemasons' 
Hall,  when  a  larger  number  sat  down  than  on  any  previous 
occasion.  Mr.  G.  T.  W.  Newsholme,  the  president,  occupied 
the  chair,  and  proposed  the  usual  loyal  toasts.  Mr.  Henry 
George  (of  Messrs.  Evans,  Lescher  k.  Webb)  proposed  success 
to  the  "  Sheffield  Pharmaceutical  and  Chemical  Society.'' 
Mr.  Furness,  one  of  the  vice-presidents,  responded,  and 
referred  with  pride  to  the  school  which  had  been  established, 
remarking  that  it  had  been  done  entirely  by  the  Sheffield 
Society,  without  any  assistance  from  the  outside  public  ; 
that  the  school  was  now  in  a  flourishing  condition,  with  an 
average  attendance  weekly  of  upwards  of  forty  students.  He 
dwelt  upon  the  importance  of  chemists  keeping  well  abreast 
of  the  times  in  education,  seeing  that  the  people  generally 
were  now  being  so  well  taught,  and  spoke  hopefully  of  the 
future  of  their  Society.

Ward,  F.C.S.,  local  secretary.  The  "  Chemists  and  Druggists' 
Trade  Association  "  was  proposed  in  a  vigorous  speech  by 
Mr.  Preston,  and  responded  to  by  Mr.  Ellinor  and  Mr.  Jervis, 
members  of  the  Executive  Committee.  The  "  President," 
proposed  by  Mr.  Maxey,  was  enthusiastically  received. 
Other  toasts  followed,  varied  with  vocal  and  instrumental 
music,  and  a  most  enjoyable  evening  was  spent. 

The  February  meeting  was  held  on  the  10th  inst.  The 
chair  was  occupied  by  the  President,  Mr.  Newsholme.

Excise  Prosecution.— At  the  Police  Court,  on  January  11, 
John  Buckler,  Great  Bridge,  was  charged  with  selling  patent 
medicines  without  a  licence.  The  case  was  proved  by  Mr. 
Butterfield,  who  bought  two  pennyworth  of  Beecham's  Pills. 
The  defendant  had  no  licence,  and  he  was  fined  30,«. 


WARMINSTER. 

Edwin  Burt  Pe  arce  (treasurer  to  the  local  Salvation  Army 
corps)  was  arrested  on  Wednesday,  February  4,  on  a  charge 
of  being  concerned  in  the  death  of  his  wife,  who,  it  is  alleged, 
died  on  Saturday  by  poisoning  with  arsenic.  Prisoner,  who  is 
known  as  "  Happy  Ted,"  is  a  chemist's  porter,  and  it  is  stated 
that  on  the  previous  Saturday  he  had  refilled  his  master's 
bottles  with  arsenic. 


WORCESTER. 

Disagreement  of  Analysts  over  Butter.  —  Mrs. 
Hunt,  shopkeeper,  was  charged  last  month  with  selling 
adulterated  butter.  At  the  first  hearing  it  was  stated  that 
butter  purchased  at  Mis.  Hunt's  shop  was  analysed  by  Dr. 
Swete,  public  analyst,  who  certified  that  the  butter  was 
adulterated  with  40  per  cent,  of  oleomargarine.  A  portion  of 
the  butter  purchased  at  the  shop  was  then  sent  to  Somerset 
House,  with  the  result  that  Dr.  Bell  certified  that  the  butter 
was  perfectly  genuine.  Consequently,  at  the  adjourned 
hearing,  the  Corporation  authorities  desired  to  withdraw  from 
the  prosecution  and  pay  the  costs;  Mr.  Southall  (Town 
Clerk)  observing  that  the  General  Health  Committee  were 
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very  glad  that  through  their  action  Mrs.  Hunt  had  not  been 
punished  in  a  case  where  it  was  perfectly  clear  she  had  not 
committed  an  offence.  The  Bench  concurred,  and  dismissed 
the  case,  and  ordered  the  prosecution  to  pay  the  costs.

Sudden  Death  of  a  Commercial  Traveller. — Mr 
Frank  Collins,  traveller  for  Messrs.  Hirst,  Brooke  &  Hirst, 
wholesale  druggists,  Leeds,  and  who  resided  in  York,  died 
suddenly  at  his  home  last  month.  He  was  present  at  a  foot- 
ball match  in  the  afternoon,  and  there  became  ill.  He  went 
home,  and  was  attended  by  Dr.  Tempest  Anderson,  but  died 
in  the  evening.  Heart  disease  is  supposed  to  have  been  the 
«ause  of  death. 


PHARMACISTS  AND  THE  PHARMACOPOEIA. 


AS  a  response  to  the  critics  of  the  new  British  Pharmacopoeia, 
who  have  frequently  said  that  pharmaceutical  assistance 
should  have  been  invited  in  its  preparation,  we  have  been 
asked  from  a  high  quarter  to  reproduce  the  report  of  the 
Pharmacopoeia  Committee  as  published  in  the  minutes  of  the 
•Oeneral  Medical  Council  (March  27,  1884),  showing  that  such 
co-operation  was  sought,  "  but  that,  owing  to  the  vanity  of 
some  members  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,"  it  was  not 
obtained. 


Report  by  the  Pharmacopo>:ia"Committee. 

Members  : — Dr.  Quain  (chairman).  Sir  Henry  Pitman,  Dr. 
Aquilla  Smith,  Dr.  Haldane,  Mr.  Collins,  Mr.  Bradford. 

The  Pharmacopoeia  Committee  reports  that  since  the  last 
meeting  of  the  Council,  in  April,  1883,  the  arrangements  for 
the  preparation  of  the  next  edition  of  the  Pharmacopoeia 
have  been  continuous.  The  sub-committee  has  met  on  four 
occasions,  and  has  been  in  communication  with  the  editors 
personally,  and  by  written  reports.  A  memorandum,  of 
■which  a  copy  is  subjoined,*  has  been  forwarded  by  the 
Registrar  to  the  several  medical  authorities  mentioned  in  the 
Medical  Act,  to  various  pharmaceutical  bodies,  and  to  several 
gentlemen  holding  prominent  positions  as  practical  phar- 
macists and  manufacturing  chemists.  Answers  in  reply  to 
this  communication  have  been  received  fram  the  Royal 
College  of  Physicians  of  London  (Provisional),  the  Royal 
College  of  Surgeons  of  England,  the  Apothecaries'  Society  of 
London,  the  Royal  College  of  Physicians  of  Edinburgh 
(Provisional),  the  Royal  College  of  Surgeons  of  Edinburgh, 
the  King  and  Queen's  College  of  Physicians  in  Ireland,  and 
the  Apothecaries'  Hall  of  Ireland. 

These  communications  from  the  several  medical  authorities 
•contain  many  valuable  suggestions,  for  which  the  thanks  ot 
the  Council  are  due.

THE  TEACHING  OF  THE  SCHOOL. 

{Founded  on  a  Recent  Speech.) 
By  Josefii  Inoe. 


THERE  are  some  minds  so  constituted  that  they  need  no 
assistance  from  outside.  They  are  like  those  strange 
orchids  which  grow  in  inaccessible  positions,  hanging  from  a 
piece  of  rock,  which  is  apparently  their  only  nutriment,  save 
only  what  may  be  absorbed  from  external  influences. 

To  such,  and  the  class  is  rare,  the  whole  machinery  of 
student  life  is  useless. 

We  can  count  these  exceptional  beings  on  our  fingers,  and 
we  are  not  likely  to  mistake  in  counting,  for  they  infallibly 
make  their  mark.  The  self-made  man  in  business  has  his 
analogue  in  the  self-made  man  of  science. 

It  would  be  idle  to  suppose  that  such  intellectual  inde- 
pendence characterises  the  generality,  and,  as  we  desire  not 
to  lose  ourselves  in  speculations,  we  would  try  to  lead  these 
remarks  to  a  directly  practical  result. 

We  have  long  wished  to  answer  the  question — What  may  a 
student  expect  from  the  teaching  of  a  school,  and  what  is  he 
not  justified  in  expecting  ? 

A  school,  worthy  of  the  name,  is  under  the  direction  of 
professors,  demonstrators,  and  assistants,  all  of  whom  hold 
their  posts  by  virtue  of  their  own  previous  success.  They 
have  themselves  trodden  the  path  which  they  would  point  out 
to  others  ;  they  have  continued  for  very  love's  sake  in  its 
pursuit. 

Two  orders  of  mind  are  concerned  in  successful  study. 

The  first  sees  the  splendid  connection  between  abstract  know- 
]  ledge  and  its  immediate  application  to  commercial  enterprise, 

to  every  branch  of  industry  and  trade  interest,  and  realises 

that  knowledge  is  indeed  power. 

The  second  is  naturally  disposed  to  work  out  theory  and 

to  devote  himself  to  experiment.    Should  the  latter  be  so 

placed  as  to  have  to  teach  and  explain  the  elements  of  his 
:  own  learning  the   student   may  expect  certain  distinct 

advantages. 

Such  a  true  professor  will  give  the  benefit  of  his  experience 
in  a  clear,  connected,  and  ordered  manner — presenting  what- 
ever is  essential,  weeding  out  whatever  is  irrelevant ;  and  his 
course,  while  wisely  conservative,  will  be  abreast  of  the 
science  of  the  day.  Good  books  may  teach  much,  and  do ; 
but  it  will  hardly  be  contended  that  they  can  equal  in  instruc- 
tion the  utterances  o:  the  living  man,  master  of  his  subject, 
and  enthusiastic  in  its  exposition. 

So  far  relates  to  the  influence  of  the  individual  instructor. 
It  comes  first  because  it  is  the  strongest  power.  A  school 
stands  or  falls  by  the  character  of  its  staff.  Time  was  when 
the  relation  between  the  teacher  and  the  taught  was  of  less 
value,  for  the  professor's  office  was  discharged  rather  as  an 
official  duty,  and  had  no  social  bearings.  The  lecture  was 
correctly  given,  and  the  lecturer  went  his  way. 

The  modern  student  speedily  becomes  aware  how  deep  a 
personal  interest  a  professor  takes  in  the  welfare  of  his 
audience,  how  he  sympathises  with  their  failures  and  rejoices 
in  their  progress.  Did  students  but  realise  this  fact  it  would 
wonderfully  stimulate  their  endeavours. 

A  student  may  also  expect  much  from  the  machinery  and 
appliances  of  a  school.  Home  work  cannot  offer  similar  or 
equal  opportunities. 

In  the  school  he  finds  the  best  forms  of  apparatus,  as  well 
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as  learns  the  best  modes  of  their  employment.  Every  con- 
venience that  experience  or  ingenuity  can  devise  is  at  his 
disposal.  Books  of  reference  which  are  beyond  private  means 
[to  purchase  are  at  his  command,  and  he  can  avail  himself  of 
those  public  collections  and  specimens  which  it  needs  both 
time  and  money  to  accumulate.  Besides  this,  enforced  regu- 
larity of  attendance,  the  habit  of  consecutive  work,  a  fair 
amount  of  discipline,  as  well  as  the  stimulus  of  companion- 
ship, are  in  themselves  advantages  by  no  means  to  be  excluded 
from  the  summary. 

Keverse  the  picture,  and  see  what  the  student  must  not 
expect  from  a  school.  It  will  not  do  everything.  It  can 
never  be  accepted  as  a  substitute  for  his  own  work.  Let  it 
be  mentioned  without  offence  that,  in  these  days  of  platform 
speeches  and  essays  on  education,  the  student  is  a  little  over- 
done. He  is  too  much  preached  at  on  the  one  hand,  and  too 
much  eulogised  on  the  other.  Goaded  and  glorified,  he  natu- 
Irally  gets  an  impression  that  the  entire  earth  is  bound  to  do 
!  everything  for  him,  and  he  is  to  do  nothing  for  himself. 

If  he  treats  lecture  life  in  London  as  a  spree,  or  as  a  libera- 
tion from  home  occupations,  he  must  no  more  expect  a  school 
po  pull  him  through  than  to  gather  grapes  from  thorns, 
i  It  is  his  duty  to  work  thoroughly,  were  the  outside  world 
reticent  of  both  praise  or  blame. 

I  The  best  and  most  sympathetic  teacher  can  only  show  him 
pow  to  learn ;  the  most  skilfully  arranged  system  can  only  be 
.he  framework  for  his  own  exertions. 

Once  we  entered  a  celebrated  sewing-machine  establish- 
ment. A  lady  was  complaining  bitterly  of  a  piece  of  appa- 
ratus which,  fortunately  for  the  firm  in  question,  she  had 
□ought.  She  was  making  heroic  efforts  to  make  it  act,  but  it 
ilvould  neither  sew,  nor  hem,  nor  stitch,  nor  fell.  What  that  last 
>/erb  means  we  cannot  form  a  notion.  In  short,  the  machine, 
ike  the  lilies,  would  neither  toil  nor  spin.  "Madam,"  said  the 
directress,  "  the  machine  won't  give  sense  to  those  who  have 
iione."    Neither  will  a  school. 

!  "  All  knowledge  should  be  producible,"  is  an  axiom  no  one 
vill  dispute.    Yet  even  good  seed  in  good  soil  may  be  slow 
)f  growth  and  tardy  in  making  its  appearance.    Friends,  in 
be  shape  of  fathers,  guardians,  and  others,  must,  no  more 
Ian  the  student,  undervalue  the  teaching  of  the  school 
because  its  effects  are  not  instantaneously  evident.    It  by  no 
hineans  follows  that,  because  there  may  have  been  neither 
Prizes  nor  certificates,  that,  therefore,  theie  has  been  no 
luccess.    Experience  paints  to  the  direct  contrary,  since 
nany  a  man  becomes  eminent  in  after  life  who  was  not  bril- 
iant  in  his  youth. 

There  is,  however,  a  compulsory  test  of  knowledge  which 
3  outside  the  pale  of  philosophy,  being  a  stern  fact.  At 
itated  periods  the  student  is  called  upon  nolens  volens  to 
produce  what  he  knows,  and  to  demonstrate  before  a  Board 
ivhat  practical  use  to  him  has  been  the  teaching  of  the 
chool. 

Whereupon  a  singular  phenomenon  occurs,  which  has 
juzzled  many.  A  laborious  and  conscientious  student  falls  to 
iroduce  his  knowledge,  and  the  plough  passes  over  his 
areer.  Another,  of  known  lesser  ability,  succeeds.  There 
i  scarcely  an  examination  where  this  anomaly  does  not 
resent  itself. 

No  shadow  of  blame  can  be  attached  to  the  examiner,  who 
an  only  decide  on  evidence  of  fitness  or  otherwise  at  that 
aoment  brought  before  his  notice. 

Failure  in  such  instances  depends,  not  on  the  want  of 
cnowledge,  but  on  the  want  of  self-possession.  The  thought 
las  been  suggested  by  some  of  the  answers  said  to  have  been 
iven  at  the  last  examination  at  the  College  of  Physicians, 
'he  candidate  who  declared  that  the  air  we  breathe  was 
aade  up  of  two  equivalents  of  hydrogen  and  one  of  oxygen, 
nd  who  could  not  be  convinced  to  the  contrary,  was  not  really 
gnorant  of  his  subject,  but  hopelessly  confused.  True  self- 
onfidence  is  most  sedulously  to  be  cultivated  by  every  young 
lan  not  naturally  so  endowed.  We,  therefore,  hail  with 
leasure  all  literary  and  scientific  associations,  where  students 
leet  together  to  write  as  well  as  to  read  papers  and  discuss, 
he  first  practice  will  teach  him  how  to  put  thoughts 
ogether  in  a  connected  way,  the  second  will  help  him  to 
et  free  from  nervous  embarrassment,  and  the  third  to  gain 
tcility  of  expression. 

We  commend  the  usefulness  of  such  associations.  We 
ave  sketched  briefly  the  nature  of  the  Teaching  of  the 
chool :  what  it  can  offer,  and  the  limit  of  its  advantage. 


May  we  ask  whomsoever  it  may  concern  to  begin  his  work 
from  the  first  day  of  entrance  ;  to  take  it  regularly  and  con- 
tinuously, avoiding  apathy  and  spurt ;  not  to  be  afraid  of 
enthusiasm,  nor  of  a  just  assertion  of  his  own  powers,  and  to 
be  of  a  cheerful  spirit. 


EXTRACTUM  CINCHON-E  LIQUIDUM. 


By  Dk.  J.  E.  de  Vbij,  CLE. 

THE  process  adopted  for  the  above  preparation  by  the 
compilers  of  the  last  British  Pharmacopoeia  presents  so 
many  points  of  analogy  *  to  one  proposed  by  myself  in  a 
lecture  I  delivered  in  December,  1878,  before  the  Medical 
Society  of  the  Hague  f  that  I  venture  to  think  the  results  of 
my  latest  investigations  on  the  subject  will  be  of  interest  to 
the  readers  of  this  journal. 

My  object  was  to  learn  if  my  process,  as  carried  out  by 
different  makers,  resulted  in  a  nearly  identical  product. 
With  this  end  in  view  I  put  myself  in  communication  with 
two  of  the  principal  makers  of  my  extract  in  Holland,  asking 
them  to  send  me  (1)  a  sample  of  the  powdered  succirubra 
bark  used  by  them  and  (2)  a  specimen  of  the  extiact  prepared 
from  this  powder.  As  both  gentlemen  very  kindly  acceded 
to  my  request,  I  was  enabled  to  undeitake  the  investiga- 
tion I  shall  now  proceed  to  describe. 

(A)  Powder  containing  7  78  per  cent,  of  total  alkaloids, 
according  to  the  determination  of  Mr.  Moens,  formerly 
Government  quinologist  in  Java: — 

Twenty  grammes  were  macerated  with  ICO  grammes  of 
distilled  water  and  10  c.c.  of  normal  hydrochloric  acid. 
When  the  scum  had  disappeared  4  grammes  of  glycerine 
were  added  and  the  mixture  poured  into  a  percolator.  The 
percolation  was  continued  by  the  addition  of  distilled  water 
till  the  percolate  was  no  longer  precipitated  by  caustic  soda. 
The  percolate  amounted  to  136  c.c,  that  is,  less  than  seven 
times  the  bark.  By  evaporation  on  a  water-bath  I  obtained 
20  grammes  of  fluid  extract,  which  yielded  114  gramme, 
total  alkaloids  =  5  7  per  cent.  The  marc  was  now  treated 
with  the  same  amount  of  acid  and  water,  and  the  percolation 
was  carried  on  till  the  liquid  was  no  longer  precipitated  by 
caustic  soda.  This  second  percolation  yielded  222  c.c.  of 
liquid — viz.,  about  eleven  times  the  amount  of  the  bark. 
From  the  liquid  I  extracted  0  345  grammes  of  alkaloids. 
Adding  these  0  345  gramme  to  the  114  gramme  obtained 
from  the  extract,  or  first  percolate,  the  sum  of  1-14  +  0  345 
=  1485  shows  that  7  425  per  cent,  of  the  alkaloids  in  the 
bark  had  been  extracted  by  treating  the  bark  twice  with  two 
molecules  of  HC1  for  every  molecule  of  alkaloids  contained 
in  it.  The  close  agreement  of  the  results  obtained  from  the 
same  bark  by  Mr.  Moens  (778  per  cent.)  and  myself 
(7  425  per  cent.)  proves  that  the  extraction  of  the  alkaloids 
by  hydrochloric  acid,  if  properly  performed,  is  as  complete 
as  by  any  other  method.  The  slight  difference  of  0  355  per 
cent,  is  due  to  the  fact  that  the  alkaloids  obtained  by  me 
are  purer  than  those  procured  by  other  processes,  amongst 
which  I  include  that  of  the  B.P.J 

It  will  be  seen  that  of  the  1  485  gramme  of  alkaloids — the 

*  My  process  differs  from  that  of  the  B.P.  in  using  two  mo'ecules  of 
HC1,  viz.,  73  for  every  molecule  of  total  alkaloids,  viz.,  300  in  a  bark  con- 
taining not  less  than  6  25  per  cent,  of  total  alkaloids  ;  whilst  the  B.P. 
directs  only  the  quantity  of  HC1  to  be  used  for  20  oz.  of  red  birk,  without 
specifying  the  amount  of  alkaloids  such  a  bark  ought  to  contain.  This  is 
a  very  serious  omission,  which  has  been  overlooked  by  the  critics,  and  i3 
the  chief  cause  of  the  different  results  obtained  by  those  who  have  worked 
the  B.P.  process. 

t  As  evidencing  the  favourable  estimation  in  which  my  extract  is  held 
by  the  Dutch  physicians,  I  may  state  that  the  sale  by  one  pharmacist  alona 
(Mr.  Nanning,  of  the  Hague),  from  May,  1879,  to  November,  1886,  was 
8,500  lbs.  Again,  a  few  months  since  the  Madras  Government  gave  an 
order  for  1,000  lbs.  of  the  same  extract,  which  was  to  be  made  under  the 
superintendence  of  Mr.  Hooper,  the  Government  quinologist. 

%  In  my  process  the  alkaloids  are  separated  by  shaking  10  grammes  of 
the  liquid  extract  with  200  c.c.  of  ether  and  a  sufficiency  of  caustic  soda, 
as  has  been  already  described  in  The  Chemist  axd  Druggist  of 
August  15,  1885,  p.  433. 
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total  amount  contained  in  20  grammes  of  the  bark — only 
1T4  gramme,  or  76  76  per  cent.,  were  extracted  by  the  first 
two  molecules  of  HC1,  whilst  0  345  gramme,  23'23  per  cent., 
were  left  in  the  marc. 

When  I  published  my  method  in  January,  1879,"  I  omitted 
mention  of  this  fact,  because  my  object  then  was  to  give  a 
good  process  for  a  pharmaceutical  preparation  of  bark,  which 
should  be  richer  in  alkaloids  than  the  then  existing  ones.f 
But  when  I  found  my  process  so  quickly  and  extensively 
adopted  by  pharmacists,  I  was  led  to  extend  my  investiga- 
tions, with  the  result  that  1  published  in  January,  1880, j  a 
modification' of  my  first  method,  and  in  this  paper,  after 
pointing  out  the  incomplete  exhaustion  of  the  bark,  I  advised 
the  maker  to  retain  his  marc,  and  to  treat  it  with  an  addi- 
tional two  molecules  of  acid,  so  as  to  recover  the  remaining 
alkaloids  for  other  purposes.  Whilst  the  liquid  extract,  which 
I  prepared  with  great  care  from  the  powder  supplied  me  by 
the  manufacturer,  contained  5  7  per  cent,  of  alkaloids,  the 
sample  of  extract  sent  me  by  this  gentleman,  made  from  the 
same  bark,  yielded  5  07  per  cent.  The  discrepancy  admits  of 
easy  explanation.  The  manufacturer's  object  was  to  prepare 
an  extract  containing  5  per  cent,  of  alkaloids,  and  in  this  he 
was  successful.  My  aim  was  to  ascertain  the  relative 
amounts  of  alkaloids  in  the  extract  and  in  the  marc,  and  I 
was  equally  successful. 

(B)  Powder  containing  7-43  per  cent,  of  total  alkaloids 
according  to  the  analysis  of  Mr.  Moens  : — 

Twenty  grammes  treated  in  the  same  manner  as  A,  with 
two  molecules  of  HC1,  gave  20  grammes  of  liquid  extract 
containing  1T96  gramme  of  alkaloids  =  5  98  per  cent., 
whilst  the  marc,  treated  with  an  additional  two  molecules  of 
acid,  yielded  0252  gramme  of  alkaloids.  Adding  these 
0  252  gramme  to  the  1  196  gramme  obtained  from  the 
extract,  or  first  percolate,  the  sum  of  1  198  +  0  252  =  1448, 
we  see  that  7  24  per  cent,  of  the  alkaloids  in  the  bark  had 
been  extracted  by  treatment  of  the  bark  twice  with  two 
molecules  of  HC1  for  every  molecule  of  alkaloids.  It  thus 
appears  that,  whilst  I  obtained  from  powder  B  7  24  per  cent, 
of  alkaloids,  Mr.  Moens  procured  from  the  same  bark  7  43  per 
cent.,  a  difference  only  of  019  per  cent.  Again,  whilst  from 
the  total  amount  of  alkaloids,  viz.,  1-448  gramme,  obtained 
from  20  grammes  of  the  bark,  1-196,  or  82  6  per  cent.,  were 
extracted  by  the  first  two  molecules  of  acid,  0-252  gramme, 
or  17  4  per  cent.,  were  left  in  the  marc. 

On  assaying  the  liquid  extracts  carefully  prepared  by  me 
from  bark  B,  I  found  it  gave  5'98  per  cent,  of  alkaloids, 
whilst  the  extract  sent  me  by  the  manufacturer,  which  was 
made  from  the  same  bark,  yielded  only  5'4  per  cent. 

The  circumstance  that  in  the  first  case  the  marc  returned 
23-23  per  cent,  of  the  alkaloids,  and  in  the  second  case  only 
17  4  per  cent.,  is  very  interesting,  since  it  partly  explains  the 
different  results  obtained  by  many  of  the  critics  of  the  B.P. 
process. 

The  two  barks  upon  which  I  operated  were  from  the 
Government  plantations  in  Java,  but  from  different  localities. 
It  is,  therefore,  possible  that  the  inorganic  constituents  of 
the  barks  may  have  been  inlluenced  by  the  soil  in  which  the 
trees  had  grown.  Such  a  possibility  is  strengthened  by  the 
fact  that  some  months  back  I  obtained  by  burning 
100  grammes  of  Java  succirubra  bark,  containing  8'4  per  cent, 
of  alkaloids,  2188  grammes  of  ash.  Mr.  D.  Hooper,  the 
Government  quinologist  at  Ootacamund,  recently  informed 
me  that  he  finds  the  amount  of  ash  to  average  3  5  per  cent. 
The  2T88  grammes  of  ash  required  for  neutralisation  52  c.c. 
of  normal  sulphuric  acid,  but,  owing  to  the  fact  that  a  great 
part  of  the  bases  contained  in  the  ashes  are  combined  in  the 
bark  with  organic  acid,  the  final  result  of  my  examination 
was  that  of  these  52  c.c.  of  normal  acid  required  by  the  ash 
only  11-4  c.c.  were  expended  in  the  neutralisation  of  the 
inorganic  constituents  whilst  in  the  bark.  If  we  take  into 
consideration  that  28  parts  of  lime  are  equivalent  to  310  parts 
of  total  alkaloids,  it  is  easy  to  conceive  that  a  little  lime 
more  or  less  in  the  bark  may  exert  an  influence  on  the  pro- 
duct when  the  bark  is  treated  with  only  two  molecules  of 
HC1.

In  concluding  my  remarks  I  would  offer  the  following 
advice  to  the  makers  of  extractum  cinchona;  liquidum,  B.P. : — 

1.  As  about  20  per  cent,  of  the  alkaloids  of  the  bark  are 
invariably  retained  in  the  marc,  in  order  to  obtain  an  extract 
containing  5  per  cent,  of  alkaloids  it  is  absolutely  necessary 
to  select  a  bark  containing  not  less  than  6  25  per  cent,  of 
total  alkaloids. 

2.  For  every  10  drachms  of  alkaloids  contained  in  the  hark 
6j  fl.  drachms  of  hydrochloric  acid  (sp.  gr.  1-160)  must  be 
used,  as  100  fl.  drachms  of  such  an  acid  contain  nearly 
37-367  drachms  of  HC1. 

3.  The  marc  should  not  be  thrown  away,  but  the  alkaloids 
left  in  it  and  extracted  for  some  other  purpose,  using  the 
same  quantity  of  acid  which  has  been  taken  for  the 
preparation  of  the  extract. 


HOPBINE  AND  MORPHINE. 


IN  December  we  described  the  properties  of  "  Hopeine,"  a 
substance  reported  to  have  been  recently  discovered  by 
Dr.  Williamson  and  Mr.  Springmuehl,  and  said  to  be  the 
active  principle  of  hops.  During  the  past  month  this  hopeine 
has  been  investigated  by  several  French  chemists  and  physi- 
cians, who  all  came  to  the  conclusion  that  it  is  either  . 
morphine  or  an  alkaloid  exactly  similar  to  morphine.  This 
was  first  stated  publicly  at  a  meeting  of  the  Academy  of 
Medicine  on  January  27,  by  Dr.  Dnjardin-Beaumetz,  who 
based  his  assertions  on  some  experiments  which  had  been 
made  by  M.  Bardet  for  the  firm  of  Adrian  &  Co.  M.  Bardet's 
experiments  are  given  in  full  in  a  French  journal  called 
Nouveaux  llemedcs  (February  1,  1886),  which,  we  believe,  is 
in  some  way  connected  with  the  house  named.  In  that 
journal  is  published,  first,  a  translation  of  the  article  in  The 
Chemist  and  Druggist  for  December ;  then  a  history  of 
the  steps  taken  by  M.  Adrian  to  procure  some  samples  of  the 
alkaloid  for  Dr.  Dujardin-Beaurnetz  ;  then  the  analyses;  and, 
finally,  the  inevitable  homily  on  the  depravity  of  all  druggists 
outside  France. 

Messrs.  Adrian  &  Co.  obtained  their  hopeine  first  through 
the  firm  of  Thomas  Christy  &  Co.  here.    This,  M.  Bardet 
reports,  possessed  a  pronounced  sweetish  odour,  curiously  iflif 
like  that  of  wintergreen  oil,  and  ah  atom  placed  on  thelta 
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tongue,  besides  having  a  bitter  and  nauseous  taste,  left  a  pro- 
nounced burning  sensation,  like  the  action  of  essential  oils, 
These  properties  arousing  his  suspicion,  Dr.  Bardet  dissolved 
part  of  the  sample  in  alcohol,  which  dissolved  it  easily,  and, 
on  further  analysis,  he  became  convinced  it  was  morphine  he 
was  dealing  with. 

In  order  to  be  quite  certain  Dr.  Bardet  asked  M.  Adrian  to 
procure  him  some  more  hopeine,  but  from  different  British  |  [ 
firms,  in  order  to  have,  as  he  expressed  it,  "  samples  of  different 
marks." 

While  waiting  for  the  arrival  of  these  samples  another 
Parisian  chemist,  M.  A.  Petit,  who  had  also  conducted 
experiments  on  hopeine,  informed  Messrs.  Bardet  and  Adrian 
that  he  had  found  it  to  produce  exactly  the  same  reactions  | 
as  morphine,  and  M.  Adrian  was  further  surprised  by  being 
offered  by  agents  of  different  London  houses  large  quanti-  j 
ties  of  hopeine,  which  article  had  before  been  extremely 
scarce.  .  | 

The  second  lot  of  samples  arrived  from  London  in  sealed 
bottles,  some  from  Christy  and  others  from  the  original 
manufacturers,  the  Concentrated  Produce  Company,  and 
upon  these  being  opened  that  of  Christy  was  found  to 
possess  the  same  odour  of  wintergreen  oil  as  the  first,  while 
that  of  the  Company  smelt  strongly  of  hops.  In  other 
respects  the  two  had  the  same  properties,  and  were  subjected 
to  a  series  of  tests  which  were  held  to  prove  that  hopeine 
possesses  the  same  reactions  as  morphine,  and  is,  in  fact, 
identical  with  morphine  ;  that,  therefore,  either  hops  contain 
morphine — which  is  difficult  to  believe,  but  remarkable^  if  J  \ 
true— or  that  the  product  sold  as  hopeine  by  EnglisMW 
druggists  is  morphine  scented  with  an  essential  oil. 

Messrs.  Christy  &  Co.  have  very  freely  laid  before  us  all 
the  particulars  of  their  transactions  in  the  matter.  Of 
course  their  part  in  the  affair  has  been  simply  that  of  mer-  , 
chants,  although  they  must  accept  the  comments  of  the 
French  press  smilingly,  because  they  followed  the  frequent 
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■'  (ractice  of  substituting  their  label  for  that  of  the  original 
nil  tJjents. 

;e  i  Messrs.  Christy  &  Co.  inform  us  that  they  received  a  letter, 
'>:  lilted  January  26,  in  which  M.  Adrian  relates  the  analysis  of 
Ike  hopeine,  and  adds  that,  Christy  having  furnished  him 
j  ith  a  mixture  of  morphine  and  some  aromatic  substance 
s |r  hopeine,  he  refuses  to  pay  for  the  several  lots  he  has 
e  dpught  from  him.

Imbed  under  the  microscope  the  difference  between 
I  ebe  and  morphine  will  at  once  become  apparent,  and  the 
s  e  result  is  obtained  by  exposing  a  drop  of  the  alcoholic 
sntion  to  free  evaporation. 

The  point  of  solution  of  hopeine  is  under  100°  C,  that  of 
m  phine  over  120°  C.    The  point  of  sublimation  is  under 

■  !  C.  for  hopeine,  over  160°  U.  for  morphine.  The  smell 
1    ops  does  not  properly  belong  to  hopeine,  but  is  caused  by 

;;'  i  es  of  a  decomposition  product  of  the  alkaloid.  The 
<  racteristic  smell  of  hops,  although  expelled  from  hops  by 
t  drying  process,  may  be  revived  by  heating  it  with 
si>huric  acid. 

The  sediment  caused  in  concentrated  solutions  by  tannic 


acid  is  soluble  in  morphine  by  the  addition  of  a  drop  of 

hydrochloric  acid,  and  not  soluble  in  hopeine. 

"  There  are  also  great  physiological  differences  between 
morphine  and  hopeine,  especially  in  their  action  on  the  pupil. 
The  former  always  causing  myosis,  while  hopeine,  if  applied 
to  the  eye  of  a  cat  in  small  doses,  causes  dilatation  ;  in  large 
doses  the  mydriatic  action  on  the  human  eye  is  also  apparent. 
Crystallised  hopeine  only  should  be  used  in  experiments." 

Since  writing  the  above  we  have  heard  that  Messrs. 
Wigner  &  Harland's  analysis,  as  far  as  it  has  gone,  indicates 
no  chemical  difference  between  hopeine  and  morphine.  It  is 
stated,  however,  that  another  English  chemist  having  made 
some  preliminary  experiments  does  not  hold  the  same 
opinion ;  and  it  is  fair  to  the  Concentrated  Produce  Company 
to  say  that  they  have  undertaken  to  supply  to  Mr.  Christy 
and  M.  Petit,  as  independent  authorities,  sufficient  qaantities 
of  the  American  wild  hops  to  enable  them  to  test  their  pro- 
cess for  extracting  the  alkaloid.  Hopeine,  they  say,  is  with 
them  a  by-product,  their  chief  manufacture  being  a  con- 
densed beer  for  which  they  use  the  American  wild  hops. 


SPIRITS. 


IN  a  bulky  report  recently  published  by  the  Board  of 
Inland  Revenue,  a  retrospect  of  the  imposition  of  duty 
on  spirits  is  given  which  contains  many  points  of  interest. 
It  may  be  added  that  this  report  is  not  a  periodical  one. 
None  of  a  similar  character  has  been  published  during  the 
past  fifteen  years.  Concerning 

The  Production  of  Spirits, 
the  Board  say  : — 

Spirit,  in  the  United  Kingdom,  is  generally  made  from 
malted  and  unmalted  barley,  maize,  and  other  cereals,  but 
rice,  sugar,  and  molasses  are  also  occasionally  used. 

As  spirit  is  the  result  of  the  vinous  fermentation  of 
saccharine  substances,  any  materials  containing  sugar,  such 
as  beet-root,  or  which  are  composed  of  starch,  such  as 
potatoes,  can  be  used,  as,  indeed,  is  largely  the  case. 

There  are  three  steps  in  the  process  of  distillation  of  which 
the  revenue  laws  take  cognizance  :  (1)  the  "  mashing  "  of  the 
materials  with  hot  water,  by  which  the  starch  in  the  grain  is 
converted  into  sugar,  and  the  sugar  dissolved ;  the  produce 
of  this  operation  is  termed  "  wort."  (2)  The  fermentation  of 
the  wort  by  the  aid  of  yeast,  by  which  the  saccharine 
matter  is  decomposed  into  spirit  and  carbonic  acid  gas. 
This  fermented  wort  is  technically  called  "  wash."  (3) 
Distillation,  in  which  the  spirit  is  evaporated  from  the  wash, 
cooled  into  a  liquid  by  a  proper  apparatus,  and  obtained  in  a 
marketable  form. 

The  duty  is  almost  invariably  charged  on  the  spirit  finally 
produced  by  distillation,  but  to  guard  against  any  abstraction 
of  an  article  so  highly  taxed  in  the  process  of  manufacture, 
a  presumptive  duty  charge  is  raised  against  the  distiller,  from 
the  quantity  and  gravity  of  the  "  wort "  and  "  wash."  It  is 
based  on  the  loss  of  gravity  that  occurs  during  the  process 
of  fermentation,  and  is  technically  called  the  charge  from 
"  attenuation."  The  loss  of  gravity  depends  on  the  amount 
of  the  spirit  produced,  and  is  greatest  when  the  quantity  of 
spirit  produced  is  also  greatest.  Experiment  has  shown  that 
at  least  1  gallon  of  spirit  should  be  produced  from  every 
100  gallons  of  "  wash  "  for  every  5°  of  gravity  which  is  lost ; 
and  on  this  quantity,  whether  produced  or  not,  the  attenua- 
tion charge  renders  the  distiller  liable  to  pay  duty,  unless  he 
can  prove  an  accidental  loss  in  the  process  of  distillation. 

Proof  Spirit. 

The  duty  on  spirits  is  calculated  upon  the  quantity  there 
would  be  found  if  they  were  brought  to  a  standard  strength 
called  "proof."     The  Hydrometer  Act,  58  Geo.  3,  c.  28, 
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defines  "  proof  spirit  "  to  be  that  which  at  the  temperature  of 
51°  Fahr.  weighs  i|  parts  of  an  equal  bulk  of  water.  As  it 
would  be  impracticable  to  briDg  all  spirits  to  this  precise 
strength,  the  Act  prescribes  Sikes'  hydrometer  and  a  book  of 
tables  to  be  used  in  testing,  which  indicate  with  great  exact- 
ness the  percentage  by  which  any  spirit  is  under  proof  or 
over  proof ;  thus,  100  gallons  at  30  per  cent,  under  proof 
would  be  70  gallons  at  proof,  and,  similarly,  100  gallons  at 
30  per  cent,  over  proof  would  be  130  gallons  at  proof,  and  the 
duty  would  be  charged  accordingly. 

It  would  be  interesting  to  learn  how  the  standard  of 
"  proof  "  came  to  be  adopted,  but  the  history  of  the  matter  is 
7ery  obscure.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  it  is  found  by  mixing 
nearly  equal  weights  of  pure  alcohol  and  water. 

The  precise  composition  of  proof  spirit  was  last  determined 
by  Mr.  Drinkwater  in  1848,  and  the  result  communicated  to 
the  Chemical  Society  by  the  late  Professor  Graham.  It  was 
found  that  100  measures  of  alcohol  mixed  with  8182 
measures  of  water  made  spirit  at  the  strength  of  "  proof.  ' 
The  bulk  of  the  mixture  was  only  175  25  instead  of  181  82,  in 
consequence  of  the  interpenetration  of  the  two  fluids  when 
mixed.  From  this  it  was  calculated  that  proof  spirit  contains 
57  per  cent,  of  alcohol,  a  result  which  agrees  very  nearly 
with  the  indications  of  Gay  Lussac's  and  Tralle's  hydrometers 
in  use  on  the  Continent. 

These  hydrometers  indicate  the  percentage  of  pure  alcohol 
present  in  any  spirit,  which,  at  first  sight,  seems  a  more 
scientific  method  than  our  own ;  and,  on  this  account,  most 
probably,  the  question  of  an  improved  hydrometer  for  the 
United  Kingdom  was  referred  to  a  committee  of  the  Royal 
Society  in  1832.  Mr.  Faraday  reported,  however,  that  a 
definite  mixture  of  alcohol  and  water  was  to  be  preferred  to 
pure  alcohol  as  a  standard  as  being  invariable  in  its  com- 
position and  more  easily  identified. 

By  the  ordinary  process  of  distillation  in  common  stills, 
the  average  strength  of  the  spirit  produced  will  vary  from 
15  to  25  per  cent,  over  proof,  and  seldom  exceeds  40  per 
cent.,  but  by  means  of  a  complex  apparatus  known  as  Coffey's 
still  a  uniform  strength  of  about  60  per  cent,  over  proof 
may  be  obtained.  By  Coffey's  still  the  spirit  is  deprived  of 
those  oils  which  give  the  characteristic  flavour  to  Scotch  and 
Irish  whiskies,  and  is  made  more  suitable  for  compounding 
into  gin  and  other  flavoured  spirits. 

So  great  is  the  affinity  of  alcohol  for  water  that  no  process 
of  distillation  is  able  to  effect  a  complete  separation,  and 
chemical  means  are,  therefore,  resorted  to  when  perfectly 
pure  alcohol  is  required. 

Excise  Powees. 

In  order  to  obtain  a  correct  account  of  the  various  distillery 
operations,  the  Excise  officer  has  to  gauge  the  vessels, 
examine  and  take  an  account  of  the  contents,  and  to  survey 
the  premises.  The  distiller  is  required  to  give  previous 
notice  of  each  brewing,  and  when  the  wort  is  collected  in  the 
fermenting-utensils  he  has  to  deliver  a  declaration  to  the 
officer,  specifying  the  quantity  and  gravity  of  the  wort. 

The  distiller  is  also  required  to  declare  the  quantity  of  the 
materials  used  and  the  number  of  gallons  of  spirits  produced 
at  proof  strength. 

The  distilling  process  is  placed  entirely  under  the  control 
of  the  Excise  officers,  who  are  required  to  secure  the  stills 
and  other  vessels  with  revenue  locks. 

The  spirit,  when  distilled,  remains  under  the  control  of  the 
officer,  and  cannot  be  removed  without  an  official  "  permit." 

The  principal  Act  for  regulating  the  manufacture,  &c,  of 
spirit  is  43  &  44  Vict.  c.  24. 

This  important  measure,  which  is  termed  the  Spirits  Act, 
1880,  consolidated  the  numerous  enactments  previously  in 


force,  and,  though  it  did  not  in  substance  alter  the  former 
law,  it  simplified  it  in  many  respects,  and  brought  it  into 
what  is  believed  to  be  the  most  convenient  possible  form. 

Retrospect  of  the  Law  since  1820. 

In  the  year  1820  illicit  distillation  had  become  so  prevalent 
in  Scotland  and  Ireland  that  more  than  half  the  spirits 
actually  consumed  were  supplied  by  the  smuggler.  The 
regulations  had  been  found  inadequate  to  the  collection  of 
duties  so  high  as  were  then  imposed.  They  were,  however, 
at  the  same  time  so  stringent  and  so  ill-contrived  as  to 
prevent  the  licensed  distil  er  from  producing  spirits  equal  in 
quality  to  those  of  the  smuggler. 

In  1821  the  evil  had  reached  an  alarming  height,  and  a 
Parliamentary  Commission  was  appointed  to  investigate  the 
subject  and  propose  a  remedy. 

The  recommendations  of  that  Commission  were  embodied 
in  an  Act  passed  in  1823,  by  which  the  duty  was  reduced 
from  6.s-.  2d.  in  Scotland,  and  5s.  Id.  in  Ireland,  to  2s.  4j|d. 
per  Imperial  gallon  for  both  countries.  New  regulations 
were  also  introduced,  which  had  the  singular  merit  of  com- 
bining great  additional  security  to  the  revenue  with  the 
release  of  the  distiller  from  many  of  the  trammels  under 
which  he  had  hitherto  conducted  his  operations. 

This  Act  worked  so  well  in  Scotland  and  Ireland  that,  in 
1825,  regulations  of  a  similar  character  were  established  in 
England,  and  the  English  duty  was  reduced  from  lis.  8\d.  to 
Is.  per  gallon. 

The  result  of  these  changes  was  a  most  surprising  increase 
of  legally-made  spirits.  In  1820  the  quantity  made  in  the 
United  Kingdom,  which  was  retained  for  home  consumption 
was  9,450,000  gallons.    In  1826  it  was  18,230,000. 

Further  experience  only  served  to  confirm  this  evidence  of 
the  wisdom  of  the  arrangements  made  in  1823  and  1825; 
and  the  security  which  they  afforded  to  the  revenue  was  such 
as  to  enable  the  Government  gradually  to  increase  the  duties 
to— 

7."!.  lO^Z.  per  gallon  in  England, 

3.?.   8d.  „  Scotland,  and 

2s.   8d.  „  Ireland. 

Beyond  this  there  were  no  important  alterations  in  the  distil- 
lery laws  until  the  year  1847. 

Up  to  that  time  the  only  materials  for  distillation  recog- 
nised by  law  were  grain,  malted  and  unmalted,  duty-paid 
sugar,  potatoes,  and  mangold  -  wurzel.  These,  however 
(excepting  malted  and  unmalted  grain),  were  not  allowed  to- 
be  used  in  combination  ;  and  this  regulation,  together  with 
the  exaction  of  the  Customs  duty  on  sugar,  amounted  to  a  : 
virtual  prohibition  of  distillation  from  any  other  material 
than  grain. 

In  1846  public  attention  was  directed  to  this  subject.   The  I 
West  Indian  proprietors  strongly  urged  the  impolicy  and  the 
injustice  of  excluding  their  produce  from  the  breweries  and  ! 
distilleries  of  this  country  ;  and  it  became  a  question  of  much 
moment  to  determine  whether  the  use  of  sugar  and  molasses, 
mixed  or  unmixed  with  other  materials,  could  be  allowed 
without  impairing  the  security  of  the  revenue.    Experiments  ; 
were  commenced  for  this  purpose  in  the  Excise  laboratory, 
where  the  comparative  value  of  barley,  malt,  sugar,  and 
molasses  to  the  distiller  and  brewer  was  accurately  ascer- 
tained. 

As  a  consequence,  in  the  course  of  the  session  of  1847,  the 
Act  10  Vict.  c.  6  was  passed,  authorising  the  use  of  sugar  in 
distilleries,  with  a  drawback  of  the  Customs  duty,  excepting 
so  much  as  would  be  sufficient  to  countervail  the  duty  on  the 
small  quantity  of  malt  necessarily  used  by  distillers.  In  the 
following  year  the  use  of  molasses  and  treacle  and  the 
mixture  of  these  with  grain  and  malt  were  also  allowed. 

In  the  three  years  1853,  1854,  and  1855  rapid  changes  were 
made  in  the  rates  of  the  spirit  duties.    In  the  latter  year  : 
they  were  fixed  at  8s.  per  gallon  in  England  and  Scotland, 
and  at  6.?.  2d.  per  gallon  in  Ireland. 
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i  In  1858  the  duty  in  Ireland  was  raised  to  8.?.  by  Mr. 
Disraeli,  and  the  duty  was  thus  equalised  throughout  the 
United  Kingdom. 

In  1860  the  duty  was  raised  by  Mr.  Gladstone  to  10s.  per 
gallon,  the  rate  at  which  it  now  stands. 

I    [The  report  gives  at  some  length  the  history  of  the  discus- 
i.  llion  in  reference  to  the  admission  of  foreign  spirits  conse- 
Hjuent  on  the  French  Commercial  Treaty  of  1860,  and  of  the 
j  Reasons  for  the  imposition  of  the  surtax  of  5d.  (to  compensate 
iiome  distillers  for  certain  expenses  involved  in  the  Excise 
:   Regulations).    This  surtax  was  reduced  in  1881  to  4f/.] 

i:   With  these  slight  exceptions,  there  'have  been  no  changes

that  have  occurred  since  that  time  in  the  produc3  of  the  tax

It  was  in  1875-76  that  the  taxes  on  alcohol  reached  their

The  Warehousing  of  Spirits. 

Since  the  year  1823  the  Scotch  and  Irish  distillers  have 
een  allowed  to  deposit  their  spirits  in  warehouses  without 
aymen't  of  duty.    This  privilege  was  valuable  to  them,  as 
hey  were  in  the  habit  of  preparing  spirits  for  direct  con- 
[lumption  without  previous  rectification,  and  these  spirits 
cquired  an  additional  value  with  age.  The  English  distillers, 
i  n  the  other  hand,  used  in  former  times  to  prepare  spirits  for 
i;    ,ie  rectifier  only,  and  did  not  care  about  warehousing  them 
scept  when  they  were  intended  for  exportation,  which  was 
(inctioned  by  an  Act  passed  in  1825.    It  was  not  until  1848 
,■■     hat  a  general   system   of  warehousing  was  established 
V;     nroughout  the  United  Kingdom  for  spirits  intended  for 
-.  %ome  consumption  as  well  as  for  exportation.    Since  that 
•     tme  frequent  changes  have  been  made  in  the  law  to  suit  the 

onvenience  of  the  trade. 
g    I  The  report  then  gives  a  brief  summary  of   the  most 
piportant  provisions  of  the  present  law  relating  to  ware- 
housing. 

;      j  To  sum  up,  the  proprietor  of  spirits  may  put  them  into  a 
S|;rarehouse  without  paying  the  heavy  duty  upon  them,  and  in 
.,     his  way  save  the  interest  on  his  money.    The  spirits  them- 
^     blves  mature  and  become  more  valuable  during  the  time 
jj  I  bey  are  so  kept  in  the  warehouse,  and,  lastly,  the  proprietor 
if  the  spirits  need  not  pay  the  duty  upon  them  until  he  has 
pund  a  purchaser  for  them,  or  he  may  sell  them  to  remain 
i  a.  bond  in  the  purchaser's  name.

We  feel  bound  to  call  attention  to  the  immense  importance 
hat  would  attach  to  the  warehousing  system  if  a  proposal 
hould  ever  be  made  to  increase  the  present  rate  of  the 
pirit  duties. 


AVe  have  stated  that  at  present  the  amount  of  British 
spirits  in  warehouse  is  59,245,000  gallons.  This  amount  is 
in  itself  sufficient  for  the  consumption  of  over  two  years, 
the  annual  consumption  being  now  about  28,000,000  gallons. 

If  the  slightest  suspicion  were  excited  that  an  increase  in 
the  spirit  duties  was  contemplated,  a  large  amount  of  this 
stock  would  at  once  be  taken  out  of  warehouse,  the  duty  at 
the  present  rate  would  be  paid  upon  it,  and  the  spirits  would 
be  sent  into  consumption. 

Until  they  were  exhausted  there  would  be  no  necessity  for 
fresh  spirits,  on  which  the  new  and  higher  duty  would  be 
chargeable,  and  the  supply  of  them  would  be  proportionately 
small,  and  any  expectations  of  immediately  increased  revenue 
would  be  disappointed. 

Such  a  disappointment  actually  happened  in  1860,  when 
the  duty  was  raised  from  8s.  to  10,?.  per  gallon. 

Before  the  financial  statement  was  made  in  that  year,  an 
i  mpression  prevailed  that  the  spirit  duties  were  to  be 
increased,  and  in  the  space  of  a  fortnight  nearly  2,250,000 
gallons  were  taken  out  of  the  warehouses,  although  the 
whole  quantity  warehoused  was  then  only  about  10,000,000 
gallons. 

The  duty  on  the  spirit  thus  taken  out  was  paid  in  the 
financial  year  1859  60,  and  the  receipts  of  that  year  were 
thereby  abnormally  increased.  But  the  following  year 
suffered  in  consequence,  and  while  in  the  first  year  the  spirit 
duties  at  an  8s.  rate  brought  into  the  Exchequer  9,778,960/.. 
in  the  second  year,  at  a  10s.  rate,  they  contributed  onlv 
9,225,538/. 

Exportation  of  Spirits. 

The  extension  of  the  warehousing  system  in  1848  was  fol- 
lowed by  a  great  development  of  the  trade  in  the  exportation 
of  spirits.  In  1849  only  322,000  gallons  of  spirits  were 
exported.  In  1854  this  quantity  had  more  than  doubled, 
and  in  1855  it  rose  with  an  enormous  bound  to  3,840,000 
gallons.  Of  this  amount  more  than  3,000,000  gallons  went 
to  France,  where  there  had  been  a  failure  in  the  vines.  In 
the  two  following  years,  owing,  no  doubt,  to  the  same  cause, 
France  also  drew  upon  us  very  largely,  and  the  total  quanti- 
ties exported  from  the  United  Kingdom  exceeded  4,800,00t 
gallons  per  annum. 

Spirits  exported  have  never  since  reached  so  high  a  figure, 
and  they  have  fluctuated  greatly.  On  the  whole,  they  have 
averaged  during  the  last  ten  years  about  2,000,000  gallons 
while  in  the  preceding  ten  years  they  only  averaged  about 
1,500,000  gallons.    Last  year  the  total  was  2,588,000  gallons 

There  have  been  very  great  changes  amongst  our  principal 
customers.  In  the  sixteen  years  from  1849  to  1864  our 
average  annual  exportation  to  France,  Portugal,  Italy, 
Turkey,  and  the  Channel  Islands  was  1,400,000  gallons ; 
in  the  last  twenty  years  it  has  been  only  160,000  gallons. 

On  the  other  hand,  during  the  same  periods,  our  average 
exportation  has  increased  from  100,000  to  230,000  gallons  in 
the  case  of  the  AVest  Coast  of  Africa,  from  50,000  to  145,000 
gallons  in  the  case  of  British  India,  and  from  400,000  to 
670,000  gallons  in  the  case  of  Australia. 

These  figures,  we  must  premise,  are  approximate  only,  but 
they  are  quite  accurate  enough  for  a  general  statement,  suc'i 
as  we  are  now  making. 

The  exports  to  Australia  have  lately  increased  with  very 
great  rapiditv,  and  average  for  the  last  five  years  more  than 
1,000,000  gallons. 

The  exports  to  America  have  varied  but  little  since  1849, 
but  we  find  that,  whereas  in  the  earlier  years  of  the  period 
the  United  States  took  more  than  British  North  America, 
the  contrary  is  now  the  case.  The  average  of  the  spirits 
exported  to  the  whole  of  America  is  only  about  300,000 
gallons  a  year. 

The  main  cause  of  these  great  changes  is,  doubtless,  to 
be  found  in  the  fact  that  France  and  Portugal  no  longer 
import  our  plain  spirit  for  fortifying  their  wines.  Its  place 
has  been  taken  either  by  spirit  manufactured  by  themselves, 
or  else,  as  is  believed  to  be  largely  the  case,  by  German  spirit, 
which  they  can  obtain  at  an  exceedingly  cheap  rate. 

AVith  India  and  the  colonies  it  is  a  different  matter.  Since 
the  passing  of  the  Act  11  and  12  Vict.  c.  122,  by  which 
drawback  on  British  compounds  exported  was  first  granted . 
they  have  been  in  the  habit  of  importing  compounded  spiri  i 
from  us,  and  they  naturally  import  it  in  larger  quantitie- 
as  their  populations  extend  and  facilities  of  communicatior 
increase. 
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Methylated  Spirit. 

Owing  to  the  high  price  of  duty-paid  spirit  in  this 
country,  it  was  considered  advisable  in  1855  to  resort  to 
legislation  for  the  purpose  of  allowing  the  use  of  duty-free 
spirit  in  connection  with  manufactures,  in  many  of  which 
spirit  was  absolutely  required. 

It  was  necessary  that  some  steps  should  be  taken  in  con- 
sequence of  foreign  competition  (the  duty  on  spirit  on  the 
Continent  being  low),  and  also  owing  to  the  general  employ- 
ment in  manufacture  of  inferior  substitutes  for  spirit,  by 
which  the  character  of  the  goods  themselves  was  injured. 
Accordingly  the  Act  18  and  19  Vict.  cap.  38  was  passed,  by 
which,  subject  to  very  stringent  regulations,  the  use  of  duty- 
free spirit  was  sanctioned,  provided  that  it  was  mixed  with 
10  per  cent,  of  methyl  or  wood  naphtha.  The  Spirits  Act  of 
1880,  43  and  44  Vict.  cap.  24,  makes  the  law  very  clear  as  to 
the  preparation,  sale,  and  use  of  this  compound. 

The  principal  regulations  are  briefly  these  : — No  unautho- 
rised person  is  allowed  to  methylate,  or  to  supply  or  to  use, 
methylated  spirit.  Methylation  may  only  take  place,  and 
methylated  spirit  may  only  be  kept,  on  authorised  premises. 
The  least  quantity  which  may  be  prepared  at  one  time  in  the 
case  of  British  spirits  is  500  gallons.  Strict  accounts  of  the 
quantities  of  the  spirit  in  the  possession  of  methylators  are 
kept  by  the  officers  of  excise,  who  may  inspect  the  premises 
in  which  the  spirits  are  deposited,  and  take  samples  of  the 
spirits  themselves,  at  any  hour  of  the  day.  The  chief 
dangers  to  be  guarded  against  are  the  use  of  the  spirit  in 
beverages  and  its  employment  in  the  preparation  of  medicines 
for  internal  use. 

We  have  been  obliged  on  various  occasions  to  take  proceed- 
ings for  penalties  in  cases  where  we  have  discovered  the 
existence  of  fraudulent  practices.  In  1857  the  quantity  of 
methylated  spirit  used  was  only  209,000  gallons.  The  con- 
sumption, which  has  grown  steadily,  now  exceeds  2,300,000 
gallons.  The  duty  on  the  licence  of  a  methylated-spirit 
maker  is  10?.  10.?.,  and  on  that  of  a  retailer  10s.  The  number 
of  makers  in  the  United  Kingdom  at  the  present  time  is  16, 
and  retailers  7,702. 

Illicit  Distillation. 

Prior  to  the  passing  of  the  Methylated  Spirit  Act  of  1858 
the  practice  of  illicit  distillation  was  carried  on  to  a  very 
large  extent. 

There  can  be  no  doubt  that  this  was  largely  due  to  the 
increasing  number  of  manufactures  which  required  the 
presence  of  spirit  in  their  composition. 

By  the  passing  of  the  Act  in  question,  duty-free  spirit, 
combined  with  wood  naphtha,  was  allowed  to  be  used  for 
manufacturing  purposes,  and,  as  a  consequence,  illicit 
distillation  decreased. 

The  following  tabular  decennial  statement  shows  the 
number  of  detections  made  during  the  last  fifty  years  : —

We  have  every  reason  to  be  gratified  with  the  result,  more 
especially  with  regard  to  England  and  Scotland,  if  we  take 
into  consideration  the  magnitude  of  the  spirit  trade  and  the 
large  amount  of  duty  involved. 

As  the  strictest  vigilance  is  exercised  by  our  officers,  we 
are  of  opinion  that  not  many  cases  of  illicit  distillation  escape 
detection. 

Of  Ireland  we  cannot  speak  quite  so  favourably.  Illicit 
distillation  in  that  country  seems  indeed  to  be  localised  to  a 
great  extent,  and  to  be  confined  to  the  poorest  classes.  The 
average  number  of  detections  is  also  much  less  than  it  used  to 
be  fifteen  years  ago ;  but,  notwithstanding  the  valuable 
services  of  the  Koyal  Irish  Constabulary  and  the  coastguard, 
which  we  are  glad  to  take  this  opportunity  of  most  gratefully 
acknowledging,  it  still  remains  altogether  out  of  proportion  to 
the  corresponding  numbers  of  cases  in  England  and  Scotland. 


THE  CHOLERA  IN  SPAIN. 


[This  article  has  been  written  for  . The  Chemist  and 
Druggist  by  a  pharmacist  who  has  had  exceptional  oppor- 
tunities during  the  past  summer  and  autumn  of  becoming 
familiar  with  the  characteristics  and  treatment  of  cholera  in 
some  of  the  invaded  districts  in  Spain.] 

IT  is  proved  beyond  doubt  that  the  cholera  in  Spain  is 
genuinely  Asiatic,  originally  brought  from  Tonquin  to 
Toulon  by  a  French  transport,  thence  to  Marseilles  by 
another  ship,  then  on  to  Oran,  and  finally  entering  the  pro- 
vince of  Alicante  in  some  contraband  goods  introduced  into 
Spain  in  spite  of  Custom-house  officials,  quarantines,  laza- 
rettos, and  other  special  precautions.  The  cholera  thus 
imported  began  its  ravages  in  marshy  localities  where  inter- 
mittent fever  constantly  exists,  and  all  through  last  winter 
subsisted  in  a  semi-dormant  condition  in  the  Valencian  pro- 
vinces, until  in  April  came  disastrous  inundations  which 
carried  away  bridges,  drains,  &c,  leaving  fresh  and  increased 
marshes,  which  under  the  action  of  the  first  summer  heats 
formed  so  many  hot-beds  for  the  propagation  of  the  dreaded 
scourge,  which  then  assumed  a  more  active  form,  and  by  a 
series  of  explosions  overran  the  provinces  of  Murcia,  Castel- 
lon,  Aranjuez,  Zaragoza,  Valencia,  Cuenca,  Carthagena,  Don 
Benito,  and  more  than  500  towns  in  the  most  opposite  direc- 
tions. 

It  has  been  found  that  clothing  and  similar  articles  are 
the  usual  carriers  of  the  microbe,  gases,  poison,  germ,  or 
whatever  it  may  be,  and  that  the  disease  was  propagated  in 
the  laundries,  attacking  the  washerwomen  and  those  who 
wore  the  linen  there  washed ;  that  in  river-water  and 
marshes  the  poison  is  conducted  and  increased,  and  those 
who  drink  from  them  or  breathe  near  them  acquire  the  dis- 
ease ;  that  many  people  are  not  susceptible  to  the  infection, 
but  can  carry  about  with  them  the  germs,  which  they  may 
communicate  to  others  who  are. 

The  town  of  Don  Benito  was  infected  by  a  traveller  who 
was  not  attacked  at  all,  but  whose  linen  on  being  washed 
killed  his  washerwoman  and  communicated  the  disease  to 
other  people  whose  linen  was  washed  at  the  same  time  in 
the  same  stream,  and  thus  began  the  epidemic  in  that 
locality.  The  cholera  was  taken  to  Monteagudo  by  a  reaper 
from  the  province  of  Zaragoza,  who,  being  attacked  suddenly, 
vomited  in  a  doorway,  some  of  the  vomit  falling  on  a  pajl 
The  pail  was  washed  and  taken  afterwards  to  the  fountain 
or  well  which  supplied  the  village  with  water,  the  result 
being  that  the  well  was  contaminated,  and  in  a  few  days 
the  800  inhabitants  were  all  attacked  and  265  died. 

It  is  some  consolation  to  find  that,  almost  without  excep- 
tion, all  the  doctors  and  chemists  throughout  the  country 
have  done  their  duty.  In  Aranjuez  and  wherever  necessary 
the  chemists'  shops  were  open  day  and  night,  a  long  stream 
of  people  outside  waiting  their  turn  to  be  served.  One 
chemist  who  had  no  assistant  went  on  dispensing  prescrip- 
tions night  and  day  until  he  could  no  longer  stand ;  he  then 
sat  down  and  people  handed  him  the  bottles  he  required, 
until  at  last  his  hands  got  cramped;  he  could  no  longer  work, 
and  had  to  close  his  shop.  The  mayors  and  town  councils 
did  not,  unfortunately,  all  do  their  duty  In  Granada  and  in 
Valencia  the  confusion  was  horrible.  Corpses  remained  more 
than  forty-eight  hours  in  the  houses  where  they  had  died; 
infected  linen  and  clothing  ordered  to  be  burnt  was  in  many 
cases  not  removed  for  eight  days,  and  in  some  not  at  all.  In 
the  latter  town  public  coaches  carried  the  dead  to  the 
cemeteries  for  10  pesetas  (8s.)  each,  and  immediately  after- 
wan1^  would  take  passengers  to  the  neighbouring  villages. 
In  the  town  hall  were  found  in  a  heap  more  than  1,000  death 
certificates  which  had  not  been  taken  to  the  registrar,  and  it 
was  thus  discovered  that  in  some  days  there  had  been  as 
many  as  500  deaths  and  1,000  attacked. 

In  many  counties  the  capitals  have  not  suffered  at  all,  or 
only  slightly.  Only  five  large  towns  have  suffered  severely— 
Valencia,  Zaragoza,  Murcia,  Granada,  and  Cadiz.  The 
smaller  country  towns  and  villages  have  contributed  the 
greatest  number  of  victims.  Ignorance  has  been  an  im- 
portant factor  for  the  propagation  of  the  epidemic.  The 
report  gained  ground  over  nearly  the  whole  of  Spain  that 
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jfc  doctors  had  orders  to  poison  all  cholera  patients,  so  that 
I  lower  classes  would  not  call  them  in,  and  large  numbers, 

■  o,  properly  treated  in  time,  would  have  been  saved,  died  in 

■  sequence.  In  many  instances  the  doctors  have  been 
oiiged  to  take  their  own  medicines  to  convince  their 
llients  that  they  were  not  poisonous.  Entire  townships 
i)  acted  independently,  established  illegal  quarantines 
«.  lazarettos,  walled  up  the  entrances,  cut  trenches  across 
m  roads,  and  committed  other  excesses,  with  the  object  of 
Mating  themselves  from  the  infected  districts.  In  other 
flts  also  the  fumigation  of  travellers  was  carried  on  in  a 
bibarous  manner.  In  one  case  five  gipsies  were  smothered 
w  death  by  burning  sulphur,  and  many  have  suffered 
Bbrely.  One  traveller  who  tried  to  escape  fumigation  was 
si  led  to  death,  whilst  several  were  wounded  and  killed 
■shots  fired  at  them  when  trying  to  break  through  the 

itary  cordons. 

I  he  death-rate  has  varied  greatly,  not  only  through  the 
.  «erent  virulence  of  the  epidemic  in  various  points,  but 
al  owing  to  the  precautions  taken  for  the  early  treatment 
a  be  disease  in  some  towns.    Zaragoza  was  foremost  in  the 
avity  displayed  for  the  care  of  the  attacked.   The  epidemic 
'  we  was  very  severe,  and  yet  the  proportion  of  deaths  was 
w  low  ;  which  was  entirely  due  to  the  courage  and  deve- 
tl  displayed  by  all  in  at  once  attending  to  the  sick.  Tho 
Jjn  death-rate  for  the  whole  of  Spain  has  been  about  33 
.  p  cent,  of  the  attacked. 

[together  over  100,000  people  died  during  the  year  of 
tn  cholera,  and  of  these  not  quite  50  were  doctors  and 
cl  aists.    There  being  over  20,000  doctors  and  chemists 
tising  in  Spain,  they  have  escaped  pretty  well. 

Precautions  and  Eemedies. 

ie  precautions  found  most  efficacious  and  practical  for 
tJIbrevention  of  cholera  were  :  —

~  ti  blerful  of  water  sweetened  to  taste  once  a  day  ;  if  pure 
sj  lg  water  cannot  be  obtained,  all  water  used  should  be 
:  p  iously  boiled,  and  that  intended  for  drinking  further 
ai  ted  by  shaking  in  a  bottle  three  quarters  full.    All  linen 
"",t(fje  washed  at  home,  and  finally  rinsed  in  boiling  water. 
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le  in  a  low  state  of  health  or  living  in  a  locality  where 
s  are  common  should  take  daily  a  small  dose  of  quinine. 
:  contact  with  a  cholera  patient  or  with  suspicious 
er  a  disinfecting  wash  to  be  used,  composed  of  two 
i  corrosive  sublimate  in  1,000  parts  of  water. 
)late  the  first  cases  completely,  and  all  who  have  been 
h  tantact  with  the  attacked,  burning  all  clothing  and  dis- 
in  ting  the  whole  house  by  burning  a  sufficient  quantity  of 
st|mr  in  all  the  rooms. 

travellers  to  be  daily  visited  by  a  doctor  during  eight 
after  their  arrival,  and  their  linen  washed  in  a  special 
;di|  fecting  laundry.  Luggage  and  correspondence  to  be 
fected  by  exposure  to  hot- dry  air  in  ovens  heated  to 
)r  90°  C.  The  importation  of  fruits,  vegetables,  rags, 
ers,  and  wool  from  the  infected  districts  to  be  strictly 
bited. 

je  curative  agents  employed  have  been  numerous,  but 
thijest  results  have  been  obtained  with  the  diluted  mineral 
ao||,  subnitrate  and  salicylate  of  bismuth,  salicylic  acid, 
<>pi,a  in  all  its  different  forms,  chlorodyne,  and  charcoal. 

■Granada  rectal  etherisation  was  used  with  considerable 
su||ss  in  the  two  first  stages  of  the  disease,  the  apparatus 
rejred  being  a  very  simple  one.  A  16-oz.  bottle  con- 
taf  ig  sulphuric  ether,  and  connected  by  an  indiarubber 
tub  and  pipe  to  rectum,  is  placed  in  a  water-bath  heated  to 
32°  ,r  34°  c.  The  right  moment  to  use  it  is  when  the 
chjjra  symptoms  are  unmistakable— sunken  eyes,  loss  of 
vo«t|  cold  breath,  cramps,  &c. 


Cholera  Medicine  Chests. 
■Jen  the  cholera  drew  near  his  district,  the  writer  was 
reqisted  to  prepare  a  number  of  special  portable  medicine- 


chests,  which  could  be  rapidly  conveyed  to  isolated  places 
and  the  first  remedies  administered  whilst  awaiting  the 
arrival  of  the  physician,  who  could  then  further  prescribe 
from  the  same  chest.  As  some  of  the  readers  of  this  journal 
may  at  a  future  time  find  themselves  similarly  situated,  the 
complete  details  of  the  chest  selected  will  probably  be 
interesting.  The  knapsack  form  was  decided  upon  because 
of  its  great  convenience  for  carrying  across  the  mountain- 
paths  ;  weight  not  to  exceed  20  lbs.  The  material  selected 
was  zinc,  being  light,  clean,  and  easily  worked  by  the  avail- 
able tinsmiths.  The  external  measurements  were  48  centi- 
metres by  32  centimetres  wide  by  9  centimetres  deep.  The 
whole  front  opened  as  a  door,  fastened  by  a  little  padlock,  and 
the  joints  were  protected  from  the  weather  by  a  ledge  carried 
all  the  way  round.  Two  straps  buckled  round  the  case  made 
it  quite  secure,  and  at  the  back  were  the  two  usual  adjust- 
able shoulder-straps  for  carrying  it  as  a  knapsack.  The 
inside  arrangements  of  the  chests  were  as  follows : —

No.  1  is  a  tinplate  drawer,  31  centimetres  long,  6  centi- 
metres high,  and  8  centimetres  deep,  containing  1  tube  drop 
counter  and  1  oz.  bottle  each  of  chlorodyne,  Sydenham's 
laudanum,  Rubini's  spirits  of  camphor,  Hoffman's  anodyne, 
and  subnitrate  of  bismuth  in  fine  powder. 

No.  2  is  a  shelf  10  centimetres  high,  on  which  are  placed 

square  tin  boxes  with  close-fitting  lids,  each  bos  10  centi- 
metres high,  8  centimetres  deep,  and  5  centimetres  wide, 
with  a  ring  soldered  in  front  to  draw  it  out  by.  These  boxes 
contain  black  tea,  lime-tree  flowers,  lump  sugar,  rice,  starch, 
and  flowers  of  sulphur. 

No.  3  is  a  little  shelf  6  centimetres  high,  8  centimetres 
deep,  and  8  centimetres  wide,  into  which  exactly  fits  a  square 
tin  box  of  the  same  dimensions  and  filled  with  linseed  meal. 

No.  4  is  a  shelf  same  size  as  No  3,  into  which  fit  three 
small  tin  boxes,  one  8  centimetres  deep,  8  centimetres  wide, 
and  3  centimetres  high,  filled  with  Kigollot's  mustard  leaves ; 
another  8  centimetres  deep,  3j  centimetres  wide,  and 
3  centimetres  high,  filled  with  cinnamon,  and  the  third  of  the 
same  size  as  the  last,  filled  with  salicylic  acid. 

No.  5  is  a  shelf  15  centimetres  high,  8  centimetres  deep, 
and  15^  centimetres  wide,  and  is  made  to  hold  three  tall 
4-oz.  stoppered  bottles,  each  in  a  close-fitting  round  tin  case, 
and  containing  compound  spirits  of  melissa,  concentrated 
sulphuric-acid  lemonade  (2  drachms  acid  to  4  oz.  of  water), 
and  tranquil  balsam.  In  front  of  these  3  bottles  is  placed  a 
flat  tin  box  15£  centimetres  by  5  centimetres  by  2  centi- 
metres deep,  which  serves  to  hold  the  written  instructions, 
and  also  keeps  the  bottles  in  their  places. 

No.  6  is  a  shelf  15  centimetres  high,  8  centimetres  deep, 
and  10i  centimetres  wide,  made  to  hold  two  tall  4-oz. 
stoppered  bottles,  each  in  a  close-fitting  round  tin  case,  and 
containing  turpentine  and  common  muriatic  a'ud.  In  front 
of  these  two  bottles  is  fitted  a  well-corked  flat  tin  bottle, 
10  centimetres  wide,  2  centimetres  deep,  and  12  centimetres 
high,  containing  French  absinthe  liqueur,  in  which  has  been 
dissolved  2  grains  of  salicylic  acid  per  ounce  of  liqueur. 

No.  7  is  a  shelf  5  centimetres  wide,  8  centimetres  deep, 
and  15  centimetres  high,  in  which  is  placed  a  4-oz.  pear- 
shaped  indiarubber  enema-bottle. 

Nos.  8  and  9  are  alike,  each  8  centimetres  deep  and  8  wide 
by  24  centimetres  high,  and  each  contain  a  tall  16-oz.  wide- 
mouthed  round  stoppered  bottle  filled  with  chloride  of  lime 
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For  a  chest  intended  to  be  used  by  English  hands  the 
compound  spirits  of  melissa  could  be  replaced  by  compound 
tincture  of  cardamoms,  the  tranquil  balsam  by  some  soothing 
liniment,  and  the  absinthe  liqueur  by  good  French  brandy 
containing  2  grains  of  salicylic  acid  per  ounce.  The  bottles 
and  boxes  were  all  carefully  labelled  as  follows : — 

No.  1.  Chlorodyne.  With  care. — The  bottle  to  be  well 
shaken ;  for  adults  from  15  to  30  drops  in  a  little  water 
every  one,  two,  or  three  hours  ;  for  children  from  10  to  14 
years  of  age,  10  to  20  drops  for  a  dose ;  from  4  to  8  years  of 
age,  5  to  10  drops.  Should  not  be  administered  to  children 
less  than  2  years  old. 

No.  2.  Laudanum  (Sydenham's).  Poison. — To  be  adminis- 
tered only  by  the  doctor,  unless  the  chlorodyne  is  finished,  in 
which  case  from  5  to  10  drops  to  be  administered  in  a  little 
water  every  one  or  two  hours.  For  enemas  from  6  to  10 
drops  to  be  given  in  a  clyster  composed  of  half  a  tumbler  of 
warm  water  with  two  tablespoonfuls  of  starch. 

No.  3.  Subnitrate  of  bismuth. — As  much  as  will  lie  on  a 
shilling  to  be  given  mixed  in  a  little  water  with  15  to  30 
drops  of  chlorodyne,  every  one,  two,  or  three  hours  ;  for 
children  as  much  as  will  lie  on  a  sixpence,  with  the  amount 
of  chlorodyne  indicated  for  their  age. 

No.  4.  Concentrated  spirits  of  camphor. — Five  drops  to  be 
given  on  a  lump  of  sugar  every  hour  ;  for  children  from  2  to 
3  drops,  even  for  those  under  2  years  of  age. 

No.  6.  Hoffmann's  anodyne.  —To  be  used  by  the  doctor 
in  case  of  need.  Should  the  chlorodyne  have  given  out 
15  drops  to  be  given  with  the  subnitrate  of  bismuth  and 
laudanum  in  the  doses  stated. 

No.  7.  Black  tea. — To  make  hot  tea  with  boiling  water, 
sweetened  to  taste.  For  the  patient  to  drink  a  nd  help  him  in 
perspiring. 

No.  8.  Lime-tree  flowers. — To  make  a  hot  drink  with  boil- 
ing water  and  sweetened  to  taste.  To  be  given  to  the  patient 
to  help  him  to  perspire  and  overcome  the  vomiting. 

No.  9.  Lump  sugar. — To  sweeten  the  tea  and  lime-tree 
flowers ;  for  administering  the  concentrated  spirits  of 
camphor  and  to  make  the  hot  spiced  wine. 

No.  10.  Rice. — To  make  rice-water,  or  decoctions  for 
enemas,  or  whatever  the  doctor  may  order. 

No.  11.  Starch. — Two  tablespoonfuls  in  half  a  tumbler  of 
warm  water,  with  6  to  10  drops  of  laudanum.  To  be  admini- 
stered as  an  enema.  Should  the  subnitrate  of  bismuth  be 
finished,  starch  can  be  given  in  its  stead. 

No.  12.  Sulphur. — For  fumigating.  A  small  quantity  to 
be  sprinkled  on  hot  coals  in  a  shovel  placed  in  the  rooms  of 
the  house,  except  in  the  room  occupied  by  the  patient,  and 
also  outside  the  house  at  nightfall. 

No.  13.  Compound  spirits  of  melissa. — As  a  stimulant.  One 
teaspoonful  in  a  little  water  when  the  patient  feels  low  or 
the  pulse  is  weak.  It  can  also  be  given  in  the  tea  and  in  the 
lime-tree  flowers. 

No.  14.  Concentrated  sulphuric-acid  lemonade. — Two  small 
teaspoonfuls  in  a  large  tumblerful  of  water,  sweetened  to 
taste.  When  there  is  vomiting  it  should  be  administered 
warm — a  tumbler  or  less  after  each  vomit. 

No.  15.  Tranquil  balsam. — For  external  use.  To  be  used 
as  a  liniment  when  the  patient  suffers  from  cramps. 

No.  16.  Turpentine. — To  be  used  in  strong  frictions  along 
the  spine  and  the  extremities  when  the  patient  cannot  over- 
come the  cold. 

No.  17.  Cinnamon. — To  make  hot  spiced  wine  with  sugar 
and  wine,  and  administered  to  the  patient  to  rouse  him  and 
bring  on  the  reaction. 

No.  18.  Salicylic  acid. — To  be  used  only  by  the  doctor 
should  he  consider  it  necessary. 

(This  being  a  new  remedy  for  cholera,  no  special  instruc- 
tions were  given,  but  it  was  used  with  benefit  by  administer- 
ing 1  grain  with  each  dose  of  bismuth,  1  grain  was  also 
introduced  in  each  dose  of  sulphuric-acid  lemonade,  and 
2  grains  in  each  enema.) 

No.  19.  Mustard  leaves. — Should  cramps  supervene,  one  of 
these  leaves  to  be  moistened  in  a  little  water  and  applied  to 
the  pit  of  the  stomach.  To  help  in  overcoming  the  feeling 
of  cold,  they  should  also  be  applied  to  the  feet,  hands,  and 
calves  of  the  legs. 

No.  20.  Linseed  meal. — To  make  poultices  with  boiling 
water,  and  applied  as  hot  as  possible  to  the  belly,  should 
there  be  violent  pain.  On  the  face  of  the  poultice  from 
15  to  20  drops  of  laudanum  should  be  poured. 


No.  21.  Hydrochloric  acid.  Poison. — About  60  drops  to  be 
used  to  each  tablespoonful  of  chloride  of  lime  diluted  in  half 
a  pint  of  water,  for  disinfecting  purposes. 

No.  22.  Chloride  of  lime.  Disinfectant. — For  external  use  1 1 
in  the  urinals  and  other  receptacles  intended  to  receive  the 
vomits  and  excrements  of  the  cholera  patient.  Keep  con- 
stantly prepared  in  each  a  disinfecting  solution  composed  of 
one  tablespoonful  of  chloride  of  lime  in  half  a  pint  of  water, 
and  mixed  with  60  or  more  drops  of  hydrochloric  acid.  The 
same  solution  is  also  to  be  placed  in  plates  in  different  parts 
of  the  room,  and  of  the  house.  The  vomits  and  fecal  matters 
thus  disinfected  are  to  be  buried  in  a  deep  hole  at  some 
distance  from  any  house,  and  covered  over  with  quicklime 
and  earth.  Before  removing  any  linen  from  the  patient's 
room  it  must  be  soaked  in  a  tub  containing  the  same  dis-  j  i 
infecting  solution  and  afterwards  in  boiling  water. 

No.  23.  Absinthe  liqueur  with  salicylic  acid.  Each  two 
tablespoonfuls  contain  2  grains  of  salicylic  acid.  When  the 
patient  is  in  a  low  condition  or  in  a  state  of  collapse,  two 
tablespoonfuls  of  this  liqueur  to  be  administered  every  five 
or  ten  minutes  until  the  pulse  hardens  and  the  reaction 
comes  on.    In  case  of  need  five  or  more  doses  can  be  given. 

Besides,  each  chest  contained  a  complete  set  of  instruc- 
tions, too  long  to  be  repeated  here,  but  the  gist  of  which  was 
as  follows : — 

<  >n  entering  the  house  of  a  cholera  patient,  if  the  bearer 
of  this  chest  does  not  find  him  already  in  bed,  he  is  to  order 
him  there  at  once,  causing  him  to  place  himself  between  the 
blankets,  covering  him  well  with  plenty  of  clothes,  so  as  to 
bring  on  perspiration  as  soon  as  possible.    He  must  also 
order  a  fire  to  be  lighted  at  once  and  water  placed  to  boil,  as 
well  as  bricks  and  sand  to  be  heated,  all  of  which  may  be  ( 
required.    Wine  should  also  be  obtained  at  once  and  placed  , 
on  the  fire  with  sugar  and  cinnamon  to  make  hot  spiced 
wine.    The  patient  is  to  be  immediately  treated  according  to  j 
symptoms.  , 

For  Diarrlwea.  (Here  follows  a  recapitulation  of  the  i 
instructions  given  on  the  different  bottles,  recommending  the  , 
use  of  the  bismuth  and  chlorodyne,  alternating  with  the  s 
spirits  of  camphor,  enemas  of  starch  and  laudanum,  hot  s 
spiced  wine,  tea,  and  stimulants.) 

For  Vomiting. — Sulphuric-acid  lemonade,  warm,   to  be 
administered  after  each  vomit,  so  as  to  clean  out  stomach,  ' 
In  the  intervals  chlorodyne  and  bismuth,  spirits  of  camphor,  ■ 
hot  teas,  stimulants,  &c.    If  ice  is  obtainable,  let  the  patient  1 
suck  as  much  as  he  chooses. 

Cold  and  Collapse.— Warm  clothing,  hot-water  bottles,  hot  i ! 
sand  in  bags  and  hot  bricks  to  different  parts  of  the  body. 
Absinthe  liqueur,   hot  drinks,  and  stimulants.     Suspend  '" 
chlorodyne  and  laudanum.    Mustard  leaves  to  extremities.  * 
Strong  frictions  with  a  hard  brush  and  with  turpentine. 

Cramps. — Mustard  leaf  to  stomach ;  frictions  with  tran-  j  J 
quil  balsam. 

Thirst. — If  ice  is  to  be  had,  to  be  given  to  patient  to  suck 
in  small  lumps.    Very  fresh  and  pure  water  may  also  be  I  \t 
given  with  the  white  of  an  egg  beaten  up  in  each  pint.  <. 
Cold  sulphuric-acid  lemonade  is  also  excellent.    Remember  «| 
the  patient  has  lost  a  large  amount  of  liquid  which  must  be 
replaced,  so  he  should  be  allowed  to  drink  without  stint. 

Disinfection,.     (This  is  a  long  article  repeating  the  sub- 
stance of  the  labels  on  the  chloride-of-lime  bottles.) 

Besides  doing  everything  possible  to  save  the  patient,  the  j 
bearer  of  this  chest  must  also  remember  that  it  is  his  duty 
to  carefully  disinfect  everything,  so  as  to  avoid  the  spreading:  ,; 
of  the  epidemic.  j 

All  these  instructions  are  only  applicable  until  the  arrival 
of  the  medical  man.  Inside  the  door  of  each  chest  there  is 
also  pasted  a  complete  list  of  the  contents.  These  chests 
were  purposely  made  very  complete,  on  the  supposition  of 
being  nearly  always  required  in  very  poor  houses,  where 
nothing  exists.  The  only  thing  omitted  was  the  hypodermic  ; 
syringe  and  injections  of  pilocarpine,  quinine,  &c. — every  i  s, 
doctor  being  supposed  to  carry  them  with  him. 

In  conclusion,  a  warning  should  be  taken  from  what  has 
happened  in  Spain,  where  many  people  have  been  buried 
alive.    One  poor  fellow  was  saved  by  being  burned  with  the  j  ■,, 
quicklime  poured  over  him  in  his  grave.    Too  much  care 
cannot  be  exercised  in  certifying  the  death  of  cholera  j 
patients.

II  clumsy  way  of  giving  a  drench  ;  but  most  hinds  are 
nccustomed  to  the  powder-drenches,  and  prepare  them  by 

i' pouring  the  boiling  liquor  upon  the  powder  in  a  jug,  stirring 
'  the  while  with  a  small  faggot-stick. 

Old-fashioned  folks  still  prefer  a  horn  for  administering 


medicines  to  stock,  but  a  champagne  bottle  is  much  more 
convenient.  The  former  is  easily  slopped  over,  and  still  more 
readily  knocked  over,  by  the  patient,  while  the  danger  of 
breaking  the  neck  of  the  bottle  in  the  animal's  mouth  is  so* 
slight  that  we  cannot  call  to  mind  an  instance  in  an  experi- 
ence of  many  years. 

If  the  above  dose  does  not  move  the  bowels  in  ten  or 
twelve  hours,  large  quantities  of  hot  water  should  be  horned 
down  (if  the  animal  does  not  drink  it),  and  2  lbs.  of  treacle 
mixed  with  a  pailful  of  hot  water,  and  given  every  two  hours- 
Some  practitioners  depend  entirely  on  repeated  doses  of 
linseed  or  castor  oil,  but  it  is  a  good  plan  to  alternate  the 
treacle  and  oil  doses  every  two  hours,  giving  at  least  a  pint 
of  good  linseed  oil  each  time.  Castor  oil  is  not  so  beneficent 
in  its  action,  and  constipation  is  more  likely  to  recur  at  no 
distant  time,  while  linseed  oil  is  food  as  well  as  medicine, 
and  many  animals  will  eat  it  poured  over  their  chaff  or  bran. 
We  know  a  very  large  establishment  where  each  bullock  has 
a  pint  in  this  manner  twice  a  week,  and  the  herd  has  been 
remarkably  free  from  digestive  derangement. 

If  there  is  prostration  with  the  stoppage,  evidenced  by  cold 
horns  and  legs  and  hanging  head,  stimulants  and  cordials 
can  with  advantage  ke  added  to  the  foregoing.  If  the 
medicine  is  to  be  sent  out  as  "drinks,"  a  good  combination- 
is  as  follows : —

The  measure  of  purgation  necessary  will  be  best  estimated  by 
examining  the  fajces,  which  the  stockman  should  be  directed 
to  put  by  if  hardened,  darkened,  slimy  lumps  are  observed 
surrounded  with  loose  dung,  and  the  bullock  has  since  passed 
dung  that  is  all  soft ;  then  the  aperients  should  at  once  be 
stopped,  and  nourishing  cordials  given  with  gruel,  and  bran 
mashes  or  other  soft  and  easily  digested  food  ;  but  a  little 
hay  must  be  allowed,  as  a  sick  animal  can  scarcely  recover 
his  cud  without  a  small  allowance  of  long  food.  The  follow- 
ing, given  alternate  days  for  a  week,  will  greatly  facilitate 
recovery,  and,  if  a  cow,  restore  the  secretion  of  milk;  with  a 
steer  or  fatting-bcast  it  will  enable  him  to  pull  up  again  and

To  be  mixed  with  2  or  3  pints  of  ale  or  gruel,  and  given 
warm  at  night. 

A  gradual  return  to  the  ordinary  diet  should  be  enjoined, 
and  a  lump  of  rock-salt  in  the  manger  to  lick  at  will. 

If  the  beast  has  not  been  treated  at  an  early  stage,  and  is 
in  butcher's  condition,  it  is  better  to  slaughter  him,  as  the 
carcase  is  quite  fit  for  food,  and  if  the  owner  has  any  doubt 
it  will  prevent  a  loss  by  obtaining  a  qualified  veterinary 
surgeon  to  certify  the  carcase. 


SWINE  FEVER. 

In  November  last  we  described  the  symptoms  and  treat- 
ment of  the  above  disease,  as  an  outbreak  at  that  time  had 
brought  it  into  prominence.  We  now  deem  it  necessary  to 
add  that  since  that  date  an  Order  in  Council  has  been  issued 
requiring  the  compulsory  slaughter  of  all  swine  affected,  and 
giving  local  authorities  power  to  have  not  only  those 
already  affected,  but  any  in  contact  with  them,  in  the  same 
styes  or  field.  By  this  order  almost  unlimited  power  is 
given  to  the  local  authorities  in  infected  districts,  with  a 
view  to  stamp  out  the  disease,  which  had  in  December 
assumed  such  alarming  proportions.  It  is  fortunate  for  the 
porcine  tribe  that  we  have  no  Israelitish  inspectors,  or  the 
country  would  be  depopulated  of  pigs.  The  county  rates- 
are,  of  course,  saddled  with  these  things,  and  it  is  only  fair 
to  owners  who  are  obliged  to  slaughter  that  they  should 
receive  two-thirds  of  the  value  of  infected  and  the  full 
value  of  the  unaffected  associates. 

Until  this  very  stringent  order  is  rescinded  we  presume  it 
would  be  illegal  to  treat  cases  of  swine  fever. 
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THE  INITIATION.

THE  STASSFURT  INDUSTRY. 


THE  saline  beds  of  Stassfurt  and  its  environs  belong  to  the 
variegated  sandstone  formation.  Under  a  series  of 
layers  of  argillaceous  schists,  red  and  blue,  with  beds  of  cal- 
careous stone  and  oolite,  are  found  thick  seams  of  gypsum 
and  anhydrite,  in  which  are  met  upper  layers  of  rock  salt  of 
a  remarkable  purity  and  considerable  thickness.  There  is 
also  a  layer  of  impermeable  clay,  beneath  which  is  found  an 
inferior  layer  of  salt.  The  lower  seams  consist  of  pure  rock 
salt  traversed  with  thin  vains  of  anhydrite,  while  the  upper 
layers  of  80  to  100  metres  in  depth  consist  of  a  mixture 
of  rock  salt  and  various  potass  salts.  Of  the  latter  of  these 
prevail  in  the  different  regions  below  and  above  :  Polyhalite 
(2CaS04,  MgS04,  K2804+2HsO);  then  kieserite  (MgSO,+ 
H20)  finally  in  the  clay  for  a  thickness  of  25  metres,  car- 
nallite  (KC1,  MgKCL  +  6H20).  Hence  the  different  divisions 
of  the  strata  are  distinguished  by  the  names  of  the  regions 
of  polyhalite,  kieserite,  and  carnallite.  Then  the  carnallite 
is  replaced  by  kainite  (K2S04,  MgS04  +  MgCl.  +  6H.O). 

There  are  also  found  considerable  strata  of  krugite  (4CaS04, 
MgSO,,  K.,SO.,  +  2H20),  and  schoenite  (K2S04MgS04  +  6H20). 

Among  the  inferior  salts  in  a  technical  point  of  view  in 
the  carnallite  region  may  be  named  the  following  :  Reichard- 
tite,  MgSO.,  +  7H..0  ;  astrakanite,  Na2S04;+  MgSO,  +  4H..0  ; 
tachhydrite,  Cad  +  2MgCL  +  12H20  ;  sylvine,  KOI ;  bis- 
chofite,  MgCl2  +  6ILO  ;  boracite,  2Mg3BsO,-)  -h  MgCL  ;  pinnoite, 
MgfLO,  +  2H20.  The  carnallite  region  lias  been  traced  in  a 
horizontal  direction  between  Westweregeln  and  Aschersleben 
for  a  length  of  about  35  kilometres,  and  in  a  transverse 
direction  partially  for  a  breadth  of  20  kilometres.  But  it 
has  been  found  that  the  rock-salt  seams  cover  a  much  more 
extended  surface,  especially  in  the  north,  as  far  as  the  Elbe, 
near  to  Schoenebeck.  The  saline  riches  of  the  Stassfurt 
district  ate  therefore  colossal  and  almost  inexhaustible.  The 
j  existence  of  enormous  masses  of  potass  salts  in  combination 
with  soda  salts  is  the  most  singular  feature  in  the  world. 
The  proximity  of  the  Elbe,  and  hence  the  cheap  communica- 
I  tion  with  the  sea,  allows  with  great  facility  the  products  of 
I the  potass  industry  to  be  sent  into  the  markets  of  the  world. 

The  working  of  these  saline  beds  is  carried  on  by  the  fol- 
|lowing  administrations :  The  Royal  Prussian  saline  of  Stass- 
furt, commenced  in  1857  ;  the  Duchy  of  Anhalt  saline,  opened 
iin  1862  ;  the  Consolidated  Alkali  mines  of  Westweregeln,  com- 
menced in  1875  ;  the  New  Stassfurt  saline  at  Loederburg, 
ijcommenced  in  1877 ;  the  potash  mines  of  Aschersleben, 
^established  in  1883  ;  and  the  Louis  II.  saline,  near  Stassfurt, 
i'lonly  commenced  in  1884. 

In  1884  the  above-named  mines  sold  180,000  tons  of  rock 
f|!salt  for  the  manufacture  of  soda  in  Germany  and  other  parts  of 
iurope,  as  well  as  for  export  to  other  parts  of  the  world. 
There  was  also  sold  about  158,000  tons  of  ground  kainite  for 
aanure,  of  which  the  greater  part  was  shipped  from  Ham- 
aurg  principally  for  North  America.  The  following  is  an 
analysis  of  this  fertiliser  : —

'The  merchantable  quality  of  this  fertiliser  finely  ground 
'^contains  a  guaranteed  minimum  of  23  per  cent,  of  sulphate 
|pf  potash.  For  a  considerable  time  kainite  has  now  been 
^sought  for  as  a  valuable  dressing  for  grass  lands,  and  is  also 
i|found  useful  in  marshy  lands  and  light  and  sandy  soils.  The 
;|ibulk  of  the  production  of  the  mines — that  is  about  740,000 


tons  of  carnallite  and  44,000  tons  of  kainite — is  supplied  to 
the  chemical  factories  of  Stassfurt,  Westwegeln,  and  Aschers- 
leben, to  be  converted  into  concentrated  potash  salts,  and 
especially  into  chloride  of  potassium.  At  the  Antwerp  Inter- 
national Exhibition  last  year  there  was  a  very  fine  display 
made  of  all  these  products  by  about  sixteen  exhibitors. 

Chloride  of  potassium  is  the  principal  product  of  all  those 
chemical  factories.  There  was  produced  and  sold  in  1884 
about  120,000  tons  of  a  minimum  guaranteed  strength  ranging 
from  80  to  98.  It  is  employed  in  large  quantities  for  the 
manufacture  of  carbonate  of  potash,  nitrate  of  potash, 
chromate  of  potash,  chlorate  of  potash,  alum,  &c. 

Sulphate  of  potash  enters  into  commerce  in  a  superior 
quality  under  the  name  of  kali  in  the  form  of  crystals  and 
powder,  and  is  principally  employed  in  medicine.  In  the 
ordinary  form  of  fine  crystals  of  96  to  98  per  cent,  it  serves 
for  the  manufacture  of  carbonate  of  potash  after  Leblanc,  and 
for  manure. 

Sulphates  of  potash  and  of  magnesia  are  obtained  in  large 
and  fine  crystals  and  in  fine  crystalline  powder.  It  is  rarely 
met  with  in  commerce  in  the  crystal  form  ;  but  powdered,  it 
is  the  basis  for  the  manufacture  of  pure  sulphate  of  potash, 
and  is  employed  calcined  in  considerable  quantities  as  a 
fertiliser,  especially  for  coffee,  tobacco,  sugar  cane,  and 
orange  plantations,  and  in  vineyards  kieserite  is  composed 
principally  of  sulphate  of  magnesia.  It  is  sent  into  com- 
merce in  blocks  of  50  lbs.  to  60  lbs.,  with  a  minimum  guarantee 
of  50  per  cent.,  but  is  largely  employed  in  quarters  where  a 
low  price  is  more  esteemed  than  the  purity  of  the  sulphate  of 
magnesia.  It  is  used  also  in  the  manufacture  of  bitter  salt 
when  purified.  When  calcined  and  pulverised  kieserite  is 
spread  in  stables  to  fix  the  volatile  ammonia.  The  bitter  salt 
is  prepared  in  two  qualities.  The  first  is  much  employed  in 
medicine,  and  the  second  by  manufacturers  in  dyeing  tissues 
and  stiffening  them. 

Glauber's  salts,  like  all  the  Stassfurt  salts,  possesses  th  e 
advantage  of  complete  neutrality.  It  is  prepared,  as  free  as 
possible  from  iron,  in  large  and  small  crystals  ;  also  in  the 
anhydrous  state.  It  is  not  only  employed  in  medicine,  but 
also  in  the  fabrication  of  carbonate  of  soda,  after  Leblanc, 
for  dyeing,  and,  finally,  it  is  specially  in  demand  by  glass- 
makers  in  the  anhydrous  state  and  free  from  iron. 

Chloride  of  magnesium  is  so  heated  in  its  manufacture  that 
it  loses  a  part  of  its  water  of  crystallisation.  When  freed 
from  its  impurities,  especially  the  iron,  it  is  put  into  casks, 
where  it  cools,  and  is  then  sold  under  the  name  of  melted 
chloride  of  magnesium.  It  contains  about  50  per  cent,  of 
chloride,  1  or  2  per  cent,  of  potash  salts,  calcareous  salts, 
and  water.  It  is  used  in  textile  factories  to  soften  the  fibre, 
to  stiffen  and  prepare  the  tissues,  and  for  cold  mixtures  that 
shall  not  freeze  at  a  low  temperature  ;  for  disinfectants  ;  for 
making  muriatic  acid  and  magnesia  (Ramdohr's  patent)  ;  also 
for  making  magnesia  by  decomposition  with  calcined  lime, 
and  for  magnesian  cement. 

Magnesia  is  a  valuable  material  for  the  manufacture  of  vases 
and  refractory  stoves,  and  is  employed  as  calcined  magnesia 
in  medicine  and  for  the,  dephosphorisation  of  crude  iron. 
The  bromide  has  become  absolutely  indispensable  in  medi- 
cine, especially  in  combination  with  potash,  under  the  name 
of  bromide  of  potassium.  It  also  serves  as  a  disinfectant, 
and  for  the  preparation  of  magnificent  colours. 

The  ordinary  potash  salts  for  manure  are  obtained  with 
different  compositions  from  the  residues  in  the  purification  of 
chloride  of  potassium.  The  richer  they  are  in  potash  the  more 
they  are  valued.  They  are  sold  with  minimum  guarantees 
ranging  from  9  up  to  50  per  cent,  of  pure  potash. 

There  are  also  made  artificial  salts  for  baths  of  similar 
composition  to  natural  salts.  The  following  are  some  of 
these  salts  : — Stassfurt,  Colberg,  Elmen,  Gocsalkowitz,  Jastre- 
zemb,  Koesen,  Kreuznach,  Rheme,  Suiza,  and  Wittekind. 

Although  not  separately  enumerated  in  our  trade  returns, 
the  products  of  the  Stassfurt  district  enter  largely  into 
our  imports  from  Germany  of  chemical  products. 

Coca  foe  Chewing. — One  of  the  latest  novelties, in  the 
specialty  line  is  a  compound  of  coca,  tea,  coffee,  and  cin- 
chona, which  is  put  up  in  the  form  of  pressed  cakes,  like 
tobacco.  Portions  of  the  "  plug  "  are  to  be  chewed,  the  saliva 
being  swallowed,  and  the  exhausted  quid  rejected.  The 
compound  is  styled,  ridiculously  enough,  "  Coca-bola.'' — 
National  Druggist.

AUSTRALASIAN  PHARMACEUTICAL  NEWS. 


I7R0M  the  first  number  of  The  Chemist  and  Druggist 
J.  of  Australasia,  which  reached  us  by  last  mail,  we 
gather  the  followirjg  items  : — 

Legislation. 

The  past  session  of  the  Victorian  Parliament  has  been 
fruitful  in  measures  affecting  the  interests  of  pharmacists, 
viz.,  the  Pharmacy  Act  Amendment  Act,  the  Factories 
and  Shops  Act,  and  the  Explosives  Act. 

Under  the  latter  it  is  made  an  offence  to  manufacture  even 
•coloured  fires,  either  to  produce  a  pyrotechnic  display  or  for 
sale.  The  permission  to  manufacture  small  quantities  for 
the  purpose  of  chemical  experiment  will  not  allow  their  use 
on  festivals,  or  the  sale  of  even  a  quarter  of  a  lb. 

The  Factories  and  Shops  Act,  which  threatened  to  inter- 
fere considerably  with  the  business  of  many  chemists,  was 
so  modified  by  the  Legislative  Council  that  it  will  affect 
comparatively  few.  Chemists  and  some  other  tradesmen 
are  specially  exempted  from  the  compulsory  closing  of  shops 
at  7  P.M.,  but  municipal  councils  have  power  to  make  by- 
laws to  regulate  the  hours  of  closing  of  all  such  businesses. 

One  of  the  queerest  legal  provisions  that  ever  came  under 
•our  notice  is  the  second  clause  in  the  Thistles  Prevention  Act, 
which  gives  the  Governor  in  Council  power  at  any  time  to 
■declare  any  other  plant  to  be  a  thistle. 

Dispensing  Ereob. 

A  case  was  heard  in  the  Sydney  Metropolitan  Court  on 
December  8,  in  which  W.  A.  Beehag,  solicitor's  clerk,  sued 
Messrs.  W.  H.  Soul  &  Co.  for  200?.  damages  for  the  alleged 
improper  dispensing  of  a  prescription. 

The  plaintiff  sent  his  office-boy  to  the  defendants  with  a 
prescription  ordering  cream  of  tartar,  confection  of  senna, 
sulphur,  and  extract  of  dandelion,  to  be  made  up  into  a 
laxative  confection.  The  boy  left  the  prescription  to  be 
made  up,  and,  after  some  time,  called  for  it,  when  a  pot 
was  given  him  which,  it  afterwards  transpired,  contained 
ointment  for  a  mangy  dog.  About  10  grains  of  green 
iodide  of  mercury  were  among  the  ingredients.  Mr.  Beehag 
took  a  dose  of  the  ointment,  about  a  teaspoonful,  estimated 
to  contain  1  grain  of  the  green  iodide.  He  found  that  it 
•caused  pains  in  the  stomach  and  parched  mouth  and  throat. 
He  thought  he  had  not  taken  enough,  so  took  a  second 
dose.  He  was  on  the  point  of  taking  a  third,  when  a 
messenger  from  Messrs.  Soul  rushed  in  and  told  him  of  the 
mistake. 

For  the  defence  it  was  said  that  the  boy,  simply  exclaiming 
■"  Beehag,''  came  in,  took  a  pot  from  the  counter  and  left. 
When  it  was  discovered  that  a  mistake  had  been  made,  the 
defendants  at  once  sent  to  the  plaintiff,  but  only  in  time  to 
prevent  him  from  taking  a  third  dose.  An  emetic  was 
administered  to  the  plaintiff,  but  it  took  no  effect,  and  he 
then  went  to  the  Sydney  Hospital,  where  the  doctor  said  it 
would  be  necessary  to  wash  out  the  stomach  ;  but  Mr.  Beehag 
became  so  terrified,  apparently  at  the  idea  of  the  application 
of  a  stomach-pump,  that  he  jumped  out  of  a  window.  A 
constable  went  in  pursuit,  and  tried  to  persuade  him  to  sub- 
mit to  the  operation.  He  refused,  and  went  again  to  Soul's 
where  he  took  another  emetic,  which  had  the  desired  effect. 
The  plaintiff  did  not  remain  ill  long,  but  had  since  suffered 
from  deafness  and  other  complaints.  The  action  resulted  in 
a  verdict  for  the  plaintiff,  damages  25?. 

Exhibits  for  London. 

Among  the  exhibits  sent  from  Queensland  to  the  London 
Indian  and  Colonial  Exhibition  is  a  case  illustrating  the 
manufacture  of  saccheureka  cattle  food.  This  food  is 
intended  to  utilise  megass,  the  crushed  refuse  of  the  sugar- 
cane, and  molasses,  the  uncrystalisable  waste  from  the  pans. 
The  megass  is  ground  to  powder,  mixed  with  varying  pro- 
portions of  molasses,  up  to  25  per  cent.,  and  is  then  com- 
pressed. The  samples  sent  to  London  have  been  kept  for 
over  five  months  without  showing  any  sign  of  fermentation. 

Queensland  sends  also  arrowroot  from  the  convict  esta- 
blishment of  St.  Helena,  wools  coloured  with  native  vegetable 
dyes,  dugong  oil,  grass-tree  gum  and  kangaroo  sinews  for 
surgical  purposes,  medicinal  preparation  of  eucalyptus,  &c, 
chest-protectors  made  from  native  skins,  and  samples  of  the 
"waters  from  boiling  springs  in  the  Etheridge  district. 


A  series  of  native  drugs  is  also  included  in  the  exhibits. 
Among  them  are  leaves  and  fluid  extract  of  koroniko 
( Veronica  arborea),  the  well-known  Maori  remedy  for  all 
affections  of  the  bowels  ;  kawa-kawa  leaves,  and  a  number  of 
preparations  of  Eucalyptus  globulus. 

One  of  the  exhibits  sent  from  Western  Australia  is  a 
"  black  boy  "  or  resin  tree,  Xaiithorrli/ra  species,  said  to  be 
the  largest  specimen  in  the  inhabited  parts  of  the  colony.  It 
measures  17  feet  from  base  to  fork,  and  5  feet  8  inches  in 
circumference  at  the  base.  It  is  estimated  that  its  age  must 
be  over  800  years.  About  56  lbs.  of  "native  tea"  are  also 
sent  from  this  colony.  It  is  claimed  for  this  drug  that  it 
surpasses  all  known  remedies  in  the  treatment  of  inflam- 
matory diseases  of  the  urinary  organs. 

Cultivation  of  Insect  Flowers. 

Insect  flowers  are  attracting  unusual  attention  in  Victoria 
at  the  present  time,  owing  to  the  decision  of  the  Minister  of 
Agriculture  to  try  the  experiment  of  planting  the  pyrethrum 
in  the  Geelong  vineyards,  in  the  hope  of  thereby  destroying 
the  phylloxera.  The  first  supply  of  seed  arrived  from  England 
about  the  middle  of  December. 

Pharmacy  in  Fiji. 

From  the  Fiji  Islands  we  here  that  there  are  two  Govern 
ment  hospitals  in  Fiji,  one  at  Suva  and  one  at  Levuka.  In 
addition  to  the  Government  hospitals  many  of  the  larger 
plantations  and  sugar  companies  have  their  own  hospitals, 
and  employ  dispensers  at  salaries  from  about  100?.  to  150?. 
per  annum,  with  board  and  lodging,  but  vacancies  are  of  rare 
occurrence.    Suva  has  three  pharmacies,  Levuka  only  one. 

The  retail  prices  ruling  for  dispensing  and  drugs  are  neces- 
sarily much  higher  there  than  at  home  or  in  the  Australian 
colonies.  Chemists  have  to  pay  a  store  licence  of  20?.  per 
annum. 

Drugs,  including  all  articles  used  as  medicine,  are  charged  a 
customs  duty  of  15  per  cent,  ad  valorem  ;  aerated  and  mineral 
waters,  9/1.  per  dozen  pints  ;  methylated  spirits,  2s.  per  gallon  ; 
opium,  including  all  goods,  &c,  mixed  or  saturated  with  opium, 
or  with  any  preparation  or  solution  thereof,  or  steeped  therein, 
per  lb.,  15s. ;  perfumery  and  perfumed  oils,  15  per  cent.,  ad 
valorem  ;  spirits  of  all  kinds,  14.?.  per  liquid  gallon  ;  soap,  hd. 
per  lb.  ;  fancy,  scented  or  medicated  soap,  15  per  cent.,  ad 
valorem  ;  sponges,  10  per  cent.,  ad  valorem  ;  articles  not 
specified,  5  per  cent,  ad  valorem. 


CHAIR  OF  PHARMACOLOGY    AT  MELBOURNE. 


THE  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Australasia  have  just 
elected  a  Professor  to  the  chair  of  Pharmacology  in  their 
new  college,  affiliated  to  the  University  of  Melbourne.  The 
gentleman  appointed — Professor  Alfred  H.  Jackson,  B.Sc, 
M.P.S.,  F.C.S.,  &c.— is  the  latest  addition  to  that  ever- 
increasing  band  of  Owens  College  students  who  have  been 
called  to  fill  professorial  chairs  in  all  parts  of  the  world, 
chiefly  in  connection  with  science,  and  particularly  that  of 
chemistry. 

Professor  Jackson  is  an  Associate  of  his  college,  and  a 
member  of  Convocation  of  his  University.  More  or  less  from 
1870  to  1882  he  studied  in  the  Owens  College,  working  chiefly 
under  Professors  Roscoe  and  Schorlemmer.  He  has  won 
numerous  prizes  and  exhibitions,  &c,  besides  taking  honours 
in  chemistry  at  the  London  University. 

The  pharmaceutical  career  of  Professor  Jackson  began  by 
his  passing  the  Preliminary  examination  of  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society  in  1866,  the  Minor  in  1871,  and  the  Major  in 
1878.  In  the  pharmaceutical  classes  of  the  Owens  College 
he  took  every  prize  during  his  session,  as  also  during  his 
course  at  Bloomsbury  Square.  Besides  these  honours  he  won 
the  Council  silver  medal  in  the  honours  examination  follow- 
ing the  Major  in  1878. 

As  the  president  of  the  Manchester  Pharmacy  Students' 
Association  meeting  in  the  Owens  College  Medical  School, 
and  as  a  member  of  the  Council  of  the  Manchester  Pharma- 
ceutical Association,  Professor  Jackson  has  been  closely 
identified  with  the  welfare  of  pharmacy  in  Manchester. 
Amongst  the  papers  published  by  the  new  professor  may  be 
mentioned  those  on  "Dialysed  Iron,"  "Oils  of  Cinnamon  and 
Cassia,"  and  "Tartar  Emetic." 
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Phaemaceutical  Balls.  —  The  pharmaceutical  and 
medical  students  of  Marseilles  have  handed  to  the  hos- 
pitals of  that  city  a  sum  of  19,455f.  55c.  (780/.),  the  net 
proceeds  of  their  balls  in  several  recent  years,  with  the 
expression  of  the  desire  that  the  money  shall  be  devoted 
towards  the  erection  of  an  isolated  hospital  for  children 
suffering  from  contagious  diseases. 

Pharmacists  Professors  in  Medical  Schools. — M. 
Moynier,  a  pharmacist  of  the  First  Class,  was  on  January  16 
appointed  a  supplemental  professor  of  physics  and  chemistry 
in  the  Amiens  School  of  Medicine  and  Pharmacy.  On  the 
same  date,  M.  Lamic,  a  pharmacist  of  the  Superior  Class, 
hitherto  in  charge  of  the  class  of  Medical  Natural  History  in 
the  Toulouse  School  of  Medicine,  was  raised  to  full  professor- 
ship of  that  science  in  the  same  faculty. 

New  Academicians. — The  Academy  of  Medicine  has 
elected  Dr.  Tholozan,  of  Teheran  (Persia),  an  associate  and 
corresponding  member.  M.  Boussinesq  has  been  elected  a 
member  of  the  Academy  of  Sciences,  to  replace  the  late  M. 
Roland.  M.  Reboul,  of  Marseilles,  has  been  elected  a  cor- 
responding member  of  the  same  academy,  to  replace  the  late 
Prof.  Bunsen.  Mr.  Charles  Read  (?)  has  written  to  M.  Camille 
Doucet,  the  Perpetual  Secretary  of  the  French  Academy,  to 
offer  himself  as  a  candidate  for  one  of  the  seats  now  vacant. 

Pasteur's  Treatment  of  Hydrophobia. — In  justice  to 
the  celebrated  inoculator,  it  must  be  said  that  the  unsuccess- 
ful case  alluded  to  in  the  December  number  of  The  Chemist 
and  Druggist  is  the  only  one  so  far  in  which  he  has 
failed.  The  patient  in  that  instance  had  been  bitten  too 
long  before  inoculation  was  resorted  to.  At  least,  so  said 
Pasteur,  who  claims,  not  to  cure  rabies,  but  to  prevent  it. 
Since  then  hundreds  .of  patients  have  been  treated,  all 
gratuitously,  at  his  laboratory  of  the  rue  d'Ulm,  and  no  other 
failure  has  resulted. 

Expert  Chemists  for  the  Municipal  Laboratory. — 
A  competitive  examination  of  candidates  to  these  positions 
will  be  held  on  March  1.  The  candidates  must  be  French, 
not  less  than  twenty-one  and  not  more  than  thirty  years  of 
age.  They  must  have  complied  with  the  law  respecting 
military  duty,  and  present  a  medical  certificate  showing 
their  ability  to  perform,  under  the  guidance  of  the  head 
chemist,  M.  Girard,  the  duties  assigned  to  them.  These,  by 
the  way,  are  said  to  be  rather  arduous,  while  the  pay  is 
small.  The  programme  of  the  examination  has  not  been 
made  public  ;  it  is  given  to  each  candidate  as  he  enters  his 
name. 

The  "  Bulletin  "  of  the  Paris  Chemical  Society.— 
In  his  last  yearly  report  the  Treasurer  of  the  Society  remarked 
that,  although  the  capital  fund  had  largely  increased,  owing 
to  donations  and  life-memberships,  the  regular  income  was 
insufficient  to  cover  the  current  expenses.  He  announced  he 
had  been  thanking  of  obtaining  from  the  Bulletin,  the 
Society's  organ,  the  supplementary  funds  needed  in  most 
part  for  that  publication  itself.  Negotiations  are  now  in 
progress  with  the  publisher  to  this  effect.  To  speak  plainly, 
the  Bulletin — unless  your  correspondent  is  much  mistaken — 
is  going  to  insert  advertisements  elsewhere  than  on  its  cover. 
But  people  are  so  queer  here,  they  speak  of  the  matter  as  if 
it  were  something  quite  disgraceful. 

The  "  Repertoire  "  v.  the  "  Archives."— The  publishers 
of  the  Repertoire  de  Pharmacia  are  now  suing  those  of  the 
Archives  de  Pharmaeie.  It  will  perhaps  be  remembered  that 
last  year,  for  reasons  satisfactory  to  themselves,  all,  or  nearly 
all,  of  the  editorial  corps  of  the  Repertoire  left  the  paper  in 
a  body.  A  new  pharmaceutical  paper  lately  made  its  appear- 
ance, under  the  name  of  the  Archives,  and  under  the  editor- 
ship of  the  seceders  from  the  Repertoire.  The  two  papers  are 
now  engaged  in  a  law  suit,  the  owners  of  the  older  paper 
claiming  that  the  younger  one  is  a  close  imitation  of  their 
own  in  size,  colour,  and  general  appearance.  The  two  publi- 
cations are  certainly  very  similar.  The  Repertoire  last 
summer  changed  its  printer  for  another  at  Senlis,  while  the 
Archives  are  now  printed  in  Paris  by  the  former  printer  of 
the  other  paper,  with  types  similar  to  those  at  one  time  used 
for  the  Repertoire. 


Hesse  Accused  of  Plagiarism.— Nearly  five  years  ago 
(April,  1881),  M.  Edouard  Grimaux  read  before  the  Paris 
Chemical  Society  a  paper  relating  to  the  artificial  transforma- 
tion of  morphine  into  codeine.  The  process,  a  new  and 
ingenious  one,  had  been  arrived  at  through  theoretical  con- 
siderations, and  consisted  in  the  reaction  of  methyl-iodide 
and  soda  on  morphine.  The  paper  was  reprinted  in  many 
chemical  and  pharmaceutical  periodicals.  Some  two  years 
later,  Hesse,  in  Liebig's  Annalen,  No.  222,  pages  203  to  234, 
published  an  almost  identical  process  for  artificial  codeine, 
and  took  no  notice  of  Grimaux's  anterior  discovery.  Of  course 
the  aggrieved  Frenchman  wrote  to  the  editor  of  Liehig's 
Annalen,  asking  him  to  publish  a  letter  setting  forth  his 
claims  to  priority.  But  after  a  rather  lengthy  correspondence, 
all  insertion  of  the  letter  in  the  Annalen  was  refused,  for  the 
singular  reason  that  the  same  had  been  already  printed  in  a 
French  periodical. 

A  Trade-mark  may  be  obtained  for  a  Patent 
Medicine. — In  a  law  suit  instituted  by  the  heirs  of  Bayle, 
the  inventor  of  an  elixir  bearing  his  name,  against  one 
Lieutaud,  for  counterfeiting,  the  answer  was  made  that  the 
sale  of  secret  remedies  being  unlawful,  they  could  not  be 
copyrighted,  and  there  could  be  no  lawful  property  in  the 
trade-mark.  The  Court  of  Marseilles  held  that  the  trade- 
mark could  be  lawful,  although  the  sale  of  the  article  itself 
might  not  be.  For  instance,  the  owner  of  the  trade-mark 
might  not  have  obtained  a  diploma  at  the  time  he  secured 
the  trade-mark,  but  he  might  graduate  subsequently.  Then 
the  sale  of  the  article,  although  unlawful  to-day,  might 
become  lawful  at  a  later  period,  either  through  the  insertion 
of  the  formula  in  the  Codex,  or  through  a  change  in  the  law 
of  patent  medicines.  Hence  the  Court  sustained  the  trade- 
mark, and  found  against  defendants  ;  but  the  sale  of  the 
article,  being  rather  limited,  only  nominal  damages  (300f.) 
and  costs  were  allowed. 

Pharmacists  may  not  Sell  Drugs  Intended  to 
Imitate  the  Liqueur  Benedictine. — Some  twenty  years 
since  a  distiller  at  Fecamp,  in  Normandy,  invented  a  new 
cordial.  In  order  probably  to  take  advantage  of  the  repu- 
tation enjoyed  by  religious  brotherhoods,  he  called  his  pro- 
duct "  Liqueur  Benedictine  de  l'Abbaye  de  Fecamp,"  and 
duly  protected  his  trade-mark  In  1876  a  joint-stock  com- 
pany (societe  anonyme)  was  formed  to  better  transact  the 
business,  which,  it  appears,  had  become  profitable.  In  1884 
the  company  caused  the  seizure  in  the  house  of  Bureau,  a 
pharmacist  at  Arras,  of  a  number  of  wooden  boxes  labelled 
substantially  as  follows  : — "  Plants  from  Normandy  for 
economically  preparing  an  excellent  imitation  of  '  Benedic- 
tine.' These  plants  are  collected  on  the  cliffs  near  the  sea- 
shore, and  afford  an  excellent  tonic  and  digestive  preparation, 
&c.  Directions  for  use,  &c."  After  a  varying  fortune  the 
action  finally  came,  in  December,  1885,  before  the  Douai 
Court,  which  held  that  the  company  had  a  good  title  to  the 
name  of  the  cordial,  and  that  the  seizure  of  the  goods  was 
justified,  but  that  no  loss  or  injury  had  been  proved  by  the 
complainants.  Hence  Bureau  was  forbidden  hereafter  to  use 
the  word  "  Benedictine,"  and  sentenced  to  pay  the  costs  of 
the  suit,  but  no  damages  were  awarded. 

Hospital  Interne  Pharmacists. — In  the  French 
hospitals  a  certain  number  of  pharmacists'  assistants  are 
employed  under  the  name  of  Internes  en  Pharmaeie.  They 
are  young  men  who  have  not  yet  graduated,  and  the  time 
spent  in  that  service  goes  to  make  up  the  period  of  practical 
experience  necessary  before  they  can  be  admitted  to  present 
themselves  for  the  diploma.  While  in  the  hospital  service 
the  internes  are  under  the  guidance  of  the  head  pharmacist, 
and  their  number  is  recruited  every  year  by  competitive 
examination.  This  year  the  conditions  are  as  follows  : — 
The  candidates  must  be  at  least  twenty,  and  not  more  than 
twenty-seven,  have  been  vaccinated,  and  present  a  certificate 
of  good  moral  character.  They  must  also  have  served  three 
years  in  lawfully-established  pharmacies,  one  year  of  which 
must  have  been  in  the  same  pharmacy.  The  examination 
ordeals  are  the  following  : — (1)  Recognise  twenty  medicinal 
plants  and  ten  pharmaceutical  preparations ;  describe  the 
processes,  &c,  of  two  or  three  of  the  latter.  Five  minutes 
are  allowed  for  the  recognition  of  the  plants,  ten  for  the 
preparations,  and  ten  minutes'  reflection  for  describing  the 
processes.  No  books  are  admitted.  (2)  The  second  or 
definitive  ordeal  consists  of  an  oral  examination  on  pharmacy 
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and  chemistry,  and  a  written  essay  on  subjects  given  per- 
taining to  pharmacy,  chemistry,  and  natural  history,  for 
which  three  hours  are  allowed.  The  names  of  candidates 
may  be  entered  at  the  Secretariat  General  des  Hopitaux  from 
February  1  to  27,  and  the  examinations  will  begin  on 
March  15,  1886.  Foreigners  are  admitted  on  the  same  foot- 
ing as  native-born  young  men,  but  they  may  as  well  be 
cautioned  that  the  salary  is  very  modest. 


VASELINE  AND  ITS  MAKERS. 


SEVERAL  communications  had  reached  us  from  different 
quarters  indicating  that  some  difficulty  existed  in  obtain- 
ing, either  direct  or  through  the  wholesale  houses,  a  sufficient 
supply  of  this  now  popular  article ;  and  we  were  told  that 
an  impression  was  abroad  that  the  Chesebrough  Company 
were  purposely  limiting  the  supply  in  bulk  in  order  to  force 
the  sale  iu  put-up  bottles,  and  in  the  form  of  pomades,  cold 
cream,  &c. 

To  know  what  ground  there  might  be  for  this  impression 
we  called  at  the  Chesebrough  Company's  office  and  asked  for 
the  facts  from  the  European  director  of  the  concern.  In 
answer  to  the  question  whether  they  were  pursuing  any  such 
policy  as  that  attributed  to  them,  Colonel  Chesebrough  most 
emphatically  replied — 

"  Certainly  not.  We  have  been  a  great  deal  crippled  of  late  in 
our  supply,  all  of  which,  as  you  know,  we  get  from  New  York. 
First,  we  lost  a  large  shipment  at  sea.  Then,  we  had  entered 
into  large  building  operations  in  New  York,  works  of  four- 
times  the  extent  of  our  old  ones  being  in  course  of  erection. 
Just  when  these  were  finished  a  fire  occurred  in  our 
old  factory,  and  then  it  appeared  that  the  new  plant,  which 
had  been  modelled  on  some  novel  ideas,  would  not  work, 
experience  proving  ttiat  'vaseline'  could  only  be  properly 
made  by  the  old  process.  Our  exports  of  5-lb.  tins 
have  continued  to  come  forward  as  heretofore,  but  not 
in  sufficient  quantity  to  supply  the  increased  demand 
for  our  article,  and  we  have  been  compelled,  as  ship- 
ments arrive,  to  distribute  these  pro  rata  among  the 
wholesale  houses,  and  ask  them  to  give  them  out  in  pro- 
portion to  their  customers  as  fairly  as  possible.  We  had 
sixty-one  cases  in  a  few  days  ago,  which  were  all  distributed. 
We  think  it  will  not  be  long  now  before  we  are  in  full  supply 
again,  but  I  am  not  yet  in  a  position  to  say  exactly  when 
this  will  be." 

"  Has  the  introduction  of  parafflnum  molle  into  the  new 
Pharmacopoeia  caused  an  increase  in  the  demand  for  vase- 
line ? " 

"  Of  course  it  has  ;  but  it  has  happened  unfortunately  just 
at  the  time  when  we  could  not  meet  the  demand.  We  think 
the  editors  of  the  Pharmacopoeia  might  have  given  some 
credit  to  the  man  to  whom  pharmacy  is  indebted  for  an 
article  which  is  now  universally  considered  as  indispensable. 
Mr.  Robert  A.  Chesebrough,  of  New  York,  has  given  his  time 
and  spent  his  money  for  many  years  in  the  effort  to  introduce 
a  mineral  basis  to  take  the  place  of  the  other  excipients  now 
used.  We  suggested  that  they  might  overcome  the  objection 
to  using  our  proprietary  word  '  vaseline,'  by  calling  the 
substance  '  gelatum  petrolei,'  or  '  petroleum  jelly,'  the  name 
we  gave  it,  and  indicating  the  character  of  petroleum  jelly  to 
be  used  by  stating  the  process  by  which  it  ought  to  be  made, 
and  the  general  characteristics  of  the  article." 

"  Have  you  any  reason  to  think  that  your  title, '  Vaseline,' 
is  infringed  by  chemists  selling  under  that  name  other  pro- 
ducts ?" 

"  I  can  only  say  that  we  always  take  proceedings  whenever 
we  have  reason  to  think  such  is  done ;  but  I  am  not 
sure  that  it  is  altogether  understood  that  vaseline  is  purely 
a  fancy  title  originated  by  and  registered  as  the  trade-mark 
of  the  company  for  their  various  preparations  of  petroleum, 
quite  non-descriptive,  and  undoubtedly  our  property.  I 
observe  you  have  stated  in  reply  to  a  correspondent  that,  in 
your  opinion,  we  could  not  prevent  any  person  buying 
vaseline  and  selling  it  out,  as  such,  in  small  quantities.  On 
that  point  I  say  nothing ;  but  I  suppose  you  admit  our 
exclusive  right  to  the  title  ?  " 

"Why,  certainly,  Colonel  Chesebrough."

OTES. 


REJECTION  OF  THE  PROPOSED 
PHARMACEUTICAL  BY-LAWS  BY 
THE    PRIVY  COUNCIL. 

It  is  not,  we  think,  very  creditable  to  the  Pharmaceutical 
Council  that  they  should  have  done  what  lay  in  their  power 
to  suppress  the  publication  of  the  very  important  letter  from 
the  Privy  Council  which,  fortunately,  we  are  able  to  give  rnore- 
f  ally.  A  fairly  accurate  summary  of  this  important  document- 
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appears  in  our  report  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Council  at  their  last  monthly  meeting. 

Those  only  who  have  watched  closely  the  discussions  and 
•circumstances  which  led  up  to  the  proposal  of  the  new  and 
altered  by-laws  can  fully  appreciate  the  vigour  of  the  Privy 
'Council's  reply  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Council's  claims.  The 
rebuff  is  more  direct  than  that  which  was  given  last  year 
in  the  famous  Poisons  Bill,  and  this  one  will  be  harder 
to  bear,  because  it  crushes  some  of  the  most  cherished 
aspirations  of  pharmacists,  and  because  it  brings  into  a  very 
unwelcome  light  the  arbitrary  and,  as  it  now  appears,  the 
illegal  exercise  of  power  by  the  President,  on  behalf  of  the 
Council,  and  witli  the  consent  of  his  colleagues,  when  the 
by-laws  were  submitted  to  the  members  of  the  Society. 

When,  in  accordance  with  the  Act,  the  by-laws  were 
brought  before  the  special  meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  last  July,  Mr.  Sandford  and  some  other  Southern 
members  supported  the  efforts  of  a  Scotch  contingent  which 
had  come  to  London  for  a  special  purpose — to  approve  the 
by-laws  which  would  have  made  the  establishment  of  a 
curriculum  possible,  and  to  withhold  approval  of  those  which 
were  designed  expressly  against  or,  perhaps  we  should  say, 
m  relation  to  Scotch  interests.  The  President  (Mr.  Carteighe), 
supported  by  the  solicitor  (Mr.  Flux),  ruled  that  the  meeting 
could  veto  the  whole  of  the  by-laws  if  they  pleased :  but 
that  they  could  not  adopt  some  and  refuse  the  rest.  The  Privy 
Council,  on  legal  advice,  now  reply  to  that  ruling  «•  that  the 
members  of  the  Society,  assembled  in  special  general  meeting, 
have  no  right  to  propose  amendments  to  the  formulas 
referred  to  them  under  Section  IV.  (1),  but  they  have  a  right 
to  have  the  formula  relating  to  each  by-law  submitted  to 
them  separately ;  that  they  cannot  be  required  to  accept  or 
reject  the  propositions  of  the  Council  en  bloc;  that  if  the 
formulas  were  not  submitted  separately,  the  alterations  in 
the  by-laws  cannot  properly  be  confirmed  ^by  the  Privy 
Council  till  this  has  been  done." 

But  this  was  not  all.  The  particular  proposed  by-law 
which  was  objectionable  to  the  Scotch  members  had  not 
een  legally  read  three  times  by  the  Council,  as  required  by 
aw,  before  submitting  it  to  the  special  meeting.  It  was 
dded  to  the  other  by-laws  just  before  the  special  meeting 
ia.s  held,  and  the  President  maintained  that  it  was  a  mere 
mendment  which  the  Council  had  the  right  to  introduce, 
t  is  not  on  record  that  any  members  of  the  Council  objected 
o  this  view.  In  an  article  we  published  in  July  last,  we 
rrote,  referring  to  this,  "  It  is  simply  impossible  that  this 
y-law  can  have  been  legally  passed."  This  is  what  the 
'rivy  Council  say: — "The  formula  relating  to  a  by-law 
annot  be  altered  by  the  Council  at  either  of  the  two  subse- 
uent  meetings  of  the  Council  held  under  Section  IV.  (1),  but 
an  be  confirmed  only  if  the  formula  relating  to  any  by-law 
as  been  so  altered  at  a  second  or  third  meeting.  The  altera- 
'.on  in  the  existing  by-law  cannot  properly  be  confirmed  by 
te  Privy  Council." 

So  much  for  the  form,  now  authoritatively  declared  to  have 
een  illegal,  in  which  the  by-laws  were  brought  before  the 
harmaceutical  Society  first,  and  the  Privy  Council  after- 
■ards,  by  their  responsible  authors,  the  Pharmaceutical 
ouncil.  And  the  Privy  Council  might  have  been  content  to 
ifuse  their  sanction  to  the  by-laws  on  this  ground  only,  and 
ave  left  pharmacists  to  grope  in  the  dark  for  another  lustrum 
iter  their  long  desired  curriculum.  But  the  Privy  Council 
ave  generously  gone  beyond  this,  and  have  indicated  in 
nmistakable  terms  that  a  curriculum  is  not  to  be  obtained 
y  means  of  by-laws.  They  add  that  "  by-laws  which  impose 
iy  precedent  conditions  upon  persons  who  tender  themselves 

r  examination  under  the  provisions  of  the  Pharmacy  Act, 
S68,  are  contrary  to  Section  VI.  of  that  Act."  By  that  clause 


the  Board  of  Examiners  are  "  empowered  and  required  to 
examine  all  such  persons  as  shall  tender  themselves  for  exa- 
mination under  the  provisions  of  this  Act."  It  is  doubtful 
whether  in  the  present  view  of  the  Privy  Council  the  require- 
ments of  the  Preliminary  examination  and  of  the  three  years' 
pupilage  are  justified. 

There  is  something  almost  pathetic  in  the  tender  hope- 
fulness with  which  our  Bloomsbury  friends  still  cling  to  their 
shattered  curriculum  scheme.  The  impression  conveyed  by 
their  report  of  the  proceedings  at  the  Council  meeting  is 
hardly  that  which  would  result  from  reading  the  letter  in  full. 
In  the  comments  which  have  passed  the  official  strainer,  we 
read  : — "  Some  obstacle  appears  to  have  arisen  in  reference 
to  the  present  form  of  these  by-laws.  .  .  .  This  unex- 
pected result  will  necessarily  lead  to  further  delay  in  the 
carrying  out  of  those  educational  reforms.  .  .  .  Whether 
or  no  the  difficulty  experienced  by  the  Privy  Council  is  of  a 
nature  to  be  easily  removed  we  are  not  in  a  position  to  say, 
and  it  is  probable  that  this  point  can  only  be  ascertained 
after  further  communication  with  the  Department,  when  the 
committee  charged  with  the  consideration  of  the  matter 
shall  have  made  its  report  to  the  Council."  With  the  infor- 
mation before  them  which  we  are  enabled  to  give,  other 
people  are — and  perhaps  ultimately  the  official  organ  will  be 
— "  in  a  position  "  to  come  to  a  definite  conclusion  on  the 
matter  without  the  aid  of  the  committee  charged  with  the 
consideration  of  it. 


EXIT    THE  CURRICULUM. 
As  far  as  this  generation  is  concerned,  the  chance  of  establish- 
ing a  compulsory  curriculum  for  pharmaceutical  students  is 
as  dead  as  the  Druids,  and  pharmaceutical  statesmen  will 
show  good  judgment  in  accepting  that  inevitable  fact.  Some 
funeral  orations  may  be  permitted,  but  these,  it  is  to  be 
hoped,  will  be  brief  and  not  too  lachrymose.     The  Privy 
Council's  ruling  that  to  demand  of  persons  who  may  wish  to 
become  chemists  and  druggists  a  certificate  of  a  period  of 
special  study  in  schools  approved  by  the  Pharmaceutical 
Council  would  be  a  contravention  of  the  Pharmacy  Act  will 
hardly  be  disputed  by  anyone  now  that  it  has  been  authori- 
tatively laid  down.    Many  people  have  had  a  suspicion  that 
this  was  correct  law,  and  it  is  impossible  for  an  unbiassed 
critic  to  read  the  Act  otherwise.    The  only  course  remaining 
for  the  earnest  advocates  of  a  curriculum  is  to  obtain  an 
Act  of  Parliament  expressly  authorising  it.    But  the  Legisla- 
ture is  getting  less  and  less  inclined  to  grant  monopolies  or 
anything  which  in  any  degree  savours  of  monopoly.    As  far 
as  rjharroacy  is  concerned,  [Parliament  has  always  been  con- 
sistent.    By  their  public    Acts  they  have   admitted  the 
desirability  of  ensuring  as  far  as  may  be  the  safety  of  dealings 
in  poisons;  and  in  order  to  have  the  means  of  checking  such 
dealings  for  public  purposes,  they  have  had  to  provide  for 
the  registration  of  persons  qualified  to  deal  in  such,  and, 
besides,  to  take  care  that  such  persons  were  duly  qualified. 
Sufficient  skill  to  distinguish  poisons  from  food  or  medicine 
and  such  a  training  as  will  ensure  a  sense  of  responsi- 
bility in  handling  them,  form  the  standard  which  Parliament 
sets  up  for  a  chemist  or  druggist.    The  promotion  or  pro- 
tection of  pharmaceutical  science  or  dignity  or  remuneration 
is  no  part  of  the  business  of  the  Legislature.    We  believe  the 
chances  of  getting  Parliamentary  sanction  to  a  measure  en- 
acting a  compulsory  curriculum  for  pharmaceutical  students 
are  so  remote  as  not  to  be  worth  spending  time  over,  even  if 
the  advantages  of  such  a  scheme  were  much  more  certain 
and  obvious  than  they  are.    There  is  no  law  which  impedes 
pharmaceutical  education,  nor  is  there  any  which  checks 
pharmaceutical  development.    Men  may  study  to  as  high  an 
extent  as  they  please,  and,  as  a  rule,  they  will  find  a  freer  and

better  market  for  their  abilities  in  the  higher  than  in  the 
lower  zones.  But  it  is  not  the  place  of  a  Government  to  force 
men  up  to  the  higher  level,  nor  to  interfere  more  than  is 
necessary  for  the  public  safety  with  the  occupations  of  those 
who  elect  to  work  in  humbler  spheres. 


THE    CHEMISTS'    TRADE  ASSOCIA- 
TION   AND    TRADE  MARKS. 

We  arc  glad  to  publish  a  letter  from  the  President  of  the 
Chemists  and  Druggists'  Trade  Association,  in  explanation  of 
the  action  of  the  Executive  Committee  in  regard  to  the 
proposed  opposition  to  the  registration  of  "  Condy's 
Fluid "  as  a  proprietary  trade-mark.  We  have  already 
drawn  attention  to  the  obvious  distinction  between  that 
case  and  others  which  the  Executive  Committee  have  con- 
tested. In  the  latter  an  attempt  has  been  made  to  indi- 
vidualise common  rights ;  in  Condy's  case  the  proprietors 
only  seek  to  establish  their  exclusive  right  to  a  title  which 
may  or  may  not  be  exclusively  theirs  at  present,  but  to  which 
at  any  rate  no  one  else  can  have  a  fair  right.  An  executive 
committee  can  have  no  conscience,  and,  therefore,  the 
President,  who  writes  quite  officially,  gives  financial  reasons 
only  as  the  ground  for  withdrawal  of  the  opposition  ;  but  we 
have  reason  to  believe  that  moral  considerations  had  some 
weight  with  individual  members  of  the  Committee. 

Apart  from  this  case,  it  is  most  desirable  that  the  Trade 
Association  should  continue  to  watch  vigilantly  the  registra- 
tion of  trade-marks.  The  Trade-Marks  Office  works  me- 
chanically, and  will  register  any  unappropriated  fancy  title, 
unless  it  has  official  knowledge  of  its  community.  The 
protection  of  common  trade  titles  is  an  important  service, 
and  it  is  only  one  of  many  which  the  Birmingham  Associa- 
tion has  rendered. 


CONDY'S    FLUID  TRADE-MARK. 

We  ventured  last  month  to  express  an  opinion  adverse  to  the 
opposition  which  was  threatened  by  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee of  the  Chemists'  Trade  Association  to  the  registration 
of  the  title  "  Condy's  Fluid  "  as  a  trade-mark  by  the  firm 
who  at  present  use  that  title.  We  did  not  think  the 
Association  would  gain  any  glory  even  if  they  should  succeed 
in  preventing  Messrs.  Condy  &  Mitchell  from  securing  the 
exclusive  right  to  the  title,  which  was  doubtful.  The  value 
of  the  title  "  Condy's  Fluid,"  such  as  it  is,  has  been  created 
by  a  certain  firm,  and  in  all  honour  belongs  to  them,  not- 
withstanding that  the  term  of  the  patent  for  their  product 
has  expired.  The  process  is  open  to  the  world,  the  title  is 
not — or,  at  least,  should  not  be.  AVe  believe  many  of  the 
best  men  on  the  Executive  Committee  were  of  our  way  of 
thinking,  and,  at  any  rate,  the  opposition  has  not  been  pro- 
ceeded with.  But  we  have  heard  from  an  unofficial  source 
that  a  proposal  was  solemnly  made  by  a  member  of  the  com- 
mittee that  we  should  be  prosecuted  for  libel  for  our  article. 
We  have  not  ascertained  whether  the  suggestion  was 
seconded,  but  wTe  do  know  that  most  of  the  members  of  the 
committee  are  practical  and  intelligent  men,  and  therefore 
we  expect  the  motion  was  only  a  "  one  man  "  one.  It  would 
be  absurd  to  saddle  the  Trade  Association  as  a  body  with 
responsibility  for  this  brilliant  suggestion  of  one  member. 

Since  we  got  that  scare  we  have  read  in  our  Sheffield  corre- 
spondent's news  the  reference  to  a  speech  by  Mr.  Ellinor,  who 
is,  we  believe,  a  member  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Trade  Association.  To  Mr.  Ellinor's  mind  our  article  was 
"  infamous  and  disgusting."  Truth  before  politeness,  certainly. 
We  are  confident  it  must  have  been  painful  to  Mr.  Ellinor  to 
have  to  employ  these  adjectives  in  reference  to  a  journal 


which  had  not  previously  forfeited  its  character  for  respecta- 
bility. He  had,  however,  a  public  duty  to  perform,  and  he 
would  not  flinch  from  it.  But  the  resources  of  the  English 
language  are  not  yet  exhausted.  If  our  most  innocent  article 
could  be  thus  characterised,  what  terms  would  suffice  to 
reply  with  corresponding  vigour  to  Mr.  Ellinor's  attack  ?  The 
contest  is  unequal ;  we  resign  it. 


SALE    OF    POISONS    BY  GROCERS. 

When  chemists  supply  country  grocers  with  labelled  bottles 
of  laudanum  for  retailing,  without  explaining  the  legal  risk 
incurred  in  such  transactions,  the  former  ought  surely  to 
pay  the  fines  and  costs  when  their  clients  get  caught  in  the 
net  of  the  law.  We  hope  Messrs.  Dennis  &  North  have  paid 
this  debt  of  honour  in  the  case  reported  from  Nottingham. 
Those  gentlemen  told  the  magistrates  that  they  thought  it 
was  sufficient  if  the  label  "  poison  "  appeared  on  the  bottle. 
It  seems  to  us  that  qualified  chemists  ought  to  know  the 
provisions  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  as  well  as  the  nature  of  the 
drugs  in  which  they  deal.  To  know  just  as  much  as  they 
learned  in  their  apprenticeship,  and  to  ignore  all  that  has 
taken  place  since,  is  not  the  way  to  advance  the  position  of 
pharmacy,  nor  is  it  altogether  the  best  method  of  promoting 
individual  prosperity. 


DRACHM  WEIGHTS. 

In  a  paper  read  before  an  evening  meeting  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  of  Ireland,  on  "Our  Weights  and  Measures," 
last  month,  Mr.  A.  L.  Doran  stated  that,  on  testing  some  3j- 
and  3ij.  apothecaries'  weights,  he  found  them  below  the 
proper  standard  by  5  and  10  grains  respectively,  and  he 
thought  it  was  probable  that  this  deficiency  was  due  to  an 
error  on  the  part  of  the  weight-maker,  who  might  have  pro- 
duced them  by  dividing  an  ounce  avoirdupois  into  8  or  4  parts. 
It  need  hardly  be  explained  that  the  avoirdupois  ounce  weighs 
only  437tt  grains,  the  eighth  of  which  would  be  only 
54  63  grains,  instead  of  60  grains,  as  it  should  be  as  the 
eighth  of  the  troy  ounce.  The  difference  is  very  serious, 
and  we  hope  that  other  chemists  will  test  their  drachm 
weights,  and  let  us  know  the  result. 


SPURIOUS  STAR-ANISEEDS. 

In  the  last  drup  sale  a  parcel  of  twenty  cases  Japanese  star- 
aniseeds  impor  -ed  from  Hiogo  was  offered,  and  bought  in  at 
35s.  per  cwt,,  no  purchaser  appearing.    This  price  of  35s.  is 
of  course  a  fancy  one.  the  real  value  of  the  product  being  in-  | 
definable  ;  in  fact  it  is  difficult  to  see  for  what  legitimate  ; 
purpose  these  seeds  can  have  been  shipped.    Japanese  star- 
anise  {IUiciwm  relu/'omm)  first  made  its  appearance  on  the 
London  market  about  1879,  and  actually  found  buyers  (for  I 
shipment,  it  was  stated,  to  the  Continent)  at  about  one-half 
the  price  paid  for  the  true  seed.     Two  years  ago  there 
was  a  parcel  offered  for  sale  made  up  of  true  and  false  seed 
mixed.    It  is  only  right  to  state  that  the  parcel  offered  on 
February  4  was  not  put  up  under  false  colours,  being  cata- 
logncd  as  "  Japan  star-aniseeds,"  and  was  without  admixture 
of  any  kind.    The  odour  of  the  false  seed  is  not  at  all  anise-  ^ 
like,  but  feebly  aromatic.    The  taste,  also,  is  very  different   j  ^ 
from  the  true  ;  if  a  carpel  of  the  true  is  put  on  the  tongue  ^ 
the  sweet  fragrance  fills  the  whole  mouth  in  a  few  seconds,   (  ^ 
and  the  taste  is  distinctly  sweet.    The  false  anise,  on  the  ^ 
other  hand,  has  an  odour  and  taste  somewhat  resembling 
cubebs,  but,  if  a  carpel  is  split  and  the  inner  surface  of  it  ( 
placed  on  the  tip  of  the  tongue,  a  distinct  acidity  is  felt.  . 
But  even  if  these  impediments  to  adulteration  should  be 
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got  over  by  mixing  the  false  with  the  genuine  seeds,  or  by 
scenting  the  former  with  oil  of  star-anise,  "the  mark  of  the 
beast "  would  remain,  and  a  little  care  would  reveal  the 
sophistication,  the  carpels  of  the  false  seeds  being  more 
shrivelled  than  those  of  the  true,  and  the  apical  curve  sharper 
and  deeper.  The  false  seeds  never  have  more  than  eight 
carpels,  and  are  generally  greyish  brown,  the  true  uniformly 
dark  brown. 

As  there  is  no  legitimate  use  in  this  country  for  false  star- 
anise,  it  cannot  be  said  to  possess  any  market  value  what- 
ever. It  is  poisonous,  and  several  cases  of  poisoning  by  it 
have  happened  on  the  Continent.  Eykman  has  isolated  from 
it  a  poisonous  crystalline  principle,  which  he  calls  "  Sikimin.' 


GERMAN    OTTO    OF  ROSES. 

Moke  or  less  vague  statements  have  recently  been  published 
concerning  an  otto  of  roses  which  was  said  to  be  manufac- 
tured in  Germany,  and  which,  according  to  the  standpoint  of 
the  critics,  was  considered  either  a  curiosity  of  no  commer- 
cial value  or  a  product  of  the  utmost  importance  to  the  trade, 
and  likely  to  ultimately  supersede  the  Turkish  oil. 

The  idea  of  distilling  otto  of  roses  in  Germany,  and  on  a 
scientific  basis,  originated,  in  1884,  with  Messrs.  Schimmel 
&  Co.,  of  Leipzig,  who  in  that  year  succeeded  in  obtaining 
by  distillation  about  6J  lbs.  of  otto  of  roses.  The  quantity 
of  leaves  consumed  in  this  process  is  not  stated,  but,  while 
we  hear  from  one  source  that  only  fresh  leaves  were  used,  a 
second  informant  states  that  the  Leipzig  rose-growers  could 
not  at  any  particular  time  supply  a  sufficient  quantity  of 
roses,  and  that  Messrs.  Schimmel  had  therefore  partly  to  fall 
back  upon  salted  leaves  purchased  in  different  parts  of  the 
Continent. 

We  understand  that  Messrs.  Schimmel  are  at  present 
engaged  in  preparing  for  the  repetition  of  the  experiment, 
but  that  they  do  not  expect  to  be  in  a  position  to  enter  the 
field  for  some  time. 

On  the  other  hand,  Messrs.  Schultheiss  Brothers,  of  Stein- 
furth,  in  Hesse  (Germany),  have  sent  us  a  sample  of  German 
otto  of  roses  distilled  by  them,  which  would  seem  to  justify 
their  claim  that  essence  of  thoroughly  good  quality  can  be 
produced  in  Germany,  but  whether  at  a  cost  to  successfully 
compete  with  the  Turkish  oil  or  not  remains  to  be  seen. 

Messrs.  Schultheiss  have  stocked  60  acres  with  centifolia 
roses  grown  specially  for  distillation,  and  have  succeeded  in 
procuring  from  Kezanlik  a  quantity  of  the  Damascene  roses 
which  are  used  there.  The  leaves,  which  are  distilled  imme- 
diately after  being  gathered,  are  said  to  yield  1  oz.  of  oil 
from  101  lbs.  of  leaves.  Experiments  to  obtain  oil  from  Tea, 
Bourbon,  and  Remontant  rose-leaves  were  unsuccessful, 
259  lbs.  of  these  only  yielding  1  oz.  of  oil. 

The  German  oil  appears  in  brilliant  crystals,  its  fusing- 
point  varying  from  28°  to  32°  C,  while  that  of  the  Turkish 
■otto,  according  to  Baur,  lies  between  11°  and  16°  C. 


TRADE    TOPICS    FOR  PARLIAMENT. 

The  Association  of  Chambers  of  Commerce  will  hold  their 
26th  annual  meeting  at  Westminster,  on  Feb.  23,  24,  and  25. 
A  sufficiently  long  programme  has  been  announced  to  occupy 
the  three  days.  Among  the  commercial  topics  put  down  for 
discussion  there  are  many  of  general  interest.  The  Bristol, 
Exeter,  and  Leeds  Chambers  urge  that  private  deeds  of 
arrangements  made  by  debtors  shall  be  registered,  as  bills  of 
sale  are,  or  shall  be  illegal.  The  Executive  Council  press  for 
•a  more  severe  administration  of  the  bankruptcy  law,  and 
especially  propose  that  the  Public  Prosecutor  shall  look 
sharply  after  fraudulent  debtors.    North  Staffordshire  thinks 


the  summary  jurisdiction  of  County  Courts  in  the  cases 
of  insolvents  who  owe  less  than  501.  is  too  freely  and 
too  lightly  exercisd,  Bradford  and  Newcastle  want  County 
Courts  to  have  their  jurisdiction  extended  for  the  settlement 
of  local  civil  cases.  Oldham  considers  the  law  giving  land- 
lords a  prior  claim  for  rent  over  other  debts  is  prejudicial  to 
trade  interests,  and  it  is,  we  may  add,  curiously  unfair,  inas- 
much as  the  landlord  who  loses  his  rent  is  only  deprived  of 
his  interest,  while  the  grocer  whose  bill  is  not  paid  loses  both 
interest  and  capital.  Ipswich,  Derby,  Exeter,  Newport, 
Bristol,  and  Worcester  desire  to  control  railways  in  reference 
to  their  rates  for  carrying  goods.  Bristol,  Bradford,  Wolver- 
hampton, Kendal,  and  Newcastle  want  to  prevent  the  very 
injurious  effects  to  trade  which  result  from  a  general  election, 
by  providing  that  all  the  polls  shall  be  taken  on  a  given 
day,  or  as  nearly  simultaneous  as  possible,  and  as  shortly 
after  the  writs  are  issued  as  may  be.  Southampton,  Hull, 
Middlesborongh,  and  Dublin  protest  against  the  annual 
guinea  which  the  Post  Office  demands  for  registration  of 
telegraphic  addresses.  Dublin  thinks  a  guinea  fair  for  the 
first  registration,  but  considers  that  5.s\  would  be  ample  for 
subsequent  registrations.  Middlesborough  also  wants  to  urge 
the  Post  Office  to  issue  a  list  of  the  firms  registered.  Leicester 
thinks  the  rates  of  postage  for  the  colonies  and  abroad  are 
excessive,  and  Hull,  Batley,  and  Bristol  want  the  Post  Office 
to  reduce  their  royalties  on  telephonic  instruments.  Bradford 
thinks  the  trade  returns  might  be  more  detailed,  and  also 
urges  that  the  Foreign  Office  might  waste  its  money  in  a 
worse  manner  than  by  providing  more  commercial  informa- 
tion from  its  staff  of  consuls,  and  by  disseminating  it  more 
promptly  and  more  generally.  Derby  wants  a  retaliatory 
tariff.  Hull  wants  the  Royal  Commission  on  the  Depression 
of  Trade  to  visit  some  of  the  commercial  centres.  London 
Hull,  and  Huddersfield  want  the  Burmah  railway  to  be  put 
in  hand  right  away.  Sheffield  wants  communication  re- 
opened with  Spain ;  and  Batley  wishes  the  Government  to  do 
something  to  restore  the  declining  usefulness  of  silver. 

There  is  a  touching  faith  in  the  efficiency  of  legislation 
manifested  in  some  of  these  suggestions ;  but  with  a  Parliament 
in  which  commercial  interests  are  represented  more  largely 
than  ever  before,  it  may  be  hoped  that  what  can  be  effected 
by  wise  laws — and  no  doubt  much  may  be  done — will  have  a 
better  chance  of  getting  accomplished  than  has  been  the  case 
heretofore. 

TRADE  STATISTICS. 

The  Registrar's  report,  recently  published,  shows  that  the 
total  number  of  persons  on  the  Register  of  Pharmaceutical 
Chemists  and  Chemists  and  Druggists  on  December  31,1885, 
was  13,567,  which  is  an  increase  of  167  names  ;  but,  as  the 
usual  biennial  scrutiny  of  the  list  was  not  made  in  1885,  it 
may  be  taken  that  the  actual  number  of  persons  qualified  to 
call  themselves  "  chemists  and  druggists  "  in  Great  Britain  is 
about  stationary.  The  number  added  last  year  by  examination 
was  351,  and  by  proving  their  right  to  registration  or  restora- 
tion without  examination,  28.  Pharmaceutical  chemists 
number  2,219  of  the  total.  The  subscribing  members  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  have  declined  during  the  past  year  from 
2,356  to  2,308.  The  progress  of  this  decline  has  been  regular 
for  some  years.  On  the  other  hand,  the  number  of  associates 
and  apprentices  connected  with  the  Society  has  increased 
from  3,224  to  3,368.  The  examination  records  show  that 
during  the  year  1,278  candidates  presented  themselves  for 
the  Preliminary  examination,  of  whom  690  passed.  That,  it 
may  be  remarked,  as  is  shown  by  the  other  figures  quoted,  is 
just  about  twice  as  many  as  the  trade  here  can  absorb.  For 
the  Major  examination  there  were  87  candidates  in  London, 
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oE  whom  47  passed,  and  13  in  Edinburgh,  of  whom  6  passed. 
There  were  744  candidates  for  the  Minor  in  London,  and  of 
these  only  255  passed  :  in  Edinburgh  there  were  211  candi- 
dates, and  96  passed.  Four  aspirants  for  modified  honours 
presented  themselves  in  London,  and  one  in  Edinburgh,  but 
all  were  rejected. 


MORTALITY    IN    DIFFERENT  OCCU- 
PATIONS. 

Dr.  0<;le  has  submitted  to  the  Msdico-Chirurgical  Society  a 
series  of  statistics  showing  the  death-rate  of  persons  in  vari- 
ous occupations,  calculated  on  the  years  1880-81-82.  From 
these  it  appears  that  the  average  death-rate  of  males  of  twenty 
years  of  age  and  upwards,  of  all  occupations,  in  those  years 
was  22  83  per  thousand  per  annum.  Chemists  appear  to  be 
just  better  than  the  average,  they  being  returned  at  22  52. 
But  the  anxieties  of  pharmacy  evidently  make  a  serious 
additional  risk  to  the  mere  dangers  of  buying  or  selling,  as 
"  shopkeepers "  only  lose  19  Q3  per  thousand  yearly,  bakers 
2L87,  tailors  2245,  shoemakers  2066,  and  watchmakers 
21-20.  Professional  men  show  remarkable  gradations.  Clergy- 
men figure  for  15-93  only,  lawyers  for  20  23,  and  doctors 
for  2553.  These  details  testify  eloquently  to  the  risks 
which  accompany  the  healing  profession,  and  to  the  courage 
with  which  medical  men  discharge  their  duties.  The  advan- 
tages of  an  outdoor  life  are  manifested  by  the  fact  that 
gardeners  are  returned  at  the  lowest  figure  of  all  occupations, 
namely,  15  08.  Farmers  are  17  49,  and  agricultural  labourers 
18  28:  schoolmasters  (19  20),  carpenters  (19  30),  commercial 
travellers  (2006),  clerks  (21T0),  and  bricklayers  (22-29) 
surprise  us  by  appearing  below  the  average.  The  following 
are  above  it: — Blacksmiths,  2314:  printers,  2375;  coal- 
runners,  23  97  ;  bookbinders,  25  36  ;  butchers,  25  89  ;  painters, 
plumbers,  &c,  25  95;  quarrymen,  26  42;  woollen  manufac- 
turers, 2647;  cotton  manufacturers,  27-19;  cutlers,  28  52! 
innkeepers,  29  02  ;  brewers,  29  23  ;  earthenware  manufac- 
turers, 35  98.

The  chief  feature  of  this  work  is  that  it  provides  a  carefully 
compiled,  and  for  many  persons  a  very  .valuable,  list  of  elec- 
trician dealers  in  electrical  apparatus,  and  firms  or  persons 
associated  with  electrical  work  in  London,  the  provinces,  and 
abroad.  There  are  besides  some  scientific  tables,  and  a  series 
of  sketches  of  more  or  less  eminent  electricians  with  portraits 
of  some  of  the  most  prominent. 


A  Practical  lntrodvction  to  Chemistry.    By  W.  A.  Shen- 
sl.one.    London :  Rivicgtons.    122  pages.  2*. 

Tins  is  eminently  an  educational  work,  well-planned, 
thoroughly  methodical,  and  full  of  interest.  It  is  intended 
for  beginners,  boy-pupils  of  the  third  form,  and  to  precede 
the  stereotyped  course  of  lectures.  The  author,  therefore, 
aimstoget  his  pupils  to  understand  from  their  own  work  the 
principles  of  the  science ;  all  that  he  says  is  put  down  in 
simple  language  which  the  most  obtuse  boy  cannot  fail  to 
understand.  The  author  goes  out  of  the  somewhat  beaten 
track  of  elementary  lessons,  and  begins  straight  off  with 
quantitative  and  qualitative  processes.  These  are  arranged 
in  ten  chapters  under  Section  I.,  and  Section  II.  "  consists 


of  descriptions  of  the  results  of  experiments,  solutions  of 
the  practical  problems,"  &c,  given  in  the  first  section.  The 
experiments  rre  good  and  their  arrangement  sound,  and 
calculated  to  keep  up  the  interest  of  the  pupil,  to  sharpen 
his  observation,  and  inculcate  method  in  work  and  record. 
The  experiments  also  gradually  familiarise  the  pupil  with 
methods  and  apparatus  which  are  common  in  advanced  work 
and  research.  For  example,  his  first  experiment  is  to  weigh 
a  crucible  containing  a  piece  of  magnesium  ribbon,  burn  the 
ribbon,  weigh  again,  &c.  Later,  he  demonstrates  the  con- 
stancy of  chemical  combination  by  an  experiment  in  volu- 
metric analysis  with  an  extemporised  burette,  and  we  even 
find  him  handling  U -tubes,  combustion-tubes,  aspirators, 
&c,  and  performing  experiments  wonderfully  like  ultimate 
organic  analysis.  Easy  experimental  physics  is  also  brought 
in.  All  this  is  of  true  educational  value,  and  it  is  made 
doubly  valuable  from  the  fact  that  nothing  is  done  which 
does  not  have  an  influence  in  impressing  upon  the  pupil  the 
principles  of  chemistry.  The  problems  or  exercises  given  all 
tend  to  enforce  the  authors'  main  object,  which  is  to  "  lead 
the  students  to  observe  accurately,  to  record  their  observa- 
tions correctly,  and  to  think  for  themselves."  Some  of  the 
explanations  are  very  well  put.  We  recommend  pharma- 
ceutical students  to  read  Chapter  IX.,  indeed  the  whole  book 
should  be  gone  through  from  the  beginning.  The  course  of 
instruction  is  a  good  foundation  for  the  "  test-tube  and 
chart"  method,  which  is  rapidly  creating  in  pharmacy  a 
class  of  men  unacquainted  with  the  principles  of  chemistry, 
and,  therefore,  unfit  to  turn  the  knowledge  they  have 
acquired  to  commercial  advantage. 

The  work  is  neatly  got  up,  well  printed,  and  illustrated. 
Appendix  II.  is  a  useful  chapter  on  the  balance,  weighing, 
and  glass-working.  Though  intended  to  map  out  a  course  of 
instruction  under  a  teacher,  it  is  equally  fitted  for  private 
study,  Section  II.  giving  a  full  explanation  of  the  experi- 
ments. 


Outlines  cf  Organic  Chemistry.  By  Forster  Morley,  M.A., 
D.Sc,  Fellow  of  and  Assistant  Professor  of  Chemistry 
at  Universitv  College,  London.  London :  J.  &  A. 
Churchill.  1886. 

After  a  brief  introductory  chapter  the  more  important 
carbon  compounds  are  dealt  with  "in  the  order  in  which 
they  may  be  synthetically  produced,  so  that  each  compound 
may  be  a  product  of  the  one  before  and  a  producer  of  the  one 
after."  The  author  expresses  his  belief  that  this  arrange- 
ment makes  the  majority  of  the  formula;  self-evident,  and 
"  that  a  correct  appreciation  oE  structural  formula?,  and  the 
power  to  judge  whether  a  given  formula  be  correct  or 
incorrect,  is  essential  if  chemical  industry  is  to  make  any 
headway  in  England."  Whatever  question  there  may  be  as 
to  the  best  way  of  teaching  organic  chemistry,  there  can  be  no 
doubt  that  it  is  of  the  utmost  importance  that  the  student 
should  acquire  a  clear  conception  of  the  relations  between 
the  very  large  number  of  compounds  with  which  he  has  to 
deal.  These  relations  are  expressed  by  structural  formulae, 
and  it  is  improbable  that  any  better  way  of  expressing  them 
could  be  devised.  Unfortunately  structural  formula?  are 
often  understood  by  students  to  express  a  great  deal  more, 
and  this  is  the  evil  to  be  guarded  against.  It  would  seem 
that  the  system  of  teaching  adopted  by  Mr.  Morley  is  calcu- 
lated to  minimise  the  risks  of  any  such  mis-apprehension  on 
the  part  of  the  student. 

The  introductory  chapter,  which  deals  with  analysis,  vapour 
density,  rational  formulae  and  valency,  extends  only  to  eleven 
pages.  This  part  of  the  book  might  with  advantage  be 
extended  and  elaborated,  with  the  aid  of  suitable  illustra- 
tions. The  same  remark  is  applicable  to  the  concluding 
chapter  on  physical  constants,  a  branch  of  the  science  which 
is  of  the  utmost  importance. 

By  a  system  of  abbreviations  the  author  has  introduced 
copious  references,  which  both  student  and  teacher  will 
appreciate. 


Messrs.  P.  Smith  &  Co.,  wholesale  and  retail  druggists,  of 
Runcorn,  take  the  palm  for  local  almanacs  of  the  year.  They 
have  taken  several  of  Cassell's  publications,  including  an 
almanac,  a  diary,  a  literary  companion,  and  a  housekeeping 
guide,  have  added  local  information,  a  local  directory,  record 
of  the  recent  elections,  their  own  price-list,  and  a  large  lot 
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of  advertisements,  have  bound  all  in  cloth  covers  in  one 
volume,  which  they  sell  for  a  shilling.  The  book  is  very 
readable,  and  we  should  think  the  speculation  must  be  a 
profitable  one.

Aq.  Eriobotryje. 

Dr.  Peckoldt  writes  in  the  Zeitsolvr.  ii.it err.  Apoth.  Yer. 
that  the  Japanese  medlar  (Mriobotrya  japonica)  has  been 
transplanted  from  its  native  land  to  Brazil,  where  it  flourishes 
luxuriantly.  The  fruits  are  yellow,  of  an  agreeable,  sweetish 
taste,  pear-shaped,  with  a  soft  velvety  skin,  and  contain  two 
to  five  deep-brown  seeds. 

A  beverage  similar  to  the  Swiss  "  kirschwasser  "  is  prepared 
from  the  fruits.  The  seeds,  crushed  and  distilled  by  vapour, 
give  a  distillate  having  the  smell  of  bitter  almonds,  and  con- 
taining 0'05  per  cent.  Prussic  acid.  This  aqua  eriobotry;e 
cannot  be  distinguished  f  rom  aq.  laurocerasi  (cherry-laurel 
water),  but  has  a  peculiar  bitter  taste. 

The  leaves  of  the  Japanese  medlar  are  said  to  have  proved 
efficient  in  cases  of  chronic  diarrhoea. 


Adulteration  op  Olive  Oil. 

jj  A.  ANDOYNAUD  (Chem.  CentralM.)  recommends  the  following 
I  test  for  sesame,  cotton  poppy,  or  ear^h-nut  oil  mixed  with 
i   olive  oil,  if  only  to  the  extent  of  5  per  cent. : — 

In  a  test-tube  of  15  cm.  leDgth,  15  mm.  diameter,  and 
divided  into  cubic  centimetres,  a  quantity  of  2  cm.  of  the 
il  sample  to  be  tested  should  be  well   shaken  with  0  1  p. 
'"■  powdered  bichromate  of  potash,  and  nitro-sulphuric  acid 
il  added,  bringing  the  mixture  up  to  4  cm.    Again  agitated,  the 
fluid  assumes  a  red-brown  colour.    After  one  or  two  minutes 
ordinary  ether  at  65°  is  added,  bringing  up  the  contents  to 
\  5  cm.,  and  the  agitation  is  renewed. 

The  now  greenish  liquid  seems  about  to  form  two  layers, 
l|l  but  after  a  short  time  a  violent  effervescence  sets  in,  nitrous 
fumes  escape,  and  finally  the  oil  floats  at  the  top,  forming  a 
t 1  green  layer  if  pure.  If  containing  at  least  5  per  cent,  of 
.  i  foreign  substances  the  colour  is  greenish-yellow,  and  becomes 
)  i:  yellow,  or  even  orange,  if  the  oil  be  largely  adulterated.  The 
ti f  colouring  can  best  be  observed  by  filling  the  test-tube  with 
In  water  to  the  tenth  degree  of  division. 


To  Distinguish  Henthene  from  Pure  Oil  of 
Peppermint. 

I  Messrs.  Fritzsche  Brothers,  of  New  York,  send  us  the 

I  following : — 

Since  the  manufacture  of  menthol  from  American  pepper- 
mint oil  lias  become  more  extensive,  large  quantities  of 
dementholised  oil  (menthene)  have  been  placed   on  the 

I  j  market,  and,  although  thus  deprived  of  all  therapeutic  virtue 
I H  (its  most  valuable  property),  and  seriously  impaired  as  an 
i  aromatic,  has  been  sold  as  pure  prime  oil  of  peppermint. 

The  following  test  will  show  the  fraud  :  — 

Mix  thoroughly  about  1  pint  of  snow  or  finely-crushed  ice 

I I  with  a  like  quantity  of  finely-powdered  salt,  and  put  this  into 
i  any  convenient  quart-holding  open  container  (pot,  measure, 
f  box,  &c.)  ;  into  this  place  a  corked  test-tube  not  quite  filled 
I  with  the  oil.  After  ten  or  fifteen  minutes  the  oil,  if  pure, 
I  *will  have  become  cloudy,  translucent,  thick,  or  of  a  jelly-like 
■  consistency;  then  add  four  or  five  small  crystals  of  pure 

I  ■  menthol,  re-cork,  and  shake  thoroughly.  Replace  the  tube 
f  Unto  the  freezing  mixture,  and  after  a  short  time  the  pure  oil 

I I  will  present  a  solid  frozen  mass  of  crystals.    If  the  oil  remain 


limpid  or  partially  so  it  has  either  been  adulterated  or  had 
its  menthol  extracted,  and  should  unhesitatingly  be  rejected. 


Milk-wine  (Kefir). 

In  a  recent  issue  (November,  1885)  we  referred  to  the 
Caucasian  Kefir  and  the  beverage  made  from  it.  A  con- 
tributor to  the  Deutscli.  Med.  Zty.  now  claims  that  in  the 
manufacture  of  Kefir-Koumiss  the  fungi  in  question  may  be 
entirely  dispensed  with,  and  replaced  by  ordinary  butter- 
milk. He  recommends  the  mixing  together  in  an  open  bottle 
of  1  part  of  butter-milk  with  2  parts  of  sweet  milk.  The 
compound  soon  begins  to  ferment,  and  after  three  days  has 
changed  into  a  fluid  of  vinous  smell,  containing  alcohol, 
carbonic  acid,  lactic  acid,  caseine,  &c,  and  which,  in  fact,  is 
identical  with  the  Kefir-Koumiss. 

The  sweet  milk  used  should  not  be  quite  skimmed.  The 
mixture  should  not  fill  more  than  two-thirds  of  t  he  bottle,  and 
the  latter  must  be  of  strong  glass.  The  fermenting  com- 
pound must  be  firmly  corked,  and  well  shaken  three  times  a 
day.  After  shaking,  the  cork  must  be  removed,  in  order  to 
allow  the  carbonic  acid  to  escape.  The  bottles  should  be  laid 
horizontally  twice  daily,  and  kept  in  that  position  during 
ten  minutes.    Temperature  during  fermentation  about  15°  C. 


Japanese  Fish-oil. 

According  to  a  French  Consular  report,  which  we  find  in 
the  Mon.  de  Prodi/its  Chimiques,  this  article,  which  has 
lately  been  imported  in  enormous  quantities,  is  the  product 
of  an  industry  carried  on  principally  in  the  neighbourhood 
of  Yokohama  by  native  fishermen.  The  oil  is  obtained 
from  herrings  and  sardines,  which  cannot  otherwise  be 
utilised  for  want  of  salt  or  means  of  transport  to  the  nearest 
market,  and  is  extracted  by  means  of  a  most  primitive 
modus  operandi,  the  fishes  being  cut  up  and  thrown  into 
boiling- water  and  the  oil  removed  as  it  ri«es  to  the  surface. 
After  (boiling  the  fish  the  remaining  oil  is  extracted  by 
pressure. 

It  frequently  happens  that  through  want  of  labour  the  fish 
are  allowed  to  remain  in  the  water  until  decomposed,  and 
this  accounts  for  the  repulsive  smell  and  dark  colour  of 
many  shipments.  The  crude  oil  is  sent  to  Tokio  and  Yoko- 
hama in  wooden  barrels,  containing  about  1.J  cwt.,  lined  with 
paper  impregnated  by  glycerine  and  the  juice  of  unripe  kaki- 
fruit  (JDiospytos  TmkV).  The  oil  is  refined  by  heating  it  to 
122°  or  140°  Fahr.  in  cast-iron  boilers,  and  then  allowing  it  to 
cool  in  wooden  tubs.  When  cold  it  forms  three  layers :  an 
upper  of  clear  liquid  oil,  a  central  of  solid  grease  or  wax, 
and  a  bottom  layer  of  water,  refuse,  and  albuminous  matter. 
The  upper  layer  of  oil  is  drawn  off  in  barrels  for  shipment, 
but  the  wax  is  remelted,  filtered,  and  poured  into  cases  while 
hot. 


—  The  British  Medical 
Journal  says,  in  a  recent  number: — "  Some  further  improve- 
ments have  been  made  in  the  method  of  caption  of  this  old- 
established  and  favourite  mineral  aperient  water.  These,  by 
preventing  the  access  of  sweet  water,  and  avoiding  the  dilu- 
tion of  the  mineral  water,  will  considerably  increase  its 
mineral  strength  and  efficacy.  Such  improvement  will  doubt- 
less be  of  considerable  value,  as  it  will  enable  the  water  to 
be  used  in  smaller  bulk,  and,  therefore,  more  conveniently 
than  heretofore ;  and  thus  its  efficacy,  in  practice,  will  be 
increased.  The  testimony  of  Bamberger,  Frierichs,  and 
Seegen,  and  other  foreign  as  well  as  eminent  British  autho- 
rities, has  for  many  years  concurred  in  indicating  Fredrich- 
shall  water  as  an  aperient  which,  for  habitual  use, is  unri- 
valled. Its  richness  in  chlorides  gives  it  especial  alterative 
value;  and  there  is  a  great  body  of  physiological  evidence, 
collected  by  Hosier  arid  Hering,  as  well  as  of  clinical  evidence 
from  the  hands  of  Sir  Henry  Thompson  and  others  in  this 
country,  indicating  the  especial  value  of  Friedrichsha  11  in 
preventing  the  formation  of  uric  acid;  and  establishing  the 
fact  that,  unlike  mineral  aperients,  its  dose  may  be  pro- 
gressively diminished  during  continuous  use.  The  improve- 
ments in  the  method  of  capturing  and  bottling  the  water,  so 
as  to  free  it  from  dilution,  will,  no  doubt,  add  to  its  long- 
established  popularity." 
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Fatal  Dispensing  Error  in  America. — Trial  of  the 
Druggist  for  Manslaughter. 

We  reported  'in  (September  last  a  sad  case  of  poisoning 
which  occurred  at  Hoboken,  New  Jersey,  U.S.  A  prescription 
for  3  grammes  of  muriate  of  quinine  in  four  powders  was 
brought  to  Mr.  C.  G.  Am  Ende,  of  Hoboken,  New  Jersey,  on 
a  Sunday  evening,  for  a  Miss  Marguerite  Holz,  the  daughter 
of  a  wealthy  New  York  wine  merchant,  by  a  Dr.  Lowenthal, 
who  was  betrothed  to  the  young  lady.  The  druggist  seems 
to  have  dispensed  muriate  of  morphia  in  error,  and  the  young 
lady  and  her  sister,  who  also  took  a  powder,  both  died.  The 
druggist  afterwards  took  some  atropine,  but  recovered  from 
its  effects.  He  was  put  on  his  trial  for  manslaughter  on 
January  4  and  5. 

The  New  York  World  gives  what  is  meant  for  a  graphic 
account  of  the  trial,  which  took  place  "  in  the  grey  old 
Hudson  County  Court  of  General  Sessions.''  "  A  very  lonely- 
looking  man  was  Charles  Am  Ende,  as  he  sat  waiting  to  be 
tried  for  manslaughter.  None  of  the  relatives  of  the  two 
beautiful  and  accomplished  girls  whom  he  poisoned  by  mis- 
take were  present  to  see  the  anguish  and  remorse  that  was 
expressed  in  the  strong,  dark  features  and  drooping  figure  of 
the  poor  druggist.  He  was  dressed  in  plain  black,  over  which 
he  wore  a  heavy  brown  overcoat.  Every  minute  or  two  he 
removed  his  gold-rimmed  spectacles  and  wiped  them.  Even 
the  three  judges  seemed  to  regard  the  prisoner  with  pity  as 
the  day  wore  on  and  his  cheeks  became  wet  with  tears."' 

The  circumstances  of  the  accident  were  detailed  in  the 
evidence  for  the  prosecution.  In  opening  the  case  for  the 
defence  connsel  said  that  the  indictment  expressed  that 
defendant  did  "  wilfully  and  feloniously  kill  and  slay  one 
Marguerite  Holz."  He  claimed  that  those  words  meant  exactly 
what  they  said,  and  that  the  action  of  the  will,  as  well  as  the 
felonious  deed,  must  be  proved. 

For  the  defence  some  druggists  gave  evidence.  One  asserted 
that  it  was  the  safest  plan  to  keep  all  drugs  wanted  for  pre- 
scriptions in  one  case,  poisonous  and  innocent  ones  together. 

"  Don't  you  think,"'  asked  the  prosecuting  counsel,  "  that  it 
would  be  safer  to  lock  up  the  poisons,  or  interpose  some  other 
obstruction  that  would  attract  your  mental  faculties  in  trying 
to  get  at  them  ?  " 

"  No  ;  I  think  the  labels  are  a  sufficient  protection.  If  they 
do  not  prevent  mistakes  nothing  can." 

The  weeping  druggist  then  dried  his  eyes  and  climbed  up 
into  the  old-fashioned  brown  jury-box.  He  said  that  he 
learned  to  be  a  druggist  in  Germany,  where  he  had  served  an 
apprenticeship  and  clerkship.  He  had  been  in  the  drug 
business  in  Hoboken  since  1867.  He  made  a  specialty 
of  investigating  drugs  as  to  their  purity,  and  also  worked  on 
subjects  connected  with  the  germ  theory  of  disease.  He 
invented  antiseptic  cotton,  catgut  preparations,  and  other 
articles  used  in  this  line  of  medical  work. 

"At  the  time  of  this  terrible  accident,"  he  said,  "I  was 
engaged  in  two  such  experiments  for  Dr.  Sexton,  of  New 
York,  who  wanted  some  catgut  preparations." 

In  all  these  years  he  took  but  a  few  weeks  of  vacation, 
although  he  was  working  both  night  and  day  at  his  science. 
He  felt  the  evil  effect  of  his  work,  and  took  phosphorus  to 
brace  up  his  brain,  and  kept  right  on  with  his  labours. 

"  This  was  my  Sunday  on  at  the  store."'  he  continued.  "  I 
remember  that  Dr.  Lowenthal  came  in  the  morning,  and  told 
me  that  Gretchen  Holz — that's  Marguerite,  you  know — that 
she  had  on  the  night  before  a  temperature  of  104.  In  the 
evening  he  came  again  about  ten  o'clock.  He  said  that  Dr. 
Conrad  had  been  there  and  had  ordered  2  scruples  of  muriate 
of  quinine  and  4  oz.  of  tincture  of  eucalyptus,  'whatever 
that  may  be,"  he  added.  He  was  excited,  and  said  that  I 
should  write  a  prescription  for  him.    I  said  that  he  had 


better  write  it  himself.  He  asked  me  how  much  2  scruples 
were  in  grammes,  as  he  was  not  accustomed  to  prescribe  in 
the  old  way.  I  said  40  grains.  He  said  not  in  grains,  but 
how  much  in  grammes.  I  could  not  answer  right  off.  He 
said  he  thought  it  was  3  grammes.  Just  then  I  turned 
around  to  speak  to  Mr.  Ran,  my  clerk.  The  quinine  bottle 
had  been  changed  to  a  new  place  on  the  shelf  a  few  weeks 
ago.  It  was  right  in  front  of  me,  while  the  morphine  bottle 
was  24  inches  to  the  left.  I  reproached  myself  for  not 
noticing  that  change  more.  Mr.  Rau  got  the  eucalyptus. 
Then  Dr.  Lowenthal  resumed  the  conversation.  He  said  that 
Dr.  Conrad  had  confirmed  his  diagnosis  of  Gretchens  case. 
Then  there  was  more  talk  about  grains  and  grammes.  I 
have  a  vague  recollection  of  putting  up  a  bottle  on  the  shelf 
and  pushing  it  against  the  wall,  but  I  don't  remember  taking 
it  down  at  all.  I  have  also  a  vague  recollection  that  when 
Mr.  Rau  came  with  the  eucalyptus  I  had  the  powder,  what- 
ever it  was,  in  a  mortar,  rubbing  it  up." 

"Did  Dr.  Lowfnthal  give  you  the  written  prescription 
before  or  after  you  made  the  powders  ?  " 

"  After."' 

"  Did  you  have  labels  on  the  poisonous  bottles  ?  " 

"  Oh,  yes  ;  on  all  poison  bottles.  I  have  two  red  labels 
marked  '  Poison '  in  white.  One  label  is  on  the  neck  and  the 
other  on  the  stopper." 

"  At  the  time  you  delivered  these  powders  to  Dr. 
Lowenthal,  what  did  you  suppose  they  contained  .'  " 

"  Quinine,  my  God  !  of  course." 

"  When  did  you  next  see  Dr.  Lowenthal  ?  " 

"  At  about  3  or  3.30  o'clock  in  the  morning.  There  was  a 
powder  on  the  table,  and  he  asked  me  if  that  powder 
was  morphine  or  quinine.  He  asked  me  which  I  had  given 
him.  I  took  down  the  quinine  bottle  and  took  a  taste.  Then 
I  tasted  the  powder  and  said,  '  This  quinine  is  bitterer  than 
the  other.'  I  was  told  about  the  poisoning,  and,  of  course, 
I  was  terribly  excited.  I  could  not  help  it.  Nobody  could 
help  it.  I  went  upstairs  with  the  doctor  and  laid  my  head 
against  his  bosom,  saying  :  '  Ach,  armer  Doctor  !  Armes 
Gretchen  !  ' " 

"  What  does  that  mean  ? " 

"  Oh,  poor  doctor  !    Poor  Gretchen  !  " 

"  Well,  go  on." 

'•  We  went  downstairs  together.  Dr.  Lowenthal  asked  for 
atropine,  and  Mr.  Rau  got  it  for  him.  He  asked  me  again  if 
I  could  tell  what  it  was  I  had  given.  I  grumbled  out  some 
expression  about  his  talking  to  me  when  I  was  making  up  a 
prescription.    I  don't  wish  to  repeat  it." 

"  How  do  you  account  for  the  mistake  / " 

"  Oh,  I  don't  know ;  I  don't  know.  I  tried  the  whole 
morning  after  it  occurred  to  remember  if  I  had  reached 
o\er  the  quinine  bottle.  They  told  me  that  in  my  de- 
lirium " 

The  witness  broke  down  and  cried.  It  was  a  full  minute 
before  he  regained  his  voice,  and  he  sat  with  his  face  buried 
in  his  hands,  a  most  pitiful  and  abject  figure. 

"  Then  if  you  did  anything  wrong  it  was  done  un- 
consciously 1 " 

"  Yes,  yes — oh  yes  !  " 

"  What  did  you  do  when  Dr.  Lowenthal  went  away  ?  " 

"  I  thought  over  the  whole  case,  and  I  came  to  the  conclu- 
sion that  if  morphine  had  been  given,  and  Gretchen  died,  it 
would  be  my  duty  to  do  the  same." 

"  Did  you  then  take  poison  .' " 

"  I  first  arranged  all  my  papers  and  made  my  will.  Then 
I  waited.  I  tasted  the  powder  Dr.  Lowenthal  brought  to  me, 
and  tried  to  feel  some  effects.  I  drank  black  coffee  and 
smoked  cigars.  Then  I  got  two  packages  of  atropine,  one  in 
a  bottle  and  the  other  in  a  gelatine  capsule.  I  took  them  to 
my  room.  I  went  downstairs,  thinking  perhaps  that  no- 
mistake  had  been  made,  or  that  if  one  had  been  made 
Gretchens  life  had  been  spared.  I  was  told  that  the 
reporters  had  been  there.  That  settled  it.  I  finished 
arranging  my  papers.  Then  I  was  arrested  before  I  could  do- 
what  I  thought  was  proper." 

"  Did  you  take  a  dose  of  atropine  ?  " 

"Yes:  I  took  the  one  in  the  capsule  and  poured  the  other 
out,  lest  it  should  fall  into  careless  hands." 

As  Mr.  Am  Ende  gave  this  testimony  his  face  got  pale  and 
his  eyes  glowed.    His  hands  trembled  all  the  time. 

"  Why  did  you  grumble  to  Dr.  Lowenthal  about  his  talking 
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to  you  while  you  were  making-up  prescriptions  ? :'  asked  the 
district-attorney. 

"  Well,  I  don't  want  to  say  anything1  that  will  hurt  him, 
but  I  had  spoken  to  him  before  on  several  occasions  about 
the  same  habit ;  telling  him  not  to  talk  to  me  while  I  was 
compounding." 

"  Why  did  you  keep  the  poison  bottle  within  26  inches  of 
the  other  bottle  ? " 

"Because  I  considered  the  labels  sufficient  protection 
against  mistakes." 

Counsel's  speeches  were  remarkable. 

Ex-Judge  Hoffman,  for  the  defence,  said  :  "  You  arc  to 
determine  the  future  of  Mr.  Am  Ende.  I  know  that  mercy 
is  not  for  you,  but,  gentlemen,  gentlemen,  a  verdict  of  guilty, 
even  if  the  Court  inflicts  no  punishment,  means  the  com- 
plete and  utter  destruction  of  this  man.  If  Charles  Am 
Ende  goes  out  of  this  room  with  the  stain  of  manslaughter 
upon  him,  nothing  can  ever  make  a  man  of  him  again.  If  is 
heart  will  burst." 

"Oh,  yes,  yes,"  murmured  the  prisoner  as  he  sobbed. 

"ft  is  seldom  that  manslaughter  comes  before  you  in  a 
form  like  this.  This  man  laboured  for  years  to  alleviate 
human  suffering.  In  trying  to  accomplish  more  than  lies  in 
man's  power  he  made  an  error,  and  here  he  is  before  you  a 
physical  wreck,  charged  with  a  crime  for  which  the  law  fixes 
a  penalty  of  ten  years.  If  he  did  this  act  unconsciously,  not 
the  law  of  man  alone,  but  the  law  of  God  Almighty,  says  that 
no  responsibility  must  be  put  on  him.  For  twenty  years  he 
worked  and  not  a  mistake  !  Think  of  it.  He  was  the  victim 
of  what  ?  Why,  even  the  prosecutor  and  every  witness  that 
has  been  produced  has  called  it  an  accident.  You  may  call 
it  absent-mindedness  in  Mr.  Am  Ende.  The  perceptive  part 
of  his  brain  was  cut  off  from  his  body  for  a  moment.  It  was 
not  he,  but  his  Maker,  who  did  it.  The  great  God  who  made 
him,  and  made  us  all,  stopped  his  reason.  For  what  ?  He 
alone  knows.  In  the  grand  summing-up  we  will  know  why, 
and  then,  perhaps,  we  shall  see  that  it  was  right.  But  I  say 
that  no  man  has  the  right  to  charge  upon  this  man  what  his 
Maker  inflicted.  Well  did  the  prophet  say,  '  Will  a  man  rob 
God  .''  and  will  you  say  that  for  an  act  which  this  man's 
Maker  compelled  he  is  guilty  of  manslaughter  1  Will  any 
jman  dare  say  that  ? 

"  I  have  thought  it  was  all  wrong  that  he  should  put  upon 
ibis  conscience  the  weight  of  the  death  of  these  human 
beings,  yet  the  broken  heart,  the  liquid  eye,  the  wasted 
frame,  and  nights  without  sleep,  and  days  without  rest  are 
his  lot.  Oh,  don't  add  to  his  anguish.  The  law  don't  demand 
It.  Society  don't  demand  it.  It's  the  saddest  case  I  ever 
pried.  It's  the  saddest  case  that  ever  was  tried.  May  the 
fjord  in  His  mercy  decree  that  this  man  shall  go  out  of  this 
Iroom  without  the  further  infliction  of  a  verdict  of  man- 
slaughter. I  have  a  right  to  ask  it  in  the  name  of  man  and 
l|n  the  name  of  God." 

I  One-half  of  the  spectators  were  moved  to  tears  as  the 
tddress  was  finished. 

Then  Prosecutor  Winfield  arose,  and  said  he  was  embar- 
rassed. 

;  "  I  sympathise  with  Mr.  Am  Ende,"  he  said,  "  but  there  is 
omething  higher  and  holier  than  sympathy.    It  is  duty, 
'here  is  another  side  to  this  picture  where  you  may  also 
urn  your  eyes  and  weep,  for  in  yonder  churchyard,  lying 
ide  by  side,  as  in  the  cradle  of  their  infancy,  are  the  two  fair 
aughters  whose  death  was  caused  by  this  man's  error.    It  is 
aid  that  he  has  paid  the  penalty.    No,  no  !    He  must  pay 
Ijenalty  to  the  law  of  his  country.    His  bosom  may  be  filled 
Hth^  remorse,  but  that   is   not   the  penalty.  Excusable 
omicide  is  when  a  man,  in  doing  a  lawful   act,  takes 
Ibother's  life  by  misadventure ;  bat,  if  it  is  tinged  with  care- 
lessness, the  act  does  not  come  within  this  definition.  He 
I  as  not  doing  a  lawful  act.     It  was  not  lawful  to  give 
liorphine  when  quinine  was  called  for.    Negligence  does  not 
spend  upon  physical  conditions.    It  doesn't  matter  if  a  man 
■  tired  or  exhausted.    The  fact  is  that,  if  he  attempts  to  do 
It  act,  and  does  not  do  it  prudently  or  cautiously,  he  is 
Ipilty  of  negligence.    He  was  not  in  the  performance  of  his 
Iflty.    He  was  outside  of  his  duty  when  he  gave  poison  for 
<jh  innocent  drug.    You  call  it  an  accident  ?    That  won't  do. 
■here's  only  one  way  to  manage  all  these  accidents.  When 
man  mixes  carelessness  with  duty  he  is  responsible  to  the 
9'w.    I  ask  yon,  for  the  sake  of  justice  and  society,  to  stop 
ese  accidents.'' 


The  judge  summed  up,  and  the  jury  took  two  hours  and  forty 
minutes  to  consider  their  verdict.  "The  judge  and  lawyers 
went  home,  the  spectators  vanished,  and  the  poor  druggist 
wandered  about  in  the  shadows  waiting  to  hear  his  fate. 
When  the  jury  returned  the  foreman  announced  to  the  clerk 
a  verdict  of  'Not  Guilty.'  Mr.  Am  Ende  shook  hands  with 
1  the  jurors,  and  then  learned  that  for  five  ballots  they  stood 
seven  to  five  for  acquittal.  Then  he  wiped  his  tears  away, 
and  went  home  a  thoughtful  man."' 


Prosecutions  under  the  17tii  Section  of  the 
Pharmacy  Act. 

At  the  Birmingham  Police  Court,  on  Thursday,  January  21, 
Henry  Johnson,  drysalter,  &c,  of  146  Gooch  Street,  and 
George  Frederick  Restall,  of  111  Moseley  Road,  appeared 
before  Messrs.  W.  Harris  and  George  Baker  on  a  summons 

I  issued  against  them  under  the  17th  Section  of  the  Pharmacy 

j  Act,  1868. 

The  prosecution  was  conducted  by  Mr.  Glaisyer  (Messrs. 
Glaisyer  &  Porter),  solicitor  to  the  Chemists'  Trade 
Association. 

Henry  Johnson  was  charged  "  with  having  unlawfully  sold 
to  Alfred  Wright,  assistant  secretary  to  the  Chemists  and 
Druggists'  Trade  Association,  on  November  30  last,  1  oz.  of 
oxalic  acid,  the  same  not  being  distinctly  labelled  with  the 

I  name  of  the  seller  of  the  same." 

Defendant  said  :  "  I  am  guilty.  I  have  only  one  thing  to 
say,  viz.,  that  the  packet  of  poison  was  labelled  with  the 

;  name  and  address  of  my  predecessor,  and  I  was  not  aware 
that  I  was  obliged  to  place  my  own  name  upon  it." 

Mr.  Glaisyer  said  he  appeared  to  prosecute  in  the  case. 
The  defendant  was  not  a  registered  chemist  and  druggist,  and 
he  was  not,  therefore,  qualified  to  sell  poisons  by  retail ;  he 
had,  therefore,  committed  an  offence  under  the  15th  Section 
of  the  Act  in  selling  the  poison,  as  well  as  under  the 
17th  Section,  which  was  the  section  under  which  he  was 
charged. 

Mr.  Alfred  Wright  proved  the  purchase. 

Mr.  Harris  :  Mr.  Glaisyer,  you  do  not  press  for  a  heavy 
penalty  in  this  case  if  the  defendant  will  promise  not  to  sell 
poisons  for  the  future  / 

Mr.  Glaisyer  :  No,  sir. 

Mr.  Harris  addressed  the  defendant  :  You  plead  guilty, 
and  promise  not  to  sell  poisons  by  retail  for  the  future  1 
Defendant  :  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Harris  :  Then  we  fine  you  in  this  case  2s.  6d.  and 
costs. 


George  Frederick  Restall  was  charged  "  with  having 
unlawfully  sold  to  Alfred  Wright,  on  December  8  last,  £  oz. 
of  oxalic  acid,  the  same  not  being  distinctly  labelled  with  the 
name  and  address  of  the  seller  of  the  same." 

Mr.  Cheston,  solicitor,  appeared  for  the  defendant,  and  on 
his  behalf  pleaded  guilty. 

Mr.  Glaisyer  appeared  for  the  prosecution,  and  Mr.  Alfred 
Wright  proved  the  purchase  of  the  poison. 

Mr.  Cheston  :  We  admit  the  offence,  therefore  it  cannot  be 
necessary  to  go  into  the  facts  of  the  case. 
Plaintiff  cross-examined  by  Mr.  Cheston  : — 
The  defendant  himself  did  not  supply  you,  I  believe  ? — He 
did  not. 

Who  did  supply  you? — A  youth. 

Do  you  know  that  the  defendant  has  three  shops,  carrying 
on  business  under  the  same  name  ? — I  believe  he  has. 

You  did  not  see  the  defendant  on  the  day  you  made  the 
purchase  ? — No. 

Is  it  a  fact  that  oxalic  acid  is  largely  used  for  manufac- 
turing purposes  ? — I  believe  it  is  used  in  connection  with  the 
leather  trade. 

Mr.  Cheston  said  that  Dr.  Morris  was  really  the  proprietor 
of  the  three  businesses  to  which  he  had  referred.  The  shop 
at  111  Moseley  Road  was  managed  by  the  defendant,  who 
was,  unfortunately,  absent  when  the  purchase  was  made  by 
the  plaintiff.  Dr.  Morris  had  now  taken  steps  to  have  the 
business  carried  on  strictly  according  to  the  requirements  of 
the  Act.  At  the  time  he  took  the  business  over  he  found  a 
quantity  of  the  labels,  one  of  which  was  affixed  to  the  packet 
sold,  in  stock,  and  they  had  been  using  the  old  labels.  He 
'  hoped,  under  these  circumstances,  that  the  Bench  would  only 
I  inflict  a  nominal  penalty. 
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Mr.  Harris  :  You  do  not  press  for  a  heavy  penalty  in  this 
case,  Mr.  Glaisyer  ? 

Mr.  Glaisyer  :  If  Mr.  Cheston,  on  behalf  of  defendant,  will 
undertake  not  to  sell  poisons  by  retail  for  the  future. 

Mr.  Cheston  :  Yes,  he  will  give  that  undertaking.  The 
businesses  were  really  the  property  of  Dr.  William  Morris,  of 
Moseley  Road,  who  was  carrying  them  on,  as  chemists' 
businesses  were  frequently  conducted  in  Scotland  by  medical 
men. 

Mr.  Harris  :  Then  we  fine  defendant  2*-.  6d.  and  costs,  as 
in  the  previous  case. 


Liebig's  Extract  of  Meat. 

The  Liebig's  Extract  of  Meat  Company  have  proceeded  again 
against  Mr.  R.  W.  Anderson  in  the  Chancery  Division  of  the 
High  Court  of  Justice.  The  case  came  before  Mr.  Justice 
Chitty  on  two  days  of  last  month  in  the  form  of  an  applica- 
tion on  the  part  of  the  plaintiff  company  for  an  injunction  to 
restrain  the  defendant  from  using  or  circulating  wrappers 
now  used  by  him  containing  the  words  "  This  is  the  only 
genuine,"  and  setting  forth  that  R.  W.  Anderson  was  the  sole 
founder  and  proprietor  of  the  brand  "  Baron  Liebig,"  and 
from  advertising  such  words  in  connection  with  his  extract 
of  meat,  either  to  the  trade  or  the  public. 

Mr.  Romer,  Q.C.,  and  Mr.  N.  Lawrence  appeared  for  the 
plaintiffs,  and  Mr.  Ince,  Q.C.,  and  Mr.  H.  B.  Buckley  repre- 
sented the  defendant. 

Mr.  Romer,  in  opening  the  case,  narrated  the  history  of  his 
company,  and  the  chief  facts  of  the  previous  litigation 
between  the  company  and  Mr.  Anderson. 

Mr.  Romer  said  the  defendant  buys  in  bulk  what  is  sold  on 
the  market  as  Liebig's  extract  of  meat,  and  having  put  it  in 
pots  sells  it  under  cover  of  a  label  bearing  the  portrait  of 
Baron  Liebig,  and  with  the  words  "  Brand,  Baron  Liebig." 
The  company  had  brought  an  action  to  restrain  the  defendant 
from  selling  the  extract  in  that  form.  The  action  was  tried 
before  Mr.  Justice  Field,  and  resulted  in  a  verdict  for  the 
defendant,  the  learned  judge  holding  that  the  name  was 
pubUci  juris.  From  that  decision  the  plaintiffs  appealed,  but 
the  decision  was  supported  both  by  the  Court  of  Appeal  and 
the  House  of  Lords.  Thereupon  the  defendant  became  bolder, 
and  applied  to  register  as  a  trade-mark  the  photograph  and 
the  words,  "  Brand,  Baron  Liebig."  The  same  reason  which 
had  enabled  Mr.  Anderson  to  resist  the  company's  claim  was 
fatal  to  his  application,  and  it  was  dismissed  with  costs,  as 
was  also  an  appeal.  In  that  state  of  things  the  defendant 
tried  the  device  of  advertising  his  article  as  "the  only 
genuine,"  and  the  brand  Baron  Liebig,  in  order,  as  the  plain- 
tiffs alleged,  to  get  the  benefit  of  their  reputation. 

Mr.  Romer  read  evidence  proving  the  purchase  of  the 
defendant's  articles  for  that  of  the  plaintiffs  by  several  per- 
sons.   He  also  read  affidavits  made  by  Mr.  D.  It.  Harvest,  a 
drysalter ;  Mr.  Oakley  (Fortnum  &  Mason)  ;  Mr.  Clowes  ;  Mr. 
Williams,  wholesale  and  retail  grocer,  of  Buckingham  Talace 
Road;  Mr.  James  Smith,  wholesale  and  retail  grocer;  Mr. 
William  Edwards,  dealer  in  patent  medicines,  of  Queen  Vic- 
toria Street ;  Mr.  Newbery,  dealer  in  patent  medicines ;  Mr. 
Cowan,  drysalter  and  spice  merchant;  Mr.  H  awes,  of  Hampstead 
Road,  retail  grocer ;  Mr.  F.  T.  Blackwell  (Crosse  &  Black- 
well),  and  others,  to  the  effect  that  the  defendant's  wrappers 
were  likely  to  mislead  the  public  and  prejudicially  affect  the 
sale  of  the  plaintiffs'  goods.  Evidence  was  also  given  to  show 
that  persons  had  actually  been  deceived.     The  evidence 
against  this  consisted,  in  the  first  place,  of  an  affidavit  made 
by  the  defendant,  who  alleged  that  the  plaintiffs  had  them- 
selves issued  advertisements  cautioning  the  public  against 
certain  dealers  who  were  making  use  of  the  name  of  Liebig, 
and  had  greatly  injured  him  in  his  trade.    The  next  affidavit 
was  by  Mr.  George  Cooper,  who  said  that  for  many  years  he  had 
been  engaged  in  the  extract  of  meat  trade,  and  to  the  best  of 
his  belief  no  person  of  ordinary  intelligence  could  be  led  to 
the  belief  that  the  defendant  was  claiming  more  than  that 
his  was  the  only  genuine  brand,  Baron  Liebig,  and  that  it  was 
not  that  of  the  plaintiff's.   An  affidavit  to  the  same  effect  had 
been  made  by  Mr.  Tallerman,  and  a  further  affidavit  by  Mr. 
Anderson,  in  which  he  stated  that  he  had  adopted  the  title 
in  question  in  order  to  distinguish  his  goods  from  those  of 
other  manufacturers,  and  that  the  title  had  become  common 
to  the  trade,  as  denoting  his  manufacture,  and  all  the  confu- 


sion which  had  arisen  was  owing  to  the  plaintiffs  having  used 
in  their  advertisements  words  not  previously  used  by  them. 

Mr.  Ince  said  his  client  did  not  desire  to  confound  his 
article  with  that  of  the  plaintiffs  ;  it  was  as  good  as  theirs, 
and  certainly  much  cheaper ;  but  he  did  object  to  being 
driven  out  of  the  trade,  as  there  was  an  evident  desire  on  the 
part  of  the  company  to  do,  by  continued  statements  made  by 
them  that  theirs  was  the  genuine  article,  and  that  the  defen- 
dant's was  not ;  and  that  theirs  alone  was  the  material  to 
which  the  name  of  Baron  Liebig  could  be  accurately  or  cor- 
rectly applied.  The'  defendant  had  taken  a  form  of  trade- 
mark which  was  in  no  way  similar  to  the  plaintiffs',  and  he 
had  a  right  to  puff  his  article  as  much  as  he  liked,  provided 
he  did  not  do  anything  to  lead  the  public  to  mistake  the  one 
article  for  the  other. 

His  Lordship  asked  whether,  supposing  two  persons  sold  an 
article  manufactured  according  to  a  particular  recipe,  one  was 
entitled  to  represent  his  as  the  only  genuine. 

Mr.  Ince  said  one  could  not  say  that  his  was  absolutely 
genuine,  and  the  other  was  not,  though  this  was  what  the 
company  had  been  doing.  A  person  might  say  :  If  you  want 
the  material  I  sell,  in  order  to  be  sure  that  you  get  it,  see 
that  the  only  genuine  of  that  sort  is  marked  so  and  so. 

His  Lordship  asked  whether  the  defendant's  contention  was 
that  his  advertisement  meant  that  his  was  the  only  genuine 
Anderson. 

Mr.  Ince :  Yes.  He  had  a  right  to  caution  the  public,  espe- 
cially when  a  rival  trader  put  forward  advertisements  with 
a  view  of  showing  that  the  article  sold  by  the  defendant  was 
a  spurious  one.  The  defendant  had  a  right  to  use  the 
portrait  of  the  baron,  and  also  the  words  "  Brand,  Baron 
Liebig." 

His  Lordship  said  the  defendant  had  a  right  to  use  it  as 
one  of  the  public,  but  not  as  a  trade-mark. 

Mr.  Ince  said  that  was  so.  If,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  such  a 
label  had  got  to  be  known  as  Anderson's,  then,  although  it 
could  not  be  registered,  he  had  a  right  to  inform  the  world 
that  it  had  got  so  to  be  known,  the  more  especially  when  he 
was  attacked  by  the  plaintiffs. 

His  Lordship  :  You  say  you  have  a  right  to  describe  the 
goods  in  the  manner  in  which  you  do,  and  that  you  are 
entitled  to  call  the  attention  of  purchasers  to  the  mode  in 
which  you  describe  the  goods. 

Mr.  Ince :  Yes,  and  that  where  I  am  attacked  it  is  only  just 
to  myself  to  take  care  that  the  fact  should  be  known  that  my 
goods,  which  are  made  in  accordance  with  an  invention 
open  to  the  world,  are  as  genuine  as  the  goods  made  by 
others. 

His  Lordship  thought  there  would  be  no  objection  to  the 
defendant  saying :  I  make  according  to  the  recipe  of  Baron 
Liebig,  and  if  you  want  to  have  Anderson's,  see  that  you  have 
Anderson's  Liebig. 

Mr.  Ince  said  the  defendant  had  a  right  to  manufacture 
Liebig's  extract  of  meat,  and  in  cautioning  the  public  to  see 
that  they  got  it  with  the  portrait  and  "  Brand,  Baron  Liebig," 
he  was  only  saying  that  that  was  the  extract  manufactured 
by  him.  The  words  meant  nothing  more  than  "this  is  the 
only  genuine  R.  W.  Anderson's  Liebig's  extract  of  meat," 
R.  W.  Anderson  being  used  as  an  adjective.  The  learned 
counsel  read  different  advertisements  to  show  that  the  plain- 
tiffs had  themselves  been  guilty  of  misrepresentation  in 
stating  that  their  goods  were  guaranteed  by  Baron  Liebig, 
when  the  Baron  had  been  dead  for  many  years,  and  argued 
that  these  precluded  them  from  obtaining  the  relief  asked. 
With  regard  to  the  evidence  of  deception,  the  facts  were  that 
all  the  witnesses  (who  were  either  in  the  employ  of  the  com- 
pany or  their  solicitor)  went  into  grocers'  shops  and  asked 
for  the  extract  which  was  "  guaranteed  to  be  genuine  by  Baron 
Liebig,"  thus  paving  the  way  for  misapprehension,  because  in 
the  literal  sense  there  was  no  guarantee  given  by  the  plaintiff 
company.  All  extracts  made  according  to  the  Baron's  recipe 
were  genuine. 

His  Lordship,  in  giving  judgment,  said  :  There  has  been 
a  great  deal  of  litigation  between  the  parties,  and  I  do  not 
know  whether  I  see  any  final  stage  of  it.  The  previous 
litigation  has  resulted  clearly  in  establishing  the  proposition 
that  I  am  about  to  mention.  "  Liebig's  "  extract  of  meat  is 
merely  a  descriptive  word,  and  any  man  in  this  country  may 
make,  if  he  can,  the  extract  according  to  the  recipe  of  the 
famous  chemist  whose  name  has  thus  been  adopted  as 
descriptive  of  the  article  itself,  and  he  may  sell  the  article  as 
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The  following  may  be  added  to  the  list  of  registered  tele-

Diary,  1866  :—

American  Drugs.  —During  the  year  1885,  the  value  of 
the  exports  of  medicinal  roots,  barks,  seeds,  and  flowers  (not 
including  ginseng)  from  the  United  States,  amounted  to 
$116,695,  or  nearly  triple  thai  of  the  previous  year.  They 
may  be  roughly  divided  into  those  sold  in  lots  of  500  lbs.  or 
more,  such  as  mandrake  root,  lobelia  herb,  senega  root, 
barberry  bark,  cohosh,  sassafras,  cascara  sagrada,  stillingia 
root,  pleurisy  root,  slippery-elm  bark,  cotton-root  bark, 
snake  root,  grindelia  robusta,  cranesbill  root,  prickly-ash 
bark,  Culver's  root,  witch  hazel,  golden  seal,  blood  root, 
jasmine  root,  and  wild-cherry  bark ;  and  those  sold  in  lesser 
quantities — for  instance,  betony  weed,  bitter  rout,  cramp 
bark,  dogwood  bark,  marsh-rosemary  root,  dragon  root, 
Indian-hemp  root,  wintergreen,  red-osier  root,  and  alder 
bark. 

A  number  of  firms  ship  large  quantities  of  these  drugs 
pressed  in  1-lb.  packages,  as  well  as  their  fluid  extracts. 
Among  the  most  prominent  are  golden-seal,  stillingia, 
gelseminum,  yerba  santa,  cascara  sagrada. 

Of  other  drugs  of  different  characters,  such  as  oil  of 
peppermint,  oil  of  sassfras,  oil  of  wintergreen  and  drugs  of 
j  minor  importance,  there  were  exported,  especially  to  Europe 
and  South  America,  during  the  first  half  of  1884,  $623,355 
worth  ;  during  the  second  half,  $639,972  ;  and  during  the 
first  three  months  of  the  present  year,  $289,010  worth. 

Of  the  377,346  lbs.  of  ginseng  exported,  China  received 
nearly  all.  In  1884,  of  the  295,242  lbs.  of  ginseng  exported, 
all  but  38  lbs.  were  shipped  to  China.  ■ 


German  Trade  in  India. — German  papers  point  to 
British  India  as  a  promising  field  for  German  exporters  of 
drugs,  chemicals,  and  especially  patent  medicines.  Messrs. 
Gehe  &  Co.,  of  Dresden,  are  said  to  be  the  only  German 
firm  at  present  pushing  trade  in  that  direction. 

Cameroon  Gum. — German  buyers  expect  soon  to  be  able 
to  draw  their  supplies  of  some  descriptions  of  gum  arabic 
direct  from  their  new  African  colony  Cameroon,  instead  of 
from  London  and  Bordeaux.  Consignments  of  Cameroon 
gum,  lately  arrived  in  Germany,  are  stated  to  have  sold  well 
and  given  every  satisfaction. 

The  Milan  Quinine  Works. — It  is  reported  that  the 
"  Fabbrica  Lombarda  di  Prodotti  Chimici,"  in  Milan,  the  failure 
of  which  created  a  considerable  sensation  at  the  time,  will 
again  resume  manufacture,  backed  up  by  a  syndicate  of 
bankers.  The  creditors  who  appealed  against  the  arrange- 
ment accepted  by  the  majority  have  lost  their  case  and  had 
to  pay  the  costs  of  the  action.  There  is,  however,  still  some 
talk  of  a  further  appeal. 

Trade  with  Spain. — Under  the  heading  "  New  Firms  " 
a  notice  will  be  found  of  the  Cia.  Alcoholica  Aragonesa  y 
Castellana.  This  company,  with  central  offices  at  Warsaw, 
in  Russia,  and  a  branch  at  Bilbao,  has  for  its  object  the 
direct  import  into  Spain  of  Polish  and  Russian  spirit,  and  it 
is  said  that  financial  facilities  will  eventually  be  given  to 
Russian  distilleries  dealing  with  the  company.  The  Spanish 
Ccnsul  at  Warsaw  is  at  the  head  of  t he  undertaking. 

Export  of  Patent  Medicines  to  Germany.  —  An 
agitation  having  for  its  object  the  enactment  of  stringent 
laws  dealing  with  patent  medicines  is  being  carried  on  in 
Germany.  Prince  Bismarck  the  other  day  received  a 
communication  from  medical  men  and  pharmacists,  who 
advocate  the  following  measures: — (1)  To  limit  the  retail- 
ing of  medical  specialties  and  patent  medicines  to  licensed 
pharmacists.  (2)  To  submit  all  such  preparations  to  a  com- 
pulsory examination  and  analysis  by  a  commission  appointed 
by  Government,  with  power  to  fix  die  retad  price  and  to 
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decide  whether  or  no  the  preparation  may  be  sold  without  a 
doctor's  prescription.  (3)  All  patent  medicines  imported 
from  abroad  to  be  subjected  to  a  high  customs  duty,  to  a  tax 
ad  valorem,  and  to  the  examination  by  the  commission  above 
referred  to. 

An  Italian  Antimony  Company.  —  Mainly  at  the 
instance  of  Mr.  G.  Henfrey  and  the  Italian  Prince  15orghese, 
a  limited  company  with  1,250,000  lire  (50,000/.)  lias  been 
formed  under  the  style  of  "  Societa  anonima  di  Miniere  6 
Fonderie  di  Antimonio."  The  object  of  the  company  is  the 
working  of  antimony  mines  and  the  refining  of  the  product. 
The  offices  of  the  new  company  are  in  Genoa,  the  mines 
near  Siena,  in  Tuscany,  the  foundries  in  Siena  and  on  the 
island  Sardinia.  This  announcement  is  not  calculated  to 
give  satisfaction  to  the  Japanese  exporters,  or  the  Vienna 
firm  who  last  year  commenced  to  push  their  antimony 
on  this  market.

Old  German  Pharmacy  — Through  the  kindness  of  Mr. 
G.  F.  Dlex,  of  Hamburg,  we  have  received  a  catalogue  of  an 
old  German  apothecary's  shop,  now  on  view  in  that  city,  and 
which,  in  the  interest  of  pharmacy,  we  trust  will  be  pre- 
served as  a  permanent  exhibition.  The  catalogue  comprises 
some  1,000  numbers,  many  of  them  of  exceptional  interest, 
and  consisting  mainly  of  utensils  used  by  Hamburg  apothe- 
caries in  the  eighteenth  and  early  part  of  the  present  century, 
books  on  pharmaceutical  and  chemical  subjects,  statutes  and 
regulations  affecting  the  trade,  licences  and  certificates  to 
assistants,  who  in  some  instances,  it  appears,  had  served  an 
eight  years'  apprenticeship.  There  is  also  a  goodly  collection 
of  those  paraphernalia  by  which  chemists  in  olden  time  were 
wont  to  impress  customers  with  a  sense  of  the  mystic  nature 
of  their  calling,  such  as  mummies,  sharks,  turtles,  rhinoceros- 
horns,  &c.  Among  the  items  worthy  of  particular  mention 
are  a  quantity  of  "artificial  musk"  dating  from  1625,  and 
some  quicksilver  brought  from  India  (?)  in  a  hollow  bamboo- 
cane.  Lapid;e  are  numerous,  prominent  among  them  being 
lapis  bezoar  orient.,  found  in  the  intestines  of  chamois  and 
gazelles,  and  used  as  a  charm  against  poisoning;  lapis  de 
Goa,  an  artificial  bezoar ;  and  lapis  lazuli,  recommended  as 
a  cure  for  melancholia.  The  correspondents  who  lately  in 
our  columns  waxed  eloquent  over  "ol.  humanis  "  would  no 
doubt  be  gratified  by  the  sight  of  "  human  grease,"  adrjts 
Immanis,  and  muscus  cranii,  hwmani,  moss  grown  on  the 
cranium  of  a  victim  of  the  gallows.  But,  leaving  these  for 
more  cheerful  subjects,  we  will  pass  on  to  the  collection  of 
receptacles  for  preserving  and  dispensing  medicines,  which 
is  an  extensive  one.  The  receptacles  for  chemicals  are 
small,  those  for  mercitr.  dulc,  sal  tartari,  and  conch,  praep., 


not  exceeding  3j  oz.  in  capacity  ;  while  tinctures  and  essences 
are  kept  in  bottles  holding  from  1£  oz.  to  6^  oz.  Large 
vessels  testify  to  the  esteem  in  which  elixir  proprietalis, 
elixir  vitrioli  acid,,  spir.  cocKlearice,  and  tinct.  castorei  were 
held.  The  literaiy  collection  contains  interesting  recipes  ;  for 
instance,  one  described  as  an  "  excellent  chymical  medicine, 
by  virtue  of  which,  the  help  of  God,  and  a  good  digestion 
the  Venetian  nobleman,  Friedericus  Gualdus,  has  preserved 
his  life  until  the  age  of  400,  which  he  attained  in  1688, 
having  been  'on  show  '  in  Venice  during  that  year.''  Unfor- 
tunately, his  good  digestion  ultimately  forsook  him,  and 
Gualdus  did  not  live  to  adorn  the  Hamburg  collection  in 
person,  although  his  portrait  is  there. 


DR.  HASSALL'S  INHALING  APPARATUS. 
The  annexe!  engraving  represents  an  inhaler  suggested  by 
Dr.  Arthur  Hill  Hassall  in  a  recent 
issue  of  the  Lancet.  It  consists  of  a 
glass  cylinder  nine  inches  high,  and 
nearly  two  inches  in  diameter,  closed 
at  the  top  by  an  accurately-fitting 
cork.  Glass  tubes  pass  through  the 
cork  in  the  manner  shown.  The  three 
smaller  tubes,  for  the  ingress  of  air, 
are  to  be  connected  by  indiarubber 
tubing  with  a  cylinder  containing 
chloride  of  calcium,  and  the  vessel 
itself  contains  a  solution  of  whatever 
medicament  it  may  be  desired  to 
apply  to  the  lungs.  In  Dr.  Hassall's 
experiments  a  10-per-cent.  solution  of 
carbolic  acid  was  used.  The  principle 
Dr.  Hassall  proceeds  upon  is  that  the 
dryer  the  air  the  more  medicated 
solutions  it  will  take  up.  He  uses 
the  three  tubes  for  ingress  of  air  in 
preference  to  one  large  one,  because 
by  this  arrangement  the  air  passes 
into  the  solution  in  the  form  of  a 
number  of  small  insteal  (if  only  one 
tube  had  been  used)  of  a  few  large 
bubbles.  In  the  latter  case  the  air 
would  not  have  been  brought  into  sufficient  contact  with  the 
water,  and  such  a  commotion  would  have  been  created  as  to 
cause  spirting  of  the  liquid  and  the  liability  of  its  occasional 
entrance  into  the  mouth. 

Dr.  Hassall  records  a  number  of  experiments  which  show 
that  the  amount  of  moisture  taken  up  in  the  air  inhaled  is 
directly  in  proportion  to  its  relative  dryness.  But  he  shows 
besides  that  the  proportion  can  likewise  be  augmented  to  a 
similar  extent  by  simply  warming  the  solution,  so  that  the 
chloride  of  calcium  arrangement  would  hardly  seem  to  be 
necessary. 

Powdering  Boric  Acid.—"  Yernaux,''  in  the  Antwerp 
Journal  of  Pharmacy,  says  this  troublesome  operation  can 
best  be  accomplished  by  taking  advantage  of  the  greater 
solubility  of  boric  acid  in  hot  than  in  cold  water.  He  puts- 
50  grammes  in  a  porcelain  capsule,  with  as  much  water  as 
will  dissolve  it  when  boiling.  Having  boiled  and  dissolved 
the  mixture,  it  is  poured  into  a  tall  vessel  to  cool,  and  stirred 
with  an  egg-beater,  when  a  portion  of  the  acid  separates  out 
in  microscopic  crystals.  These  are  dried  on  filtering-paper, 
and  then  quite  easily  reduced  to  an  impalpable  powder.  Bj 
repeating  the  operation  with  the  same  water  not  much 
proportion  of  the  substance  need  be  lost.

On  the  whole  a  slightly  better  tone  has  prevailed  in  the  drug 
and  chemical  markets  since  we  wrote  our  last  report.  It  is 
true  that  the  two  last  drug  sales  were  quiet,  especially  the 
first,  but  in  many  articles  there  has  been  a  fair  business, 
although  often  at  reduced  prices.  Among  the  articles  which 
have  risen  in  value  since  our  last  report  may  be  named : — 
Ipecacuanha,  musk,  cubebs,  senna,  ergot  of  rye,  sarsaparilla 
(Jamaica),  fenugreek  seeds,  lemon-juice,  lime-juice,  pepper- 
mint oil  (H.  G.  H.),  essence  of  lemon,  nutmegs,  cloves,  citric 
acid,  tartaric  acid,  sulphate  of  ammonia,  bromide  of  ammonia, 
carbonate  of  bismuth,  citrate  of  iron,  ditto  of  iron  and 


ammonia,  tartrate  of  ditto,  bromide-  citrate-  and  sulphate  of 
potassium. 

The  following  may  be  described  as  steady: — Rhubarb, 
gum  myrrh  (Aden),  caraways,  cumin  seed,  citronella,  almond, 
and  aniseed  oils,  and  iodine.  Among  the  articles  showing  an 
actual  decline  or  a  lower  tendency  are  coca  leaves,  carda 
moms,  gum  tragacanth,  scammony,  opium,  ambergris, 
vanilloes,  orange  peel,  menthol,  Japan  wax,  camphor,  olive 
oil,  ginger,  pepper,  cassia  lignea,  chillies,  codeine,  crude 
antimony,  sulphate  of  quinine,  calomel,  borax,  red  precipitate, 
methylated  ether,  corrosive  sublimate,  carbonate  and  acetate 
of  zinc. 

Gum  arabic  is  fluctuating.  Turkey  sorts  are,  if  anything, 
higher,  but  the  large  supplies  which  continue  to  arrive  from 
India  have  caused  a  certain  weakness  for  these  descriptions. 

The  dense  fog  prevailing  throughout  the  present  week  has 
seriously  interrupted  the  ordinary  course  of  business,  and 
different  sales  had  to  be  postponed  owing  to  the  impossibility 
of  properly  inspecting  goods.  Among  the  goods  advertised 
for  sale  on  the  18th  inst.  may  be  mentioned: — 139  cases 
rhubarb,  86  packages  sarsaparilla,  87  packages  aloes  (18 
being  gourds),  133  cases  gum  Benjamin,  50  bags  rose  flowers, 
1,046  packages  fenugreek  seed,  6  packages  cubebs,  140  boxes 
vanilloes,  100  cases  Japanese  star-aniseeds,  55  cases 
asafcetida  and  small  parcels  of  gum  bdellium  and  curare  : 
1,852  packages  cinchona  bark,  mostly  Ceylon,  are  also 
advertised. 

Acids. — Acetic  shows  no  change,  being  still  quoted  at  2^d. 
per  lb.  Citric  has  been  very  firm  throughout,  a  momentary 
lull  excepted,  and  closes  at  considerably  higher  rates.  We 
hear  of  important  sales  at  2s.  2d.  per  lb.  spot,  while  the  maker  s 
ask  2s.  3d.  per  lb.  Oxalic  still  rules  at  4r/.  less  10  per  cent., 
and  shows  little  sign  of  impending  improvement.  Sulphuric 
commands  21s.  per  case  in  Liverpool.  Tartaric  has  moved  in 
sympathy  with  citric,  and  is  now  held  at  Is.  3d.  for  English, 
Is.  7f d.  to  Is.  7|<Z.  for  foreign,  with  a  firm  tendency. 

Aloes. — -Cape  are  dearer,  especially  the  ordinary  and 
middling  qualities,  which  fetched  in  last  sale  Is.  6d.  to  2s. 
over  previous  values,  viz  ,  29s.  to  30s.  for  good  to  fine,  hard 
bright.  Barbadocs  are  still  scarce,  particularly  in  fine  quality, 
and  even  an  inferior  lot  in  gourds  found  ready  buyers  at  a 
full  rate.  East  Indian  quiet  ;  47  kegs  were  bought  in  at 
81.  to  81.  10s.  ;  while  Curacao  met  with  a  fair  inquiry,  thirty- 
five  out  of  seventy-nine  boxes  being  sold  at  prices  ranging 
from  51.  10s.  to  61.  for  good  to  very  fine  livery,  and  41s.  to 
67s.  6/1.  for  coarse  dark  to  fair.  Our  stock  of  all  qualities 
now  numbers  4,283  packages,  against  3,639  in  1885. 

Ambergris  is  easier.  Two  tins  dull  yellow,  part  dark, 
soapy  smell,  held  at  75s. ;  two  others,  dark  and  undeveloped, 
although  offered  without  reserve,  did  not  meet  with  any  bid  ; 
one  tin  good  but  rather  soapy  sold  at  70s.  per  oz. 

Annatto. — On  January  21  a  parcel  of  15  baskets  really 
fine  red  Brazilian  sold  at  excessive  rates,  viz  ,  Is.  lOd.  to 
2s.  Id.  per  lb. ;  10  baskets,  then  bought  in,  are  reported 
sold  at  an  equally  high  price.  This  lot  is  the  first  which  has 
been  placed  in  sale  since  many  months. 

Antimony. —  Crude  Japanese  is  somewhat  lower;  out  of 
90  boxes  offered  for  sale,  20  were  sold  at  111.  10s.,  being  last 
price,  but  for  quantities  17/.  spot  has  been  accepted,  and  we 
are  informed  that  300  tons  have  changed  hands  at  16Z.  5s.  for 
forward  delivery. 

Argol. — Cape  is  in  good  demand  at  8s.  advance,  and 
selling  at  96s.  to  106s.  for  very  dusty  white  to  good  grey,  and 
59s.  to  68s.  for  pickings  to  low  red. 

Beans. — Tonquim. — Eight  cases  Para  were  offered,  and  two 
of  these,  of  dark  and  inferior  quality,  were  sold  at  Is.  3d. 
per  lb.  The  same  price  was  refused  for  a  case  of  small  and 
shrivelled,  part  frosty  beans,  while  Is.  Id.  to  2s.  was  declined 
for  part  frosty  to  frosty  Angostura  character.  Two  bags 
Calabar  withdrawn. 

Balsams. — In  Cwpivi  some  sales  of  Maranham  at  slightly 
lower  prices  are  reported  ;  in  auction  one  out  of  five  cases 
offered  was  sold  at  Is.  2d.  per  lb.  Canada  remains  neglected. 
Peruvian  quiet.  Tolu. — Privately  some  business  at  previous 
value  is  reported. 
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Camphor. — The  demand  for  crude  has  been  slower,  and 
no  private  sales  are  reported.  In  auction  50  tubs  Japan, 
imported  in  August  1884,  realised  73s.  for  re-weights.  Offers 
are  made  at  71s.  to  72s.  for  arrival  per  January  steamer. 
Refined  unchanged.  1,242  packages  have  been  landed  in 
January,  thus  bringing  up  our  stock  to  a  total  of  7,877. 

Cantharides,  although  still  scarce,  are  a  shade  easier. 
In  auction  one  out  of  four  cases  China  sold  at  5s.  6c/.  per  lb., 
2  casks  Russian  and  6  casks  imported  from  Barcelona  are 
held  at  8s.  6c/. 

Cardamoms. — Since  our  last  report  a  further  considerable 
decline  has  taken  place,  there  being  no  falling-off  in  the 
supplies  from  Ceylon,  but  in  the  last  drug  sales  prices  were 
rather  irregular,  and,  on  the  whole,  the  fall  was  not  so  great 
as  had  been  expected.  At  auction  of  219  cases  107  cases  sold, 
Ceylon,  Malabar  sort,  very  small  at  Is.  to  Is.  2c/. ;  small 
Is.  5c/.  to  Is.  7<7. :  fair  to  good,  Is.  9d.  to  2s.  Id. ;  fine  heavy 
pale,  2s.  6d.  to  2s.  Id. ;  fairly  heavy  unbleached,  Is.  5d.  to 
Is.  8c/. ;  very  dark  pickings,  9d.  ■  dark,  Is.  to  Is.  Id. ;  bold 
brown,  part  open,  Is.  3d.  to  Is.  8c/.  Mangalore,  small,  Is.  9d. ; 
shelly,  Is.  lid.  ;  good,  2s.  6c/. ;  fine  pale,  2s.  8d. ;  dark 
pickings,  Is.  5d.  Alleppy,  ordinary  lean,  9d.  to  11c/. ;  fair  to 
good,  Is.  9d.  to  2s.  Seeds,  grey  to  good,  Is.  3c7.  to  Is.  Id 
per  lb.  Our  stock  is  now  977  packages,  against  640  in  1885, 
but  it  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  a  large  proportion  of  our 
stock  consists  of  small  boxes.

15s.  per  ton,  with 
better  demand. 

Bleacuixg-powder  has  somewhat  declined,  and  closes 
«asy  at  6/.  7s.  6d.  per  ton. 

Borax. — English  is  quoted  30/.  as  to  brand. 

Cascarilla  continues  to  arrive  in  large  quantities,  and 
buyers  are  not  disposed  to  pay  former  rates.  In  sale  68  bales 
were  all  bought  in. 

Castortjm. — 162  lbs.,  all  sold :  firsts,  small  to  medium 
pods,  partly  softish,  32s. ;  seconds,  fresh  damp  pods,  26s.  6c/.  ; 
small,  hard,  part  skinny  ditto,  27s.  ;  small  thirds,  20s.  6c/.  ; 
•oil  bags,  2s.  to  2s.  6c/.  per  lb. 

Caustic  Soda. — Cream,  7/. ;  white,  60  per  cent.,  lower,  at 
11.  7s.  6c/.

Cream  of  Tartar  is  higher,  and  clones  firm  with  up- 
ward tendency  ;  firsts,  on  the  spot,  at  125/.  10s.  to  123/.,  ex 
warehouse.  * 

Cuttle-fish. — Twenty-three  cases  and  47  baskets  partly 
sold  at  lAc/.  per  lb. 

Cochineal. — Lower,  owing  to  large  arrivals  (1,226  serons 
in  January)  from  Teneriffe. 

Cubebs  are  dearer,  owing  to  scarcity  of  supply.  The  stock, 
which  is  principally  in  the  hands  of  speculators,  is  for  the 
present  withdrawn  from  the  market.  In  sale  none  were 
offered,  but  a  few  bags  are  advertised  for  18th  inst. 

Ergot  of  Bye. — Dearer,  and  likely  to  command  still 
higher  prices  in  the  near  future,  as  no  fresh  supplies  can  be 
Jooked  for  until  September.  From  Germany  it  is  reported 
that  the  speculators  are  continuing  their  purchases.  In  sale 
9  bags  Russian  sold  at  Is.  2c/.  per  lb.  ;  21  bags  Russian  and 
Spanish  bought  in. 

Essential  Oils.— Aniseed—  Five  cases  bought  in  at  6s.  Id. 


per  lb.;  2  ditto  sold  previous  to  sale  at  6s.  6c7.  For  arrival  6s.  c.i.f. 
is  accepted.  Camphor. — 273  cases  Japanese  all  withdrawn  ; 
dark,  with  sediment,  2\d.  ;  mixed  pale  and  dark  to  pale,  4c/. 
Cassia  dull ;  5  cases  unworked  held  at  3s.  ;  2  ditto 
(1  ullage)  withdrawn  at  3s.  7c/.,  a  bid  of  3s.  4c/.  being  declined  ; 
127  cases  arrived  in  January.  Cinnamon.. — Nine  cases  pale 
reddish,  all  bought  in,  8c/.  being  refused  for  fair  quality.

Bergamot  dearer,  and 
quoted  at  7s.  9c/.  for  really  tine  quality.  Lemon-grass. — Fifty 
cases  withdrawn.  Lemon,  2d.  dearer;  good  quality  quoted  at 
4s.  6c/.  per  lb.  Nutmeg. — Four  cases  I'enang,  fine  white  sold 
6|c7. ;  3  cases  good  pale  held  at  6c/.  Peppermint  Oil.  -II.  G. 
Iiotchkiss'  American  6c/.  dearer,  and  sales  made  at  18s.  6c/. 
18s.  9c/.,  and  finally  at  19s.  per  lb.  [See  our  New  York  report.], 
Sandal-wood. — Two  copper  pots,  9c/  asked.  Sassafras. — Two 
cases  straw-colour  bought  in  at  2s. 

Calls. —  China  have  on  the  whole  been  but  little  inquired 
for  and  prices  easier.  Of  303  cases  offered  by  auction 
100  cases  good  pale  Shanghai  sold  at  68s. ;  privately  60  cases 
Corean  sold  at  65s.  Turkey. — Of  491  bags  only  a  few  lots 
sold  at  55s.  to  60s.    Forty- eight  bags  Morea  bought  in  at  35s. 

Gum  Arabic. — During  the  last  few  days  what  little 
private  business  has  been  transacted  was  in  East  India  gums, 
a  small  parcel  of  Amrad  changing  hands  at  5/.  5s.  per  cwt., 
while  97s.  6c/.  was  paid  for  Bombay  gum  with  olibanum 
smell.  Fine  Aden  is  scarce.  Bombay  character  is  held  at 
110s.  Of  Ghatti  the  better  qualities  are  in  some  demand, 
but  the  inferior  varieties  are  dull.  Turkey  sorts  and  picked 
continue  to  be  held  at  extreme  prices,  while  for  Senegal  gum 
125s.  to  130s.  is  asked.  For  sale  to-day  2,400  packages  were 
offered,  mostly  East  Indian,  which  met  little  or  no  inquiry, 
nearly  the  whole  remaining  unsold.  Turkey  gum  is  un- 
changed ;  13  packages  Australian  fetched  70s.  to  85s.  for 
rather  dark  to  fine  bold  drop. 

Gum  Ammoniacum. — No  fresh  supplies  have  arrived,  and 
our  stock  is  getting  somewhat  low.  Fifteen  cases  bought 
in,  low  blocky  pieces  to  good  pale  clean  drop,  chiefly  small, 
at  70s. ;  very  small  yellow  siftings,  17s.  6d. ;  inferior,  16s. 

Gum  Benjamix. — At  auction  11  cases  fine  almondy  firsts 
Sumatra  sold  at  15/.  5s.  to  15/.  12s.  6c/. ;  and  9  cases  fair 
seconds  rather  dark  at  71.  5s.  to  11.  10s.  Seven  cases 
Palembang  seconds  were  bought  in  at  11.  Siam  is  not  so  plen- 
tifully offering,  and  it  is  said  that  somewhat  better  prices 
have  been  paid. 

The  parcel  of  11  cases  gum  Benjamin  (I.  Sumatra)  which 
was  offered  for  sale  on  the  5th  inst.  was  of  remarkably  fine 
quality.  None  like  it  had  been  seen  on  the  London  market  for 
twelve  years,  and  it  was  generally  anticipated  that  a  high  price 
would  be  realised,  although  that  actually  paid  was  over 
valuation.  Bidding  commenced  at  13/.,  and  the  first  caso 
was  knocked  down  at  15/.  5s.,  the  buyer  having  reason  for 
congratulation,  for  the  next  lot  fetched  2s.  6c/.  more,  and  the 
whole  was  rapidly  disposed  of  at  prices  varying  from 
15/.  5s.  to  15/.  15s.  Several  firms  were  among  the  buyers, 
but  it  was  said  that  Messrs.  Hearon,  Squire  &  Francis  took 
the  largest  lots. 

— In  auction  10  cases  rubbish  sold  without 
reserve  at  6s.  6d.  per  cwt. 

Gamboge. —Further  business  for  America  is  reported,  and, 
although  prices  remain  unchanged,  a  firmer  tendency  is 
noticeable,  especially  for  fine  qualities.  In  sale  34  cases  were 
offered,  of  which  18  sold  at  12/.  7s.  6c/.  to  12/.  10s.  for  half 
loose,  half  blocky  pipe  of  good  colour  ;  11/.  12s.  6c/.  for  blocky 
quality  of  fairly  good,  but  rather  dark  colour.  A  bid  of  11/. 
was  declined  for  two  dark  coloured  and  blocky  cases. 

Gum  Myrrh.— Real  Aden  scarcer  and  steady.  Dark  red 
Bombay  continues  to  arrive  freely.  Our  stock  of  so-called 
East  India,  myrrh  is  now  50  per  cent,  above  the  average  of 
the  last  five  years. 

Gum  Tragacanth. — Three  hundred  and  fifty-five  cases 
in  sale  on  5th  inst.  attracted  very  little  demand,  and  only 
20  cases,  &c,  sold  at  easier  rates. 
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Ipecacuanha  in  good  demand  and  dearer,  owing  partly 
to  reduced  arrivals,  partly  to  speculation.  In  auction  only 
22  packages  were  actually  offered,  of  which  9  found  buyers 
at  3s.  bd.  to  3s.  9d.  for  fair,  country  damaged,  and  mouldy, 
to  fairly  good  Eio,  and  2s.  9d.  for  pickings. 

Leaves.  —  Bueha  plentiful,  but  only  small  sales  are 
reported  of  short,  broad,  green  leaves,  at  2jVZ.  to  3d.  Long 
narrow  leaves  are  held  at  lOd.  to  Is.  2d.  nominally,  but  lower 
prices  would  have  to  be  accepted  to  induce  business.  Bay. 
— Thirty-one  bags  yellowish-brown  West  India  withdrawn. 
Coca. — Cheaper,  the  supply  being  plentiful.  Fourteen  bales 
warehoused  at  Liverpool  sold  at  Is.  Q\d.  per  lb.  Balm,  Sage, 
and  Rue  all  held  at  30s.  Senna  is  dearer,  with  a  prospect  of 
further  advance.  Our  stock  is  only  671  bales,  or  about  one- 
fourth  part  of  the  average  on  the  same  date  during  the  last 
five  years.  Alexandria  leaves  are  very  scarce,  and  noching 
is  coming  forward  from  Egypt,  while  the  low  prices  which 
have  ruled  during  the  last  years  have  so  discouraged  the 
Indian  growers  that  last  year's  Tinnevelhj  crop  has  been  a 
very  limited  one,  and  no  further  supplies  from  that  quarter 
are  now  to  be  expected  until  the  autumn.  In  auction  4  cases 
Alexandrian  part  sold  at  Is.,  also  part  of  9  bales  sold  at 
Id.    Fifty  bales  Tinnivelly  partly  sold  at  2\d.  to  H^d.  per  lb. 

Lemok  and  Bergamot  Juices. — Mr.  Daniel  Magnus,  of 
3  Cross  Lane,  has  communicated  to  us  some  statistics  com- 
piled by  him  respecting  the  exports  of  lemon  and  bergamot 
juices  from  Sicily  to  this  country,  the  figures  being  as

It  will  be  seen  from  these  figures  that  the  heaviest  exports 
are  made  in  the  first  half  of  the  year,  between  February  and 
May.  The  decrease  of  exports  in  1885  may  be  ascribed  to 
the  cholera  epidemic  in  Sicily,  but  is  also  stated  to  be  due  to 
the  growing  consumption  of  lime-juice. 

Mr  G.  Ainis,  of  Messina,  reports  that  local  speculation  has 
taken  entire  hold  of  the  article,  causing  prices  to  attain  a  level 
which  effectually  checks  exportation.  There  is  no  proportion 
whatever  between  the  present  price  of  juice  and  the  value  of 
citric  acid.  The  stock  of  juice  in  Sicily  is  stated  at  about 
2  000  pipes. 

Honey.  —  15  barrels  Jamaica  reported  sold  at  29s. 
Of  39  cases,  &c,  New  Zealand  4  cases  sold  at  32s. ;  5  cases 
at  Havre  sold  at  32s.  per  cwt. 

Menthol  is  easier.  It  is  stated  that  very  low  offers 
have  been  made  from  Japan,  one  London  firm  having  been 
offered  10  cwt.  extremely  cheap.

Quicksilver. — According  to  the  Alfa  California,  the 
total  yield  of  quicksilver  at  the  New  Almaden,  Napa  Con- 
solidated, Great  Western,  and  Kcdington  mines,  in  America, 
during  1885,  was  81,865  bottles,  of  which  15,584  were  shipped 
to  China,  Japan,  Australia  and  New  Zealand,  Central  and 
South  America,  and  the  rest  consumed  in  the  United  States. 
The  prospects  of  the  industry  are  described  as  gloomy,  no 
new  discoveries  of  quicksilver  having  been  made  since  1880, 
and  an  early  exhaustion  of  the  mines  now  worked  being 
anticipated.  The  paper  concludes  by  saying  that  when  the 
mines  are  worked  out,  "  and  the  silver  and  gold  mines  of  the 
United  States  are  compelled  to  buy  quicksilver  (without 
which  their  ores  cannot  be  worked)  from  the  Governments  of 
Spain  and  Austria,  who  will  then  own  the  only  source  and 
supply  of  quicksilver,  it  is  likely  that  the  silver  question  will 
assume  an  entirely  new  phase,  for  the  few  owners  of  quick- 
silver will  have  the  power  to  control  and  limit  the  produc- 
tion of  nearly  all  the  gold  and  silver  producing  mines  of  the 
entire  world."  We  may  add  that  rumours  of  the  exhaustion 
of  American  mines  have  been  spread  time  after  time,  and 
will  probably  continue  to  be  heard  so  long  as  it  suits  the  con- 
venience of  the  different  speculators  interested.

New  York,  Februaiy  1. 

The  consumptive  demand  in  the  home  drug  market  is  fully 
up  to  that  usually  experienced  at  this  season  of  the  year, 
while  for  export  the  contrary  is  the  case ;  inquiry  is  slack, 
and  orders  very  limited. 

The  prices  sterling  (in  parentheses)  are  what  the  different 
articles  would  cost  delivered  in  London,  all  market  allow- 
ances, discounts,  &c,  being  taken  into  account.  Importers 
can,  therefore,  see  at  a  glance  the  course  of  this  market 
compared  with  their  own. 

Balsams. — The  market  for  Copaiba,  not  being  now  weighed 
down  by  excessive  arrivals,  shows  signs  of  improvement,  but 
still  rules  low.  Maracaibo,  32c.  (Is.  5hl.)  ;  I'ara  is  lower, 
31c.  (Is.  5c/.),  while  bright  thick  Maranham  is  quoted  33c. 
(Is.  Qd.).  Tolu  is  quite  neglected,  while  arrivals  take  place 
by  every  steamer.  Stocks  are  large,  and  the  market  nomi- 
nally 32c.  (Is.  5hl.).  Peru. — Some  direct  shipments  have 
come  to  hand,  but"  are  held  for  high  rates,  viz.,  #1.25  (5s.  9d.). 
Canada  meets  with  no  demand  at  32c.  (Is.  5§d.)  for  bright 
thick  in  barrels.  The  Oregon  variety  of  this  balsam  is  coming 
more  into  use  on  account  of  the  price,  viz.,  20c.  (lid.)  ;  it  is 
bright  and  light  in  colour,  but  thinner  than  the  genuine. 

Cascara  Sagrada  Bark  is  now  quoted  at  the  extra- 
ordinarily low  figure  of  8c.  (5d.),  and  must  have  reached 
bottom.  It  cannot  possibly  pay  the  collectors,  the  cost  of 
transportation  from  the  Far  West  being  at  least  4c.  per  lb. 

Tonga  Beans  are  dearer,  owing  to  speculative  influences 
being  at  work,    l'rime  frosted  Angostura  are  quoted  #1  75 
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(7s.  6c/.).  Paras  have  not  advanced  in  proportion,  and  are  in 
very  large  supply  in  the  market.  Fair  quality,  25c.  (Is.  h/.)  ; 
good  dark,  partly  frosted,  40c.  (Is.  9d.). 

Coca  Leaves.  —  Several  large  parcels  arrived  during 
January  via  Panama,  but  there  is  no  demand,  and  stocks  are 
very  heavy.  Manufacturers  state  they  are  fully  supplied, 
and  have  even  reduced  the  price  of  cocaine,  but  whether  with 
the  object  of  forcing  the  already  greatly  depressed  market 
lower,  so  that  they  can  buy  cheaply,  is  not  known,  although 
suspected.  No  transactions  are  reported,  so  that  prices  are 
nominally  40c.  (Is.  9d.)  for  prime  dark  green  Huanuco  leaves. 
The  light  green  leaves  imported  from  Truxillo  are  even  in  a 
worse  position;  price  35c.  (Is.  6^d.).     The  following  may

Damiana  Leaves. — The  new  crop  is  arriving,  and  new 
green  leaves  can  be  had  at  22c.  (Is.). 

Essential  Oils. — Sassafras  is  now  in  a  better  position,  as 
the  season  of  production  may  be  said  to  be  over,  and  the  time 
of  demand  is  at  hand ;  it  is  quoted  in  export  packages  at  42c. 
(Is.  Q%d.).  Wintergreen  in  good  demand  at  #2.10  (9s.), 
Spearmint  very  scarce,  price  $1  (30s.). 

Bromide  Potassium. — At  present  there  is  no  inquiry  f0r 
export,  but  is  firmly  held  at  36c.  (Is.  6|'<2.,  5  per  cent.),  in 
fact,  makers  cannot  produce  it  for  less  with  bromine  at  its 
present  rate.  It  would  appear  that  a  scarcity  of  this  article 
(bromine)  existed  in  Europe,  for  at  least  six  inquiries r  om 
France  and  Germany  have  been  in  this  market ;  but  nothing 
san  be  done  owing  to  the  difficulty  of  getting  it  transported 
;o  Europe. 

Roots. — Jalap  is  getting  dearer,  owing  to  the  total  cessa 
tion  of  arrivals,  and  the  regular  home  consumptive  demand 
having  cleared  out  all  the  cheap  parcels.  Prime  dry  is  now 
quoted  14c.  (7|d),  or  higher  than  Europe.  Pink  is  extremely 
scarce,  and  much  higher,  at  60c.  (2s.  8d.).  Senega  is  un- 
changed at  45c.  to  46c.  (2s.  to  2s.  l^d.)  for  prime  Western 
roots,  and  is  in  good  supply;  choice  "bright  quality  alone  is 
scarce.  Serpcntaria  is  now  in  a  worse  position  than  before, 
for  the  combination  in  Texas  has  just  sold  the  whole  of  their 
stock,  about  20,000  lbs.,  to  two  speculative  firms  in  the  drug 
trade,  who  now  hold  it  for  50c.  (2s.  Qd.). 

Spermaceti  is  very  scarce,  only  small  lots  occasionally 
finding  their  way  on  the  market,  when  they  are  eagerly 
competed  for  ;  last  sales,  46c.  (Is.  1LV7.)  ;  high  rates  may  be 
expected  to  continue. 

Sarsaparilla.— The  stock  of  Honduras  towards  the  end 
of  the  year  was  the  heaviest  known  here,  amounting  to  close 
on  900  bales ;  prices  ruled  low  and  favourable  to  consumers, 
an  active  demand  set  in,  and  about  300  bales  were  dis- 
posed of  during  January ;  besides  this  there  are  heavy  orders 
in  the  market  unfilled,  limits  being  too  low  ;  prices  have  now 
taken  an  upward  turn,  and  will  more  than  likely  continue,  as 
the  season  for  consumption  sets  in  soon.  Prices  run  from 
29c.  (Is.  Q\d.~)  to  45c.  (2s.  2d.),  according  to  brand,  quality, 
&c.  Mexican  has  declined,  owing  to  large  arrivals  and 
small  demand;  it  has  about  reached  bottom  at  10c.

Oil  Peppermint.— An  active  demand  sprang  up  rather 
suddenly  within  the  last  few  days,  and  considerable  quanti- 
ties of  prime  Wayne  County  oil  have  been  sold  by  dealers  here 
at  #4  in  tins  (16s.  9d.  net),  while  now  none  can  be  had  under 
$4.25  (17s.  9d.  net).  Those  parties  who  sold  hoping  to 
replenish  their  stock  from  the  oil  left  in  the  country  found 
that  $4  and  even  more  had  been  paid  to  the  farmers  by  Mr. 
Hotchkiss,  and  there  may  be  said  to  be  no  oil  now  left  in 


producers'  hands.  Michigan  oil  has  been  selling  for  #3.85 
(16s.  3d.  net)  in  tins,  but  this  is  now  also  tending  higher. 
H.  G.  Hotchkiss  brand  cannot  be  bought  under  #4.75 
(20s.  6d.),  and  that  only  in  a  small  way. 

Quinine.— The  official  price  of  the  American  manufac- 
turers for  1-oz.  vials  remains  at  80c.  (3s.  5//.,  5  per  cent.),  but 
it  is  expected  that  an  early  reduction  will  be  made,  for  the 
market  is  very  dull.  There  is  no  speculative  interest  at  work, 
and  hardly  any  consumptive  demand,  consequently  in  the 
open  market  prime  brands  in  bulk  can  be  bought  at  60c. 
(2s.  Id.,  5  per  cent.).

co-partners  in  the  destruction  which  follows  from  the 
participation.

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The  Chemists'  Trade  Association  and  Trade-marks. 

To  the  Chemist  and  Druggist — 

Sie, — With  reference  to  the  remarks  contained  in  your  last 
issue  under  the  above  heading,  permit  me  to  point  out  to  you 
and  your  readers  that,  in  January,  1885,  Messrs.  Condy, 
Mitchell  &  Co.  (Limited)  applied  to  be  allowed  to  register 
the  words  "  Condy's  Fluid"  in  plain  block  type  as  a  trade- 
mark, notice  of  opposition  to  which  was  filed  by  the  Secretary 
of  the  Association  at  the  Trade-marks  Office.  The  grounds 
upon  which  it  was  decided  to  oppose  the  registration  of  the 
mark  were  these  : — 

That  "  Condy's  Fluid  "  was  a  name  given  to  a  disinfectant  made  under 

letters  patent,  granted  in  1856,  and,  consequently,  long  since 

expired. 

That  during  the  monopoly  secured  by  the  patent  the  article  was  intro- 
duced to  the  trade  and  to  the  public  by  the  patentee  under  the 
name  of  "Coudy's  Fluid,"  this  being  a  name  of  his  own  choice. 

That  on  the  expiration  of  the  patent  the  monopoly  of  making  the 
article  ceased,  and  it  was  open  to  the  trade  and  to  the  public  to 
make  the  disinfectant  according  to  the  specification  of  the 
patentee,  and  to  sell  it  under  the  name  by  which  it  had  become 
known  to  the  trade  and  the  public — in  this  particular  case  under 
the  name  of  "  Condy's  Fluid." 

That  the  attempt  to  register  the  name  to  which  such  common  righ^. 
had  attached  was  really  an  attempt  to  extend  the  monopoly  0£ 
manufacture  and  sale  beyond  the  term  of  years  allowed  by  law. 

A  communication  was  subsequently  received  from  the 
Registrar  of  Trade-marks  stating  that,  as  no  counter  state- 
ment had  been  lodged  by  the  applicants,  the  application  was, 
under  section  69  of  the  Patents,  Designs,  and  Trade-marks 
Act,  deemed  to  be  abandoned,  and  had  been  officially  so 
noted  accordingly. 

The  history  of  this  case,  therefore,  is  briefly  as  follows  : — 
The  Executive  Committee  of  this  Association  being  advised 
by  the  solicitor  that  the  application  to  register  this  mark  was 
an  endeavour  to  retain  the  profit  of  a  patent  the  private  right  to 
which  had  lapsed,  felt  bound,  on  behalf  of  the  trade,  to  chal- 
lenge applicants'  right  to  registration.  Thus  a  definite  issue 
was  raised  against  the  right  to  register  public  property  as  a 
trade-mark,  and  to  the  present  moment  it  remains  without 
answer.  When  the  trade  were  informed  of  the  failure  of  the 
promoter  of  this  mark  to  make  the  necessary  counter  statement 
required  by  the  Act  of  Parliament,  no  expression  of  disapproval 
of  the  course  taken  by  the  Executive  Committee  reached  the 
office,  and  when  the  second  application  to  register  the  mark 
was  filed  the  Secretary's  circular  made  it  quite  clear  that  the 
practical  approval  of  the  trade  by  the  supply  of  necessary 
funds  was  the  only  condition  upon  which  the  mark  would  be 
opposed  by  the  Association. 

Messrs.  Condy  &  Mitchell  having  recently  renewed  their 
application  to  be  allowed  to  register  this  mark,  the  Associa- 
tion felt  compelled  to  inform  the  trade  of  the  fact,  with  a 
view  of  ascertaining  if  it  was  their  wish  that  it  should  be 
opposed.  A  circular  was  consequently  issued  to  the  trade 
on  the  14th  inst.,  stating  clearly  and  emphatically  that 
the  Association  would  not  oppose  the  registration  unless 
adequate  funds  were  forwarded  for  the  purpose.  The 
response  to  this  circular  has  shown  that  the  trade  are  not 
anxious  that  the  words  "  Condy's  Fluid  "  should  be  used  as 
common  property,  and  the  Association  has  therefore  deter- 
mined to  proceed  no  further  in  the  matter. 

I  trust  that  a  perusal  of  the  foregoing  statement  will 
indicate  to  you  and  the  trade  at  large  that  the  steps  taken  by 
the  Association  were  prompted  solely  by  a  desire  to  protect 
the  interests  of  chemists  and  druggists,  and  not  in  any  way 
to  encroach  on  the  rights  of  private  property.

Sie, — We  beg  to  inform  you  that  we  have  just  received  a 
communication  from  our  patent  agents  informing  us  that 
thev  have  received  notice  from  the  Comptroller  at  the  Trade 
Maiks  Office,  that  the  Chemists  and  Druggists'  Trade  Associa- 
tion of  Birmingham  have  withdrawn  their  opposition  to  the 
registration  of  our  trade-mark  "  Condy's  Fluid."  The  honest 
part  of  the  trade  have  no  doubt  arrived  at  the  same  opinion 
as  yourself,  that  even  if,  for  the  sake  of  argument,  the  advice 
given  by  the  Association's  solicitor  were  correct,  the  advan- 
tage could  only  be  employed  with  dishonour.  We  had,  we 
were  advised,  the  strongest  possible  answer  to  the  said 
notice  of  opposition,  and  felt  perfectly  confident  as  to  the 
success  of  our  case  ;  nevertheless,  we  are  glad  to  have  been 
saved  the  trouble  and  expense  involved  in  any  action  to 
to  protect  our  rights,  although,  of  course,  we  are  fully  pre- 
pared to  spend  the  necessary  amount  of  time  and  money  on 
preventing  infringements,  should  the  necessity  arise.

Whilst  giving  the 
Chemists  and  Druggists'  Trade  Association  credit  for  their 
good  intentions,  we  beg  to  point  out  that  their  action  really 
resulted  in  nothing,  owing  to  their  taking  no  further  steps 
than  to  write  to  the  Registrar  on  the  subject.  The  registra- 
tion was  really  stopped  by  Messrs.  Savory  &  Moore  and  our- 
selves, each  firm  giving,  as  required,  a  bond  for  400/.  as  an 
earnest  of  carrying  the  matter  to  a  conclusion.  In  point  of 
fact,  the  question  was  not  settled  until  some  weeks  after  the 
appearance  of  the  statement  referred  to.

The  North  British  Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society. 

To  the  Chemist  and  Druggist — 

Sir, — I  little  thought  when  I  wrote  you  last  month  that 
my  forecast  of  Scotland  being  governed,  pharmaceutically, 
on  the  principle  of  a  conquered  country  would  be  verified  so 
quickly.  Why,  even  before  my  letter  was  in  print  we  learned 
through  the  Pharmaceutical  Journal  that  our  new  Secretary 
here  had  been  appointed  without  any  of  us  knowing  any- 
thing about  it.  The  appointment  had  been  offered  (fancy  the 

|  Society  going  a-begging  for  a  Secretary !)  to  an  Edinburgh 
gentleman,  who,  fortunately  for  us  (and  for  him)  is  known, 
and  favourably  known,  to  most  of  us,  and  we  learn  this  week 

|  that  he  has  graciously  accepted  it.  We  innocently  thought 
that  we  had  really  something  to  do  with  it.  The  wishes  of  mem- 
bers are  consulted  in  the  appointment  of  local  secretaries, 
and  four  years  ago  the  Council  of  the  North  British  Branch 
was  asked  to  select  our  present  Secretary.    So  we  ventured 

i  to  remonstrate,  and  the  result  is  recorded  in  the  Journal. 
Our  communication  was  ordered  "  to  lie  on  the  table  " — of 
course  a  euphemism  for  below  the  table,  and  there  are  some 
funny  remarks,  meant  apparently  to  indicate  contempt, 
about  a  body  described  as  "  the  Council."  Evidently  the 
Council  of  the  Society  attach  great  importance  to  a  name. 
This  is  not  the  first  occasion  we  have  found  that.  But, 
whatever  it  is  called,  this  body  was  elected  by  all  the 
members  and  associates  of  the  Society  in  Scotland,  and  it 
has  done  all  that  has  been  done  for  the  Society  in  Scotland 
for  thirty-five  years.  In  1881  it  selected  our  present  Secre- 
tary, Mr.  MacEwan  ;  it  has  annually  nominated  our 
Examiners;  and  on  many  other  occasions  resolutions  passed 
by  it  have  been  courteously  accepted  and  acted  on.  All  this 
makes  the  present  action  somewhat  puzzling. 

And  then,  besides,  how  was  the  Council  of  the  Society  to 
know  about  this  new  Secretary.  They  were  morally  bound 
to  fill  up  a  public  appointment  with  the  best  man  they  could 
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find.  They  did  not  and  could  not  know  that  Mr.  Hill  was 
the  best  man.  There  are  twenty-one  councillors,  and  only 
one  of  them,  viz.,  the  Scottish  member  hailing  from  Edin- 
burgh, could  know  anything  about  him,  or  at  least  enough  to 
warrant  his  appointment.  It  is  not  credible  that  twenty-one 
gentlemen  should  make  such  an  appointment  upon  the 
unsupported  ipse  dixit  of  one  of  their  number,  or  that  that 
one  could  have  expected  them  to  do  so,  unless  t  here  had  been 
some  other  purpose  to  serve.  Sir,  we  have  to  seek  elsewhere 
for  a  reason,  and,  indeed,  it  is  not  far  to  seek.  "We  were  to 
be  governed  like  a  conquered  country.  We  had  dared,  in 
what  we  presumptuously  thought  was  the  interest  of  the 
Society,  to  oppose  the  altered  by-laws,  even  to  the  extent 
of  memorialising  the  Privy  Council,  and  the  shadow  of 
impending  defeat  was  resting  on  the  Council  in  Bloomsbury. 
They  had  not  the  magnanimity  to  accept  the  fortunes  of 
war,  or  rather,  I  should  say,  what  was  the  result  of  their 
own  high-handed  and  illegal  attempt  to  smuggle  the  clause, 
which  was  meant  to  apply  to  Scotland,  through  along  with 
the  Curriculum  Clauses,  and  they  let  loose  their  rage  upon 
us.  I  venture  to  predict  that  it  will  be  found  that  the 
Scottish  contentions  have  been  sustained  by  the  Privy 
Council  when  the  official  communication  sees  the  light — if 
it  ever  does.  Sir,  why  is  a  document  like  this  suppressed  ? 
After  the  correspondence  which  has  been  going  on  this  must 
be  the  finale,  which  there  is  no  need  for  referring  to  a  com- 
mittee. All  the  members  of  the  Society  have  an  interest 
in  it,  and  no  good  can  come  of  burking  it  in  this  fashion. 
There  is  a  general  feeling  that  there  is  too  much  hole-and- 
corner  committee  work  in  the  Society's  Council  nowadays.

The  Suggested  Halfpenny  Medicine  Stamp. 

To  the  Chemist  and  Druggist — - 

Sir, — Though  all  are  of  one  accord  as  to  the  desirability  of 
a  rearrangement  of  the  stamps  for  patent  medicines,  on  the 
basis  propounded  in  your  valuable  trade  journal  twe  months 
since,  none,  so  far  as  I  see,  have  suggested  any  scheme  for 
bringing  about  a  practical  result.  I  would  therefore  suggest 
that  a  memorial  be  presented  to  the  Commissioners  of  Inland 
Revenue,  signed  by  the  leading  wholesale  patent-medicine 
vendors,  the  Chemists  and  Druggists'  Trade  Association, 
influential  members  of  the  retail  trade ;  also,  if  possible, 
the  incorporated  body,  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  asking 
them  to  give  the  matter  their  serious  attention,  and  assuring 
them  that  a  much  larger  revenue  would  be  derived  from  the 
new  scale  of  duty  than  is  at  present  from  the  old.

"  Advertising  a  Patent  Medicine." 

As  justifying  the  remarks  made  under  this  head  last  month 
we  quote  from  a  letter  received  during  the  past  month  from 
a  provincial  advertising  agent,  who  had  previously  told  us  he 
could  place  some  advertisements  with  us,  and  asked  us  what 
commission  we  would  allow.  On  hearing  from  us  that  we 
allowed  no  commission  to  agents,  he  wrote  us  a  polite,  and 
certainly  a  candid,  letter,  in  which  he  said  : — "  I  do  all  the 
advertising  for  several  lar-ge  firms  in  this  city.  The  distri- 
bution of  advertisements  is  left  to  a  great  extent  in  my  own 
hand."  That  is  to  say,  our  friend  is  trusted  ;  and  how  does 
he  return  that  confidence  ?  "I  send  the  business  to  those 
publications  which  allow  me  some  remuneration  for  my 
trouble.  It  is  not  for  me  to  dictate  to  you.  Suffice  it  to  say 
that  two  advertisements  you  would  have  had  from  this  dis- 
trict I  have  sent  through  a  different  channel."  Very  rarely 
are  the  advertising  agents  as  frank  with  us  as  this  ;  but 
surely  this  shows  the  truth  of  our  remark  last  month  that 
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"  he  works  on  an  entirely  wrong  principle ;  that  is,  he  lives 
on  the  commissions  which  many  papers  pay  him,  and  it  is 
obvious  that  the  most  worthless  papers  will  pay  the  highest 
commissions." 


Tinct.  Camph.  Co. 

To  the  Chemist  and  Druggist — 

Silt, — In  the  correspondence  of  your  last  number  appears 
a  communication  from  Mr.  Samuel  Lawrence  which  attracted 
my  attention,  and  constrains  me  to  make  the  following 
remarks. 

The  "  short  cuts  "  mentioned  are  very  good  things,  and  it 
is  a  pity  but  we  could  have  more  of  them.  The  fluid 
extracts  of  our  American  cousins,  in  which  1  oz.  fluid  is  said 
to  represent  1  oz.  dry  ingredients,  is  a  move  in  the  right 
direction.  Take  the  ext.  belladon.  (1.  for  example.  If  we 
could  depend  upon  strength  being  as  stated,  we  could  dis- 
pense with  the  liniment  and  tincture,  adding  so  many  drops 
of  the  fl.  ext.  to  the  ounce  for  such  preparations  when 
required  ;  so  that  one  fl.  ext.  would  supersede  three  or  four 
other  bottles  on  our  shelves,  and  a  pharmacist  would  require 
less  than  half  the  bottles  he  uses  at  present.  But  I  for  one 
cannot  pin  my  faith  to  the  dictum  on  the  label  that  1  fl.  oz. 
equals  1  oz.  by  weight.  I  should  feel  inclined  to  do  so  if 
the  extracts  were  made  so  that  two  or  three  by  measure 
represented  one  by  weight. 

But  your  correspondent  makes  a  slight  mistake  in  his 
formula  for  tinct.  camph.  co.,  to  correct  which  is  the  main 
object  of  these  lines.  I  have  used  a  formula  nearly  the  same 
for  many  years,  at  first  exactly  the  same,  only  using  the  ol. 
instead  of  sp.  anisi.  But  not  long  after  adopting  it  I  dis- 
covered that  the  quantity  of  tinct.  opii  ought  to  be  altered, 
inasmuch  as  powdered  opium  is  stronger  than  the  gum. 
(Squire  gives  gum  opii  14  gr.  =  dry  opium  12  gr.  :  I  there- 
fore increased  the  quantity  of  tinct.  opii  from  ^j.  5j.  in 45  to 
^iss.  in  the  pint,  and  I  think  that  proportion  gives  the 
therapeutic  strength  required. 

Hoping  we  may  soon  have  some  more  suggestions  to  save 
time  and  expense  (without  detracting  from  therapeutic  value) 
in  the  preparation  of  our  numerous  compounds,  I  remain,

Cleaning  Shop-bottles. 

A  correspondent  sends  us  the  following :— Few  chemists 
thoroughly  understand  the  best  method  of  cleaning  their  shop- 
bottles  and  preserving  the  gold  labels  thereon.    If  you  think 
it  worth  inserting  I  will  explain  the  method.    I  never  allow  a 
duster  to  be  used  for  the  purpose,  for  this  reason — that 
though  the  duster  may  be  thoroughly  clean,  yet  the  varnish 
over  the  label  may  be  damp,  and  the  very  act  of  rubbing  the 
bottle  would  tend  to  rub  up  the  varnish,  dirty  it,  and  thus 
expose  the  gold,  which  would  quickly  get  destroyed.  More- 
over, bottles  that  are  dusted  are  liable  to  finger-mark  and 
decome  dull  when  climatic  changes  take  place.    I  insist  on 
I  the  use  of  a  damp  wash-leather  ODly — that  is,  one  out  of 
which  all  the  water  has  been  squeezed — by  that  means  you 
1  get  a  brilliantly-] lolished  bottle  which  does  not  finger-mark, 
j  and  the  leather  does  not  affect  the  varnish  over  the  label, 
;  nor,  when  moisture  is  in  the  atmosphere,  does  it  attack  the 
bottles.    I  had  all  my  bottles  re-labelled  over  three  years 
ago,  and  they  are  as  good  now  as  when  put  on,  which  would 
not  have  been  t lie  case  had  a  duster  been  used.  Another 
I  advantage  is  that  the  necks  of  the  bottles  also  get  cleansed.

The  product  should  measure 
30  oz. ;  to  this  add  5  oz,  ext.  glycyrrhiz.  liq.,  1  oz.  ess.  anisi, 
1  oz.  spt.  chloroformi,  and  3  oz.  proof  spirit,  shake  well  and 
allow  to  stand  for  a  day  before  bottling.

The 
soda  salt  cannot  be  obtained  in  a  pure  dry  state,  but  there 
should  be  no  difficulty  in  getting  the  potash  salt,  or  its 
fanciful-named  brother  "  Tartaraline." 


107/21.  Estimation  of  Alcohol  in  herb  beer.  Take  10  oz., 
distil  and  collect  the  first  6  ;  make  this  up  to  10  oz.  with 
distilled  water,  and  from  the  specific  gravity  of  it  you  can  cal- 
culate the  amount  of  alcohol  by  reference  to  an  alcohol 
table. 


107/14.  Ah  Old  S  iscriUr.—  'White 'Dental  Stopping. — 
White  guttapercha  (supplied  by  all  drug-sundries  houses)  is 
now  used  most  extensively  by  dentists  ;  it  lasts  longer,  and 
is  less  hurtful  than  cements. 


107/41.  Pomades. — Ptesse's  Art  of  Perfumery  is  a  very 
good  work.  Some  of  the  forms  are  a  little  extravagant,  but 
you  can  modify  thorn.
